WEDNESDAY,  JUNE  5,  1844. 

This  being  the  day  prescribed  by  the  Coattitution  for  the  Leg 
islature  of  New  Hampshire  to  assemble,  the  following  persons, 
elected  Senators,  appearmg,  took  and  subscribed  the  oaths  of  of- 
fice, agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  viz  :

The  Senate  was  called  to  order  by  Moody  Currier,  Assistant 
Clerk  of  last  year. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Cross — 

The  Senate  proceeded  to  the  choice  of  achairman,  and. the 
Hon.  Mr.  Pease  was  elected  and  took  the  cbair. 

On  molioo  of  Mr*  Cross — 
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The  Senate  proceeded  by  ballot  to  the  choice  of  a  President, 
and  the  Hon.  Timothy  Hoskins  was  unanimously  elected  and 
took  the  chair. 

Mr.  Hoskins  addressed  the  Senate  brieflyt  signifying  bis  ac- 
ceptance of  the  office,  as  follows  t 

Senators  : — In  assuming  the  duties  to  which  your  kindness 
bas  called  me,  you  will  permit  roe  to  return  you  the  expression 
of  my  most  profound  respect.  Unaccustomed,  as  I  am,  to  the 
duties  of  this  station,  I  should  shrink  from  the  responsibility,  did 
I  not  well  know  the  uniform  courtesy  and  gentlemanly  bearing  of 
the  Senate  of  New  Hampshire.  But,  with  this  knowledge,  and 
relying  upon  the  kindness  which  raised  me  to  this  station,  (of 
which  any  man  might  well  be  proud,)  to  sustain  me  in  my  well 
meant  endeavors  to  advance  the  interests  of  our  constituents,  I 
accept  the  trust  confided  to  me,  >and  will  only  say,  that  no  exer- 
tions on  my  part  shall  be  wanting  to  render  this  session  subservt* 
ent  to  the  best  interests  of  the  State. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Smith — 

The  Senate  proceeded  by  ballot  to  the  choice  of  a  Clerk,  and 
Moody  Currier  was  unanimously  elected. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Morrill — 

The  Senate  proceeded  b^  ballot  to  the  choice  of  an  Assistant 
CJerk,  and  Josiah  B.  Wiggm  was  unanimously  elected. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hatch — 

Orderedy  That  Messrs.  Hatch  and  Smith  be  a  committee  to 
notify  Mr.  Wiggin  of  bis  election  as  Assistant  Clerk. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Cross — 

Ordtredy  That  Messrs.  Davis,  Cross  and  Hatch  be  a  com- 
mittee to  nominate  a  Doorkeeper  for  the  Senate  for  the  present 
session. 

The  President  of  the  Senate  then  administered  the  oath  of  of- 
fice to  the  Clerk  and  Assistant  Clerk,  and  they  entered  upon  the 
discharge  of  tbeir  respective  duties. 

Mr.  Davis,  from  the  select  committee,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  nomination  of  Doorkeeper  to  the  Senate  for  the  present  ses- 
sion, reported  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved^  That  Jdel  Frazier  be  appointed  Doorkeeper  for  the 
present  session. 

On  tke  question  being  put, 

Shall  the  resolution  be  adopted  ? 

It  was  decided  in  the  affirmative. 

So  the  resolution  passed. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Gibson—

fore th^  Senate  the  record  of  the  returas  of  votes,  given  for  Sen* 
ators  10  the  several  senatorial  districts  ia  this  State  at  the  elec- 
tion io  March  last. 

Oritrtdy  That  the  Clerk  notify  the  Secretary  accordingly. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Pease-^ 

Resobfedj  Tliat  the  Clerk  inform  the  House  of  Representatives 
that  the  Senate  have  assembled,  chosen  Hon.  Timothy  Hoskins, 
PresideDt,  Moody  Currier,  Clerk,  and  Josiah  B,  Wiggin,  Assist* 
ant  Clerk,  and  are  now  ready  to  proceed  to  business. 

Oo  motion  of  Mr.  Smith^ 

Re$ohed<,TbsLi  the  joint  rules  of  the  two  branches  of  the  Leg- 
islature for  the  year  1843  be  adopted  as  tlje  joint  rules  of  the 
two  branches  of  the  Legislature  for  the  present  year,  until  other- 
wise ordered. 

Ordered,  That  the  Clerk  notify  the  House  of  Representatives 
accordingly. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Representatives 
by  their  Clerk : 

^*Mr.  President— 'I  am  directed  to  inform  the  Honorable  Sen- 
ate that  the  House  of  Representatives  have  assembled,  have 
elected  Hon.  Harry  Hibbard,  Speaker,  Albert  G.  Allen,  Clerk, 
and  L.  Smith,  Assistant  Clerk,  and  are  now  ready  to  proceed 
with  the  bosiness  of  the  session.'' 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Gibson — 

Ri$ol»ed,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  report 
rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  Senate  the  pres- 
ent year. 

Orderedy  That  said  committee  consist  of  Messrs.  Gibson, 
Morrill  and  Smith. 

Agreeably  to  a  resolution  of  the  Senate,  the  Secretary  of  State 
laid  before  the  Senate  the  returns  of  votes,  given  for  Senators  in 
the  several  senatorial  districts  in  the  Suite  in  March  last. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Cross-^ 

Aesohed,  That  the  returns  of  votes  in  the  several  senatorial 
districts  in  this  State  be  referred  to  a  select  committee  of  three, 
with  instmctioos  to  examine  and  count  the  same,  and  report  to 
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tlm  Senate  whether  any  vacancies  exist,  and  if  90, 10  what  sMa* 
torial  districts. 

Ordered^  That  Messrs.  Cross,  Pease  and  McEean  eonsticote 
said  committee. 

A  message  from  the  Hotise  of  Representatives  by  their  Clerk  : 

*'Mr.  President-^The  House  of  Representatives  have  op- 
pointed  Messrs.  Pillsbury  of  Chester,  Parker  of  Fitawilliam  and 
TihoQ  of  Sanbornton  a  committee,  with  such  as  the  Senate  m^y 
join,  to  wait  on  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  inform  him 
that  a  quorum  of  both  branches  of  the  Legblatore  have  assem- 
bled, are  organized,  and  ready  to  receive  any  commuoicatioa  he 
may  he  pleased  to  make,  in  which  they  ask  the  concurrence  of 
the  Honorable  Senate."

AftERNOON. 

A  message  from  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  by  the  iSecra* 
tary  of  State,  was  received,  which  is  as  follows  t 
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"TV  the  SenaU  and  Home  cf  RipnsenMku : 

Since  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature^  a  writ  of  error  in 
the  case  of  the  State  against  Andrew  Pierce,  jr.  was  duly  issued 
and  made  returnable  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States, 
wbieb  comineDced  its  session  in  the  citv  of  Washington  in  De- 
cember last.  Soon  after,  the  service  ot  saidjwrit  was  made  upon 
me.  At  a  subsequent  meeting  of  the  Executive  branch  of  the 
Stile  {Jovernment,  we  felt  it  to  be  our  dtuy  to  employ  a  coun- 
sellor in  behalf  of  the  State,  to  attend  to  said  case  ;  and  the  Hon. 
Edmund  Burke  was  duly  appointed  and  commissioned  to  per^ 
rorm  that  trust.  He  appeared  for  the  State  and  gave  the  case  ell 
the  consideration  which  its  importance  required.  The  case  is 
not6nally  disposed  of.  Every  thing,  however,  has  been  done 
i^bich  it  was  necessary  to  have  done  ;  and  a  judgment  will  be 
rendered  at  the  next  term  of  the  Court.

IN  CONVENTION* 

The  Senate  and  House  of  Representatires  being  assembled  In 
Convention  in  the  Representatives'  Hall,  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
ceeding in  elections  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the  Constitu* 
tion,  the  Secretary  of  State  came  in  and  laid  before  the  Conven- 
tion the  returns  of  rotes  for  Governor  from  the  several  townsr 
and  places  in  the  State,  and  also  the  returns  of  votes  for  Coud* 
sellers  in  the  several  Counsellor  districts  in  this  State. 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  Davis  of  the  Sentter— 

The  Convention  proceeded  to  open,  read  and  record  the  re« 
turns  of  votes  for  Gk)vernor  from  the  several  towns  and  places  in 
this  State,  and  completed  the  same. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Smith  of  the  Senate — 

Resolvedj  That  the  returns  of  votes  for  Governor  be  referred 
to  a  select  committee,  with  instructions  to  compare  and  cast  their 
numbers,  and  to  report  to  the  convention  thereon. 

Orderedj  That  Messrs.  Smith  of  the  Senate,  Nesmith  of 
Franidin  and  Merrill  of  Enfield  constitute  said  committee. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Davis  of  the  Senate-— 

The  convention  rose  and  the  Senate  returned  to  their  chamber. 


IN  SENATE. 

The  President  of  the  Senate  laid  before  the  Senate  a  message 
from  His  Excellency  the  Governor,   by  the  Secretary  of  State: 

^^  To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives : 

Since  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  the  smith  shop  in  the 
State  Prison  yard  has  been  destroyed  by  fire  ;  and  the  convicts 
employed  in  that  business  were  consequently  thrown  out  of  em- 
ploy. On  being  informed  of  the  event,  I  immediately  summon- 
ed  a  meeting  of  the  Executive,  and  on  examining  into  the  matter, 
it  was  concluded  to  make  the  necessary  repairs  with  all  possible 
despatch.  Accordingly  contracts  were  entered  into  with  iudivid- 
uals  to  make  the  necessary  repairs.  We  bad  ascertained  that 
there  was' an  unexpended  balance  of  two  thousand  dollars  of  the 
appropriations  made  for  the  nse  of  the  State  Prison  by  the  reso- 
lutions of  June,  1839,  and  December,  1840,  and  we  felt  war- 
ranted in  drawing  upon  that  balance,  in  order  to  defray  the  charges 
necessarily  incurred  in  the  completion  of  the  work  at  the  Prison. 
A  detailed  statement  will  be*submitted  to  my  successor,  to  be 
communicated  to  die  Legislature,  stating  the  sum  thus  drawn  from 
the  treasury,  which  will  not  exceed  six  hundred  dollars.  It  was 
abo  discovered,  soon  after  the  adjournment  of  the  last  Legisla- 
ture, that  there  were  bills  to  a  large  amount  standing  against  the 
the  Prison,  and  that  there  were  claims  also  in  favor  of  ibe  Prison 
in  the  prosress  of  collection.  It  was  deemed  advisable  to  draw 
upon  the  balauce  in  the  treasury  of  the  appropriations  before  mea- 
tionedi  for  1 1001  sufficient  to  discbarge  all  outstanding  liabilities^ 
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^hjck  It  WHS  believed  would  be  sufficient  not  only  to  repair  the 
loss  occasioned  by  the  fire,  but  also  to  discharge  all  claims  against 
cbe  Prison.  It  was  done,  and  I  ara^ow  happy  to  communicate 
(0  the  Legislature^  that  I  have  good  reason  to  believe  that  the 
State  Prison  was  free  from  debt  at  the  close  of  the  present  polit- 
ical year*

The  President  laid  before  (he  Senate  «  Biestage  from  His  £x- 
celiency  the  Governor : 

**  To  ike  Senaie  and  Hotae  cf  Repret€$Uativei  : 

A  printed  paaiphlet  has  been  placed  in  my  hands,  containing 
the  decision  of  our  Superior  Court  in  the  case  of  Kittridge 
against  Warren,  by  which  it  appears  that  an  attachment  of  prop* 
erty  upon  mesne  process,  ionajSie  made  before  any  act  of  bank- 
ruptcy is  a  iUn  or  security  upon  that  property  ;  and  if  the  dis- 
cbarge JQ  bankruptcy  should  be  jpleaded  in  bar  to  the  further  main- 
leBaooeof  tbeactioQ,  the  plaintiff  may  reply  the  ezisteoce  of  tbt 
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attachment,   in  which  case  a  special  judgraent  will  be  entered 
and  exe  cution  issued  against  the  property. 

A  paper  has  also  been  placed  in  my  bands  containing  the  opin" 
ion  of  Judge  Story,  an  associate  justice  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  United  Stales,  in  cbnsequence  of  the  decision  of  our  own 
Court  upon  the  subject  matter  to  which  I  have  referred.  I  con^ 
sider  it  proper  to  call  your  attention  to  the  Bankrupt  act  of  the 
United  Slates,  passed  by  Congress  in  Augast,  184*,  as  its  ad- 
ministration within  the  Distriat  of  New  Hampshire,  seems  to  be 
subversive,  of  the  power  of  oor  own  judiciary.  This  embarrass- 
ing conflict  between  the  opinion  as  expressed  by  Judge  Story  and 
the  decision  of  our  own  Court,  has  suggested  to  my  mind  the  pro- 
priety of  calling  your  immediate  attention  thereto. 

Whether  the  act  of  Congress  passed  in  1793,  by  which  the 
Courts  of  the  United  States  were  prohibiting  from  issuing  injunc- 
tions against  the  proceedings  of  State  Courts*  has  been  repealed 
by  tbe  passage  ot  the  Bankrupt  act,  deserves  serious  considera" 
tion.  Certain  the  fact  is,  that  the  practical  eflfect  of  the  admin- 
istration of  the  Bankrupt  act  m  this  State,  gives  to  tbe  subordi- 
nate courts  of  tbe  United  States  a  supervisory  power  over  the  pro-* 
ceedings  and  decisions  of  our  State  Courts. 

It  has  seemed  lo  me,  therefore,  advisable,  considering  the 
course  which  has  been  pursued  by  our  judiciary,  and  considering 
dso  the  security  of  the  rights  of  our  own  citizens,  who  may  be  now 
litigating  questions  connected  with  the  subject  in  our  State  Courts^ 
te  transmit  the  accompanying  papers  for  your  information,  and 
very  respectfully  to  submit  thera  to  the  deliberate  consideration 
of  the  Legiskiture.

JOINT  RULES  OF  THB  SENATE  AND  HOUSE  OF 
REPRESENTATIVES. 

1.  When  a  Convention  of  the  two  Houses  is  to  be  formed, 
whether  by  requirement  of  the  Constilution,  or  by  a  vote  or  resolve 
of  the  two  Houses,a  message  shall  be  sent  from  the  House  of  Rep- 
reseatatives  to  the  Senate,  giving  notice  when  the  House  will  meet 
the  Senate  in  Convention.  As  soon  thereafter  as  the  convenience 
of  tbe  Senate  will  permit,  they  will  attend  in  the  House.  The 
Speaker  of  the  House  shall  be  chairmaa  of  the  Coaventioa,  and 
shall  state  the  reason  for  forming  the  Cooventioo.  When  the 
House  and  Senate  we  thus  formed  in  Convention,  the  rules 
adopted  as  the  rules  of  the  House,  shall  be  considered  as  the 
roles  of  tbe  Convention,  so  fiir  as  they  nray  be  applicable,  and  tbe 
Cooveatioa  shall  accordingly  be  governed  thereby. 

3.  Messages  shall  be  seat  by  sach  person  or  persons  as  a  sense 
of  propriety  ia  each  Hoase  may  determine  to  be  proper. 

3.  When  a  message  shall  be  seat  from  either  House  to  the 
ocfaer,  it  shall  be  announced,  at  the  door  of  the  House  to  which  it 
may  be  sent,  by  the  doorkeeper. 

4.  While  biUs  are  on  their  passag|e  between  the  two  Houses, 
they  shall  be  under  the  signature  of  the  Clerk  of  each  House  re- 
spectively. 

5.  There  shall  be  a  coeMaitlee  for  the  purpose  of  engrossing 
bills,  coosi^tiag  of  two  aiembers  of  each  Hoase.  All  bilb  that 
pass  both  Houses  shall  be  deiivefad  to  said  coaimmee,  be  by 
cbeai  engrossed,  carefully  examiaed  and  reported  to  tbe  respec- 
tive Houses ;  and  shall  be  signed  first  by  the  Speaker  of  Ab 
House  of  Represeatatives,  aad  then  by  tbe  Prasideat  of  the 
Senate. 

6*  There  skaH  be  a  coounkteei  to  coasist  of  three  members 
of  tbe  House  and  one  of  the  Seaate,  on  each  of  the  following  sub- 
jecu,  to  wit : 

Oa  all  matters  reladve  to  tbe  Stale  Library,  ooaU  matters  rel- 
ative la  the  State  Hoase  aad  State  House  Yard. 

7.  Wiieo  a  bill  or  resdve,  wfaic^  shall  have  passed  in  oae 
House,  is  rgected  in  the  other,  notice  thereof  shall  be  givea  to 
the  Hoase  ia  orfaich  tbe  same  may  have  passed. 
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8.  Each  H«use  sbtll  traDsnit  to  ifae  other  itt  papers  on  wUdb 
anj  btH  or  resolve  is  fouoded. 

9.  Each  House  isbtil  transnrit  !•  the  other  ril  bills,  which  imne 
pessed  their  several  stages  io  the  House  ia  «rbieh  they  originated^ 
at  least  forty-eight  bouirs  before  the  tiaoe  fixed  oa  for  luijoim* 
meat. 

10.  After  each  House  shall  have  adhered  to  their  disagreement^ 
a  bill  or  resoKre  shall  be  censidered  lost. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  GrosSi  the  report  was  aecepted,  and  the 
rules  as  reported  were  adopted.

The  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  being  assembled  ro 
Convention  in  the  Representatives'  Hall,  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
ceeding in  the  elections  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the  Con- 
stimtion,  Hon.  John  H.  Steele,  Governor  elect,  came  in  attend- 
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^  by  tbe  BonoraMe  CotincH  and  the  committees  of  both  HooseS) 
declared  Jiis  acceptance  of  the  office  of  Governor,  and  in  the 
presence  of  both  branches  of  the  Legislature,  took  and  subscrib* 
ed  tbe  oaths  of  allegiance  and  tbe  oath  of  office  ^  whereupon  Hon. 
Tifpothy  Hoskins,  President  of  the  Senate,  declared  ,His  Excel- 
lency John  H.  Steele,  Governor  of  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
sbtre  for  tbe  ensuing  political  year,  and  presented  him  with  a  copy 
of  tbe  GoRstitutioa  of  tbe  State,  as  a  guide  in  the  dischai^e  of 
his  officiflii  duties. 
Hts-Excdleocy  then  tnade  the  following 

ADDRESS. 

.(ttaUemeii  ^f  Uu  Senate  and  of  the 

Houtt  of  Reprtsentativts^ 

Hating  taken  and  subscribed  the  oaths  prescribed  by  the  Gon« 
stifutioB  and  laws  of  the  Slate,  and  having  been  presented  with  a 
copy  of  the  Constittition  thereof,  accompanied  with  a  soiemii 
charge  to  make  that  Constitution  the  rule  and  guide  of  my  offi» 
ciai  conduct)  I  cannot,  without  dishonor,  do  less  than  use  my  best 
endeavors  to  discbarge  faithfully  tbe  duties  incumbent  on  tne.— » 
Inexperienced  as  I  am,  I  shall  most  willingly  look  to  you,  gentle* 
men,  as  a  sate  and  stire  guide  to  -a  knowledge  of  the  wants  and 
wishes  of  our  constituents,  not  doubting  that  you  will  carefully 
and  caatiously  investigate  every  subject  which  may  be  brought 
forward  for  your  consideration — avoiding  as  much  as  possible 
hasty  legisfattfon,  or  being  carried  away,  (even  in  «  good  cause,) 
by  the  ioeeiaperate  seal  of  societies  or  individuals,  or  by  the  in- 
terested representations  of  men  whose  wits  are  sharpened  at  the 
^peose  of  their  principles ;  always  remenibering  that  we  are 
not  sent  bere  to  legislate  for  the  gratification  or  benefit  of  a  few, 
to  the  dctrinaent  or  at  the  expense  of  the  many,  but  to  look  to  the 
general  interests  of  the  State.  With  such  an  end  in  view,  I  can- 
not do«bt  that  we  shati  speedily  and  harmoniously  despatch  all 
tbe  business  required  at  our  iiands  by  the  public.  Having  a  firm 
belief  that  all  will  do  their  duly,  I  proceed  to  notice  a  few  of  tbe 
tnost  promiaeat  topics  which  may  call  for  a  share  of  your  delibe* 
rstioas. 

Edocatfon  is  a  subject,  which,  above  all  others  within  the  range 
of  legisiatiofi,  requires  the  fostering  care  of  tbe  representatives  of 
■  free  people.  No  pains  or  labor  sliould  be  spared  to  pkice  our 
torcmon  or  firce  schools  gn  the  best  possible  footirig.  Expense 
^hooM  not  deter  us  from  making  such  rules  and  regulations  as  wiH 
*Qiare  to  the  rising  generations,  a  solid  and  practical  educatiooi 
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for  without  it  our  descendents  will  kecomo  mere  tools  id  the 
bands  of  unscrupulous  politicians,  and  &11  ao  easy  prey  to  super* 
stition,  vice  and  folly.  I  am  not  prepared  to  say  that  there  is  not 
money  enough  raised  by  law  for  the  support  of  our  schools,  to 
answer  all  present  purposes  ;  but  I  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that 
much  of  it  is  badly  expendadf  if  not  thrown  away.  Among  the 
evils  prevalent,  may,  I  believe,  be  reckoned  the  n.uhiplicity  of 
school-books,  written,  published  and  introduced  into  our  scboob 
for  no  other  purpose,  it  would  seem,  than  to  create  confusion, 
distract,  if  not  destroy  all  hope  of  a  pro&table  result  from  the 
labors  of  the  teacher.  A  few  plain  rules  and  solid  principles, 
well  taught,  are  far  preferable  to  a  muliiplicity  of  high  sounding 
theories,  whh  but  tittle  or  no  useful  meaning. 

Agricuhure  is  a  branch  of  bosiness  demanding  at  all  times  the 
attention  of  every  legislature.  On  its  success  depends  the  con- 
tinued well-being  of  every  other  pursuit  in  life.  Commerce, 
manufactures  and  every  mechanic  art  are  dependent  upon  it,  and 
cannot  long  sustain  themselves  without  its  creative  power.  Our 
soil  is  hard  and  rocky,  demanding  not  only,  industry,  but  skill  in 
its  management,  to  enable  its  cultivators  to  compete  successfully 
with  the  products  of  the  more  fertile  lands  of  the  sooth  and  west, 
which,  by  means  of  railroads  and  canals,  are  brought  into  close 
competition  with  us.  Thus  situated,  it  would  seem  to  me  to  be 
incumbent  on  us  to  provide  means  whereby  our  intended  agrictil' 
turalist  can  obtaii>  an  education  suitable  to  their  wants,  and  not  be 
compelled  to  toil  year  after  year  with  but  little  else  than  tbeirowu 
unaided  judgment  for  a  guide.  Academies  and  colleges  are  eve^ 
rywh^re  provided  for  those  who  seek  a  professional  education, 
but  we  have  not  a  single  institution  or  school  where  an  agricultu- 
ralist can  obtain  an  education  suitable  to  his  wants,  or  such  a» 
would  enable  him  to  analyze  and  apply  the  requisitive  corrective 
to  the  soil  which  be  inteivds  to  cultivate.  Industry  we  have,  skill 
we  want. 

*  I  am  not  prepared  to  say  what  alterations,  if  an>y,  sboold  be 
made  in  the  judiciary.  There  is,  however,  much  complaint  at 
the  delay  and  consequent  cost  to  the  parties  who  unfortunately 
are  con^pelled  to  resort  to  our  courts  (or  a  redress  of  grievances, 
or  a  settlement  of  their  controversies.  Whether  such  delay» 
arise  from  a  want  of  power  in  the  judges  to  compel  applicants  to 
have  their  suits  ready  for  trial,  or  from  a  laxity  in  the  discipline 
of  our  courts,  thereby  permitting  or  enabling  attornies  to  delay 
suits  from  term  to  terra,  often  to  the  manifest  injury  of  both  plain- 
tiff and  defendant,  I  am  unable  to  say,  biit  am  happy  to  add  that 
our  courts  have  lately  established  rules,  which  if  rigidly  adhered 
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to,  win  do  imich  toward  removing  ihe  evil  complained  -of.  While 
CQ  the  subject  of  the  judiciary,  \Tould  it  not  be  well  to  inquire 
whether  the  practice  prevalent  with  justices  of  the  peace,  of 
signing  writs  in  blank,  does  not  place  it  in  the  power  of  aitor- 
oies  that  ere  more  anxious  for  gain  than  for  the  quiet  and  well-be- 
ing of  socrety,  to  encourage  litigation,  i(  not  foster  a  spirit  of  ra- 
venge,  which  wodd  be  checked  by  tlie  refusal  of  judictous  mag- 
isH-ates  to  saoction  s»ch  process,  or  by  timely  advice,  cause  a  set- 
flement  without  resort  to  a  legal  decision  ?  And  would  not  a  re- 
quirement that  all  trials  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  should  be 
held  in  some  public  place,  have  -a  tendency  to  check,  if  not  en- 
tirely prevent  imposition,  which  it  is  feared,  is  often practrced  up- 
on the  ignoraot  or  unfortunate  ?  In  conmection  with  the  subject 
of  the  judiciary,  I  would*  earnestly  call  your  attention  to  the  sub- 
ject of  capital  ptKiisliinent,  and  respectfully  a:sk  whether  the  legal 
example  of  taking  life,  docs  not  tend  to  lessen  that  feeling  or  prin- 
ciple of  hunoanity  which  prompts  us  t<y  save  rather  than  destroy  ? 
Is  it  not  the  certainty,  rather  than  the  amount  of  ptmishment,  that 
deters  the  vicious  or  evil-inclined  from  the  commission  of  crime  ? 
And  does  not  the  known  relociance  of  jurors  to  find  a  verdict  of 
guilty  against  a  crimioal,  when  the  pimishment  is  death,  admonish 
us  that  the  time  has  arrived  for  the  abolishment  oi  tliat  barbarous 
penalty  ? 

I  am  not  sufficiently  conversant  with  the  milrtary  art,  to  be  able 
to  say  whether  our  present  laws  do  or  do  not  give  snfBcient  en- 
couragement to  our  citizen  soldiers,  to  insere  a  continuance  of 
that  military  spirit  which  is  an  indispensable  guaranty  to  the  con- 
tiuuaoce  of  our  liberties  ;  but  I  am  well  satisfied  that  a  well-reg- 
ulated and  efficient  militra  is  the  only  safe  and  sure  defence  of  a 
free  people,  and  that  if  the  people  cease  to  keep  arras,  or  lose  a 
knowledge  of  their  use,  it  will  be  of  little  consequence  what  the 
form  of  government  may  be — liberty  will  be  lost,  and  the  great 
mass  of  the  peoiile  become  mere  tools  in  the  bands  of  reckless 
aspirants.  To  guard  against  such  a  resiJIt,  ceaseless  xertions 
should  be  made  to  inspire  our  youth  with  that  love  of  country  and 
cf  freedom,  which  will  lead  them  to  take  pride  in  qualifymg  them- 
selves for  any  emergency  that  rway  happen. 

The  subject  of  internal  improvements  is  one  which  has  always 
attracted  more  or  less  attentioo  in  this  State,  and  railroads,  as  a 
branch  of  the  general  subject,  seem  at  this  time  to  be  regarded 
wiih  more  ihen  common  interest.  If  they  are  of  so  nwch  im- 
portance as  many  seem  to  think,  it  unquestionably  is  the  duty  of 
the  legislature  to  favor  their  construction,  under  such  restrictions 
and  Umitau^ns  as  tho  Constitudoa  of  thd  State  «nd  the  security 
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of  individual  rights  require,  k  will  not,  I  suppose,  be  contenef^ 
eel  tbat  in  any  charters  granted  for  soch  purpose,  any  greater 
power  or  privilege»  should'  be  conferred,  than  tli«  Constilutioi* 
clearly  authorizes ;  for  there  cao  be  oo  sounder  principle,  thai> 
that  wlucb  forbid  legislative  bodies  to  proceed  upon  doubtful 
constitutional  powers^,  as^  the  basis  of  their  action,  and  especially 
when  that  action  may  viokte  the  sacpedness  and  securii j  of  indi- 
viduat  riglK^r  If,  iberefore,  inore  i»  absolutely  necessary  to  pro- 
vide (br  tlieip  construction,  an  appeal  okisc  be  tnade  to  the  people. 
They,  and  they  alone,  are  competent  to  alter  or  amend  that  in^ 
struntent.  We  are  bound  by  it,  as  it  is,  and  are  not  at  liberty 
10.  put  a  forced  construction  upon  any  of  ks-  provisions.  The 
conscientious  legislator,  who  reads  in  the  Bill  of  Rights,  that 
*'^o  l)aT§  of  a  man's  property  shall  be  faken  from  him,  or  ap^ 
plied  to  public  useSy  m^out  his  own  eonsenij  or  tkat  of  the  rep-' 
resentadve  body  of  the  people^*^  will  be  slow  to  exercise  a  doubt- 
ful power,  OF  sanction  any  bill  which  may  contain  an  infractions 
of  tl)at  provision.  If  the  legislature  in^  their  wisdom  sliould  see- 
fit  to  grant  charters  for  railfoadsy  it  is  for  them,  and  not  for  me,  to 
say  what  guards  or  limitations  shookl  be  provided.  It  is  enougl> 
for  me  to  say  that  upon  this,  as  well  as  npon  aH  other  questions, 
when  brought  to  my  official  consideration,  I  shall  fearlessly  exer-^ 
cise  a  sound  discretion  and  an  honest  judgment. 

Charters  or  acts  of  incorporation  of  all  kinds^  should  be  care- 
fully drawn,  rigidly  scrutinized,  ami  sparingly  graated.  I  know 
ef  no  VALID  reason  why  associated  wealth  in  any  form,  should 
enjoy  by  law,  privileges  or  exemptions,  which  are  denied  to  part- 
nerships or  to  indtviduais. 

The  present  situation  and  future  prospects  of  the  State  Prison 
will  be  nuide  to  you  by  the  Warden's  report,  which  will  be  laid 
before  you  as  soon  as  received.  In  the  meantime,  I  am  assured 
that  its  management  under  its  present  officers  has  been  such  as  ta 
merit  praise,  md  to  justify  the  beKef  that  no  IWther  pecuniary 
aid  will  be  required  of  the  State. 

The  present  comfitioA^of  the  finances  of  the  State  will  without 
doubt  be  made  known  by  the  Treasorer's  report,  and  from  it  you 
will  be  enabled  to  dietermine  the  amount  necessary  to  be  drawrr 
from  the  pockets  of  the  people  for  the  enstiing  year.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  Legislature  will  take  special  caro  that  the  sum  so  drawn, 
ehall  be  as  small  as  possible. 

Among  the  many  appropriations  which  you  will  doubtless  find 
it  necessary  to  make,  those  for  the  instruction  of  the  unfortunate' 
deaf  and  dumb,  and  for  the  still  more  anfortunate  blind,  will,  I 
irtiBC,  not  be-  everloolked  ;  and:  k  is  boped  tha>  jou  will  at  leasts 
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relieve  tlie  Insane  Asyium  from  its  present  embarrassments,  if 
not  place  it  in  a  skuation  xo  realize  the  bene6is  which  its  active 
friends  had  i%  view,  when  they  procured  iu  establishment.  Ev- 
ery feeling  of  humanity  calls  loudly  on  us  for  all  the  aid  which 
cao  judiciously  be  given,  to  relieve  those  truly  unfortunate  be* 
ings,  who  are  deprived  of  the  faculty  which  renders  them  far 
more  the  objects  of  ceminiseratioD,  than  even  the  deaf  and  dumb 
or  the  Uind. 

Although  repeated  decisions  l)a<re  of  late  beea  ooade  by  the 
citizens  of  ihis  State  i^ainst  the  revision  or  alteration  of  the  Con- 
stitution, yet  I  cannot  forbear  embracing  the  present  occasion  to 
urge  OQ  you  the  propriety,  if  not  necessity,  of  again  calling  the 
attention  of  the  public  to  ^lis  subject.  Independent  of  the  con- 
troverted powers  of  the  Leglslatiire  in  relation  to  corporations 
supposed  to  be  of  a  ptfrblic  nature,  there  are  jprovisions  in  that  in* 
^trument  which  are  not  only  condemned  by  the  public,  but  are 
suffered  to  remain  as  dead  letters,  thereby  indirectly  forcing  each 
and  every  member  of  die  Legislature  to  violate  tlie  very  instru- 
ment, which  he  has  sworn  to  maintain.  I  allude  to  the  religious 
and  property  qualifications  required  by  the  Constilution.  These 
are  behind  the  age  in  which  we  live,  and  are  a  ^reproach  which 
«vcry  liberal  minded  citizen  must,  I  think,  desire  to  see  removed. 
It  is  also,  I  believe,  generally  desired  to  have  the  jurisdiction  of 
justices  of  the  peace,  either  with  or  without  the  aid  of  a  jury, 
extended  to  all  sums  under  one  hundred  dollars,  thereby  relieving 
our  courts  from  a  burden  of  business  and  the  unfortunate  from  a 
burden  of  costs. 

Though  assembled  to  do  tiie  business  of  a  single  State  and  not 
that  of  the  Union,  jet  it  may  not  be  amiss  at  proper  times  aiwl  on 
proper  occasions  to  express  our  views  in  relation  to  measures  taken 
or  proposed  to  be  taken,  by  our  general  government.  Among 
these  measures  tluit  of  a  tariff  stands  pre-eniment.  All  must 
i)ope  and  wish  for  a  speedy  settlement  of  that  vexed  qt}estion. 
A  constantly  fluctuating  tariff  has  in  my  opinion  a  direct  tenden- 
cy to  unsettle  all  kinds  of  business,  and  should  be  studiously 
avoided.  To  make  a  tariff  that  will  suit  4Hrery  one,  is  impossi- 
ble ;  but  to  make  one  which  will  in  the  end  give  general  satisfac* 
cioo,  does  appear  tome  not  to  be  a  work  requiring  extraordinary 
talents  or  skiM.  Start  with  a  delermitiatioo  to  do  as  yoU  would 
be  done  by^  and  half  the  task  is  accomplished.  Take  the  oppo- 
site course,  and  seek  to  cherish  or  protect  one  or  more  intenesls 
at  the  ex|>ease  of  the  remainder,  and  what  can  we  -expect 
but  jealousy  and  distrust  ?  We  are  in  fact  essentially,  and  1  sin- 
cerely hope  will  always  coutioue  to  be,  an  agricultural  people  ;;

and  if  there  is  any  one  ioterest  which  more  tbao  another  requires 
the  fostering  care  or  proteciion  of  our  National  Legislature,  it  is 
ihat  of  agriculture.  Yet,  it  is  an  interest  that  it  is  rarely,  if  ever> 
ineDiioned  by  our  zealous  protectionists.  Why  is  this  ?  Is  it 
because  that  interest,  hke  every  other,  flourishes  best  when  least 
meddled  with? — or  because  its  pursuers  are  more  quiet  aud'Iess 
clamorous  tUan  the  merchant  or  manufacturer  ?  ^^Let  us  alone, '^ 
is  a  good  saying,  and  as  applicable  to  national  interests  as  to  indi- 
Yiduals.  Pursue  the  opposite  course,  grant  protection  to  all  who 
ask  it,  and  in  the  end  many  sections  of  our  country,  if  not  all  ef 
it,  will  present  the  same  sad  spectacle  which  a  krse  portion  of 
England  now  presents — iNORDfNATE  wealth  on  the  one  hand  ; 
SQUALID  POTERTT  ott  th€  0thir.  Better,  far  better  would  it 
have  been  for  our  descendants  that  the  idea  o(  a  protective  tarkflT 
had  never  crossed  the  ocean,  than  that  they,  or  any  portion  of 
them,  through  its  misapplied  means,  should  be  reduced  to  the  de* 
graded  state  too  visible  elsewhere. 

[f  the  scheme  of  distribution  is  adiiered  to  by  our  general 
government,  and  carried  into  fuU  effect,  our  country  will  soor^ 
present  the  humiliating  spectacle  of  a  people  bought  with,  and 
scrambling  after,  tlieir  own  tBoaey — a  Congress  changed  into,  a 
mere  bond  of  assessors,  and  the  Executive  Department  into  a 
board  of  tax-gat l>erers,  presided  over  by  the  man  who  promises 
most  to  his  supporters.  From  such  a  state  of  things,  when  once 
established,  noiliiog  but  the  power  that  made  us,  can  deliver  us.

RULES  OF  THE  SENATE. 

1.  The  President  having  taken  the  Chair,  and  a  quoraiB  being 
present,  the  journal  of  tlie  preceding  dajr  shall  be  read  a»d  any 
erroneous  entry  shall  be  corrected. 

2.  No  ineiober  shall  hold  eonrersation  with  another  during  the 
reading  of  the  journal  or  while  a  naember  is  speaking  in  debate. 

3.  Every  member  rising  .to  speak,  shall  address  the  President, 
and  when  be  has  finished,  shall  sit  down. 

4.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  ques- 
lion  oh  the  same  day,  without  leave  of  the  Senate. 

5.  More  t^ian  one  member  rising  to  speak  at  the  same  time, 
the  President  shall  deci<|e  who  shall  speak  first. 

6.  If  any  member  transgress  the  rules  of  the  Senate,  the  Pre- 
sident shall,  or  any  member  may,  call  him  to  order,  in  which  case 
the  member  so  called  to  order  shall  sit  down,  and  the  Senate,  if 
appealed  to,  shall  decide  inlhe  case  ;  but  if  there  be  no  appeal, 
the  decision  of  the  President  shall  be  conclusive. 

7.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  without  permission  from 
the  Senate. 

8  A  motion  shall  be  seconded  before  it  is  debated,  and  if  re- 
quired by  the  President  or  any  member,  it  shall  be  reduced  to 
writing. 

9.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  re- 
ceived but  to  adjourn,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  lay  on  the  ta- 
ble, to  postpone  to  a  certain  day,  to  commit  or  to  amend,  which 
several  motions  shall  take  precedence  in  the  same  order  in  which 
they  are  arranged.  And  no  motion  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to 
postpone  to  a  certain  day,  or  to  commit,  being  decided,  shall  be 
in  order  at  the  same  stage  of  the  bill  or  proposition  until  after  an 
adjournment. 

10.  If  the  question  under  debate  will  admit  of  division,  any 
member  may  have  it  divided,  and  in  filling  blanks  the  longest 
time,  and  the  largest  sum  shall  be  put  first. 

11.  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for,  and  the  same 
is  objected  to,  it  shall  be  decided  by  a  vote  of  the  Senate  and 
without  debate. 

12.  When  the  ayes  and  noes  are  required,  each  member  shall 
declare  his  assent  or  dissent  to  the  question,  unless  for  special 
reasons  he  be  excused  by  the  Senate. 

13.  When  a  motion  is  made  to  shut  the  doors  of  the  Senate 
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00  the  discussioo  of  any  buskiess,  which  in  the  opuiton  of  any 
member  may  require  secrecy,  the  Prosideot  shall  desire  the  gal- 
lery to  be  closed,  and  the  doors  shall  remain  closed  until  the  sub- 
ject is  disposed  of. 

14.  After  a  motion  has  been  decided,  it  shall  be  in  order  for 
aoy  member  who  voted  with  the  majority,  or  if  the  Senate  be 
eqaaliy  divided,  any  member  voting  on  the  side  prevailing,  to 
moFe  for  a  reconsideration  thereof,  unless  the  bill,  resolution,  re- 
port, amendment  or  motion,  on  which  the  vote  was  uken,  has 
gone  from  the  possession  of  the  Senate :  but  no  motion  to  recon- 
sider shall  be  in  order,  unless  made  the  same  day  on  which  the 
rote  was  taken,  or  the  day  next  after  on  which  the  Senate  shall 
be  in  session  ;  but  no  vote  shall  be  reconsidered  when  a  less 
number  of  members  is  present  than  when  it  passed. 

15.  Before  any  petition  or  memorial  addressed  to'  the  Senate, 
sball  be  received  and  read,  a  brief  statement  of  the  contents 
tbereof  shall  be  made  by  the  member  introducing  the  same. 

16.  At  least  one  day's  notice  sball  be  given  before  a  motion 
for  leave  to  bring  in  a  bill  shall  be  in  order.g 

17.  Rvery  bill  shall  be  read  three  times  before  its  passage ; 
and  the  President  shall  give  notice  at  each  time  whether  it  be  the 
first,  second  or  third  reading  ;  and  no  bill,  alter  it  has  been  read 
a  second  time,  shall  have  a  third  reading  before  an  adjournment. 

18.  'AH  resolutions  which  may  require  the  signature  of  the  Go- 
vernor, shall  be  treated  in  the  same  manner  as  bills. 

19.  When  a  bill  shall  have  been  read  a  first  time  and  ordered 
to  a  second  reading,  it  shall  immediately  be  read  a  second  time 
by  its  title,  and  be  by  the  President  referred  to  the  appropriate 
standing  committee,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Senate. 

20.  The  Senate  may  resolve  itself  into  a  committee  of  the 
whole  at  any  time,  on  motion  made  for  that  purpose  ;  and  in 
forming  a  committee  of  the  whole,  the  President  shall  leave  the 
Chair  aud  appoint  a  chairman  to  preside  in  committee  ;  the  Pres- 
ident may  at  any  time,  name  any  member  to  perform  the  duties 
of  the  Chair,  but  such  substiti^jion  shall  not  extend  beyond  an 
adjournment. 

21.  The  last  question  upon  the  second  reading  of  a  bill  or  re- 
solution shall  always  be.  Shall  it  be  read  a  third  time  ? — and  no 
amendment  shall  be  received  or  discussed  on  the  third  reading  of 
any  bill  or  resolution  unless  by  consent  of  eight  members  pres- 
ent ;  hut  it  shall  at  all  times  be  in  order  before  the  final  passage 
of  a  bill  or  resolution,  to  move  its  commitment,  and  should  such 
commitment  take  place,  and  an  amendment  be  reported,  the  bill 
or  resolution  shall  again  be  read  a  second  time  and  considered  as 
in  committee  ol  the  whole. 
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22.  The  titles  of  bills  and  such  parts  thereof  as  may  be  af- 
fected by  proposed  amendments,  shall  be  entered  on  the  journals, 

23.  All  bills,  resolutions  and  addresses,  after  passing  the  Sen- 
ate, shall  be  signed  by  the  President ;  and  all  warrants  and  other 
processes  issued  by  order  of  die  Senate,  shall  be  under  his  band 
and  seal,  attested  by  the  clerk. 

24.  The  following  standing  committees,  to  consist  of  three 
members  each,  shall  be  appointed  at  the  commencement  of  any 
session,  with  leave  to  report  by  bill  or  otherwise  :  a  committee 
on  the  Judiciary  ;  a  committee  on  Incorporations  ;  a  committee 
on  Military  Affairs  ;  a  committee  on  Roads,  Bridges  and  Canals; 
a  committee  on  Claims  ;  a  committee  on  Agriculture  and  Manu- 
factures ;  a  committee  on  Banks  ;  a  committee  on  Elections  ;  a 
committee  on  Education  ;  a  committee  on  Unfinished  Business  ; 
and  a  committee  on  Printer's  Accounts. 

25.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  tire  President,unless 
a  member  requests  that  the  appointment  shall  be  by  ballot,  in 
which  case  it  shall  be  so  done. 

26.  When  the  Senate  shall  concur  with  the  House'of  Repre- 
sentatives in  the  appointment  of  a  joint  committee  consisting  of 
not  more  than  five  members  of  the  House,  one  member  shall  be  ' 
added  on  the  part  of  the  Senate  ;  but  when  more  than  five,  two 
members  of  the  Senate  shall  be  added. 

27.  Messages  shall  be  sent  to  the  House  of  Representatives 
by  the  clerk  of  the  Senate. 

28.  Messages  from  the  Governor  or  House  of  Representa- 
tives, may  be  received  at  all  times,  except  when  the  Senate  is 
engaged  in  putting  a  question,  in  calling  the  ayes  and  noes,  in 
counting  ballots,  or  in  reading  the  journal. 

29.  All  questions  shall  be  put  by  the  President,  and  each 
member  of  the  Senate  shall  signify  his  assent  or  dissent  by  an- 
swering aye  or  no.  If  the  President  doubts  or  a  division  is 
called  for,  the  Senate  shall  divide  :  those  in  the  affirmative  of  the 
question  shall  first  rise  from  their  seats,  and  stand  till  they  be 
counted,  and  afterwards  those  in  the  negative  shall  rise  and  stand 
till  they  be  counted.  The  President  shall  then  rise  and  state  the 
decision  of  the  Senate. 

30.  No  person  except  the  members  of  the  Executive,or  mem- 
bers of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  their  officers,  shall  be 
admitted  within  the  bar  of  the  Senate,  except  by  invitation  of 
the  President,  or  some  member  with  his  consent. 

31.  The  Senate  shall  adjourn  to  meet  at  ten  o'clock  in  the 
morning,  and  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  each  day,  unless 
the  Senate  shall  otherwise  order. 

32.  Motions  to  adjourn  shall  be  decided  without  debate.

My  acquaintance  with  the  business  of  legislation,  though  limit- 
ed, has  yet  been  sufficient  to  make  me  aware  that  the  cares  de* 
▼olving  upon  the  presiding  officer  of  this  body,  always  arduous, 
are  oftentimes  difficult  and  embarrassing.  He  must  at  all  times 
rely  for  assistance  upon  the  forbearance  and  good  win  of  the 
House  ;  and  occasions  may  not  unfrequently  occur,  in  which  this 
general  aid  and  countenance,  as  well  as  the  counsel  and  co-ope- 
*  ration  of  experienced  members  become  a  matter  not  only  of  con- 
venience but  of  necessity. 

The  fact  that  this  favor  and  support  have,  so  far  as  I  know, 
been  unilormly  extended  to  tbe  chair,  by  tbe  members  of  the 
New  Hampshire  legislature,  and  a  confidence  on  my  part  that 
such  will  continue  to  be  the  disposition  of  the  gentlemen  now 
composing  this  body,  many  of  whom  I  know  to  have  bad  extend- 
ed experience  in  legislative  proceedings,  and  to  be  familiarly  ac- 
quainted with  the  roles  t)y  which  they  are  governed,  will  materi- 
ally lessen  my  hesitation  in  assuming  the  responsibilities  inciiitem 
to  this  position. 
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1  feel  astore^  gMl^meti,  that  tfw  ralittg  moitre  of  ns  all  will 
be  to  discharge  faithfully  and  well  the  high  duties  devolriog  upott 
OS,  as  the  representatire  body  of  the  people  of  iMs  State.  I 
doubt  not  that  we  shall  strire  earnestly,  to  the  e^ctent  of  our  abil- 
ity, and  according  to  our  best  ^kili  and  jddgment,  to  subserve  the 
ioterests  and  promote  the  weH*being  of  those  who  hare  sent  us 
here.  And  tnough  we  may,  as  'we  doubtless  shall,  differ  in  many 
respects,  as  to  the  means  and  measures  best  calculated  to  effect 
these  desirable  results^^hough  we  may  be  divided  in  our  vi^ws 
aod  in  oor  action,  upon  important  and  excitin|  questions  of  0ub- 
Be  poKcy — ^we  shall  yet  txercise  these  dimrences  of  opmion 
tod  condnct,  how  'broad  and  decided  soever  they  ^ay  be,  in  that 
spirit  of  candor,  concHration  and  cotn^tesy  which  ought, always  to 
characterize  the  deportment  of  gentlemen,  and  to  dfgoify  the 
coooseb  of  the  representatives  of  enlightened  freemen. 

A  course  of  conduct  actuated  by  these  motives,  and  regulated 
bythese  considerations,'  wilF  best  secure  to  eaob  and  aH  of  us 
that  highest  reward  of  the  public  servant,  the  apprbval  of  our  own 
coQseieoces  aod  the  approbation  of  that  constituency  who  have 
eatrasted  their  rights  and  interests  to  our  hands.

{doyed  io  that  bosiQefis  were  consequently  thrown  out  of  employ, 
Oo  behig  ^informed  of  the  event,  I  immediately  summoosd  a 
aMetiag  of  the  ^xeoiaCive,  and  on  examining  into  the  mattafy  it 
was  eoacliided  to  efiake  the  necessary  repairs  with  all  possibld"^ 
ihipatah  Aoeordiagly  comraeis  were  entered  into  wkb  iedivid- 
lalito  aaake  the  neeessary  repairs.  We  had  ascerti^n^  thai 
theie  was  an  unexpended  balaooe  of  two  thousand  dollars  of  tbe 
appropriation  onde  for  the  use  of  tb&  State  Prison  by  tbe  tesolu- 
tioosof  June,  1839,  and  December,  1S40,  and  we  felt  warrant- 
ed ie  drawing  «pon  that  balance  in  order  to  defray  the  charges  ne- 
eenarHy  iimrred  m  tbe  (HMOiptetioQ  of  tbe  week  at  tbe  prison. 
A  decaUed  statement  will  be  submitted  to.  my  successor,  to  be 
eoMBimieaied  to  the  legislature,  slating  the  sum  thus  drawn  from 
tht  treasovgrt  ^f^bkh  vfll  not  exceed  six  hundred  doUiis.  I|  ms 
aiao  disoovered  eooo  efier  tbt  adjotpaiiwit  of  tbe  last  jmsiim  of 
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the  legislttut^,  that  there  were  bills  <o  «  large  amoont  sniKniig 
against  the  prison,  aod  that  there  were  claims  also  m  favor  of  the 
prison  in  the  progress  of  collection.  It  was  deemed  adffsafcle 
to  draw  upon  the  balance  in  the  treasury  of  the  appropriations 
before  mentioned,  for  a  sum  sufficient  to  discharge  mil  outstanding 
liabilities,  which  it  is  believed  would  be  sufficient  not  only  to  re- 
pair the  loss  occasioned  by  the  fire,  bat  also  to  discharge  alt 
claims  against  the  prison.  It  was  done,  and  I  am  now  happy  to 
communicate  to  the  legislature,  that  I  have  good  reason  to  be* 
lieve  that  the  State  Prison  was  free  from  debt  at  the  close  of  the 
present  political  year.

A  printed  pamphlet  has  been  placed  in  my  hands,containing  the 
decision  of  our  superior  court  in  the  case  of  Kittredge  against 
Warren,  by  which  it  appears  that  an  attachment  of  property  upon 
mesne  process^  bona  fid^  made  before  any  act  of  bankruptcy,  ia  « 
lien  or  security  upon  that  property  ;  and  if  a  discharge  in  bank* 
rufKcy  should  be  pleeded  in  bar  to  the  further  mtiDteonce  oi  die 
action,  the  plainiiff  may  reply  the  existence  of  the  attachmeet^ 
in  which  case  a  special  judgment  wtU  be  entered  aed  execudoD 
issued  against  the  property. 

A  paper  has  also  been  placed  in  my  bands,  comabiog  tlie 
opinion  of  Judge  Story,  an  associate  justice  of  the  aupveoM 
court  of  the  U.  S.,  in  consequence  of  the  decision  of  our  own 
c^rt  upon  the  subject  matter  to  which  I  have  referred.  I  coaader 
it  proper  to  odi  your  attention  to  the  bankropt  aet  of  the  U.  S», 
passed  by  Googress  in  August,  184 1  ,as  its  adminislration  witUn  the 
drstricl  of  New  Hampshire  seems  to  be  subvermve  ef  the  power  of 
our  own  judiciary.  This  embarrassing  conflict  betweeo  the  opin* 
io6,  as  expressed  by  Justice  Story  ami  the  deciiien  of  our  ewn 
court,  has  suggested  to  my  mind  the  propriety  of  oalHog  year 
immediate  attention  thereto.  Whether  the  act  of  Congresaf  peaa- 
ed  iti  1^93,  by  winch  the  courts  of  the  United  Stttes  were  pro- 
htttttM'ftem  iesuing  if^uaotkmi  ag^ac  the  pnaeeetUngs  of  State

26.  No  vote  shall  be  reconsidered  ^  unless- the  motion  for 
reconsideration  be  made  by  a  member  who  voted  with  the 
ms^ority,  nor  unless  notice  of  suoh  motion  be  given  on  the 
same  day  on  whiefa  the  vote  passed,  or  on  the  next  day  be- 
tween the  hours  of  ten  and  twelve  o'clock. 

27.  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  far  and  object- 
ed to  by  any  member,  #t  |||||l  be  determined  by  a  vote  of 
the  House.  ^t 

29.  Any  member  may  exense  himself  from  serving  ob 
,any  committee  at  the  time  of  tiis  appointment,  if  he  is  then 
a  member  of  two  otb^  contonittees,  who  have  not  reported. 
No  member  shall  nominate  more  than  one  persoti  mr  th^ 
same  committee,  provided  the  person  nominated  shall  be 
chosen  ;  nor  shall  any  person,  after  having  been  himself  ap- 
pointed, nominate  one  for  the  same  committee. 

29.  Each  member  shall  seasonably  and  punotually  attend 
his  duty  in  t^e  House ;  and  no  one  shall  absent  himaalf 
from  the  service  of  the  House,  ijuiless  he  have  jLeave^  or  be 
sick  and  u|M^  to  attend.  | 
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9k  WliMi'theMDOOT  tdjofivm,  Meh  nMinbariMl  riie 
and  keep  his  plac«  until  the  Speaker  leaves  the  chair. 

31.  The  Speaker  shall  appoint  a  sergeant-at-^mia  when- 
ever it  may  be  necessary  to  execute  the  oomimnds  of  the 
Home  and  process  issued  by  autfaortly. 


OP  STANDING  COMMITTEES. 


82.  The  following  standing  committees  shall  be  appoint- 
ed early  in  the  June  session  : 

A  committee  t>n  Elections ;  a  committee  on  the  Jodicia- 
rf;  a  committee  on  Banks  ;  a  committee  on  the  State  Pris- 
on ;  and  a  committee  on  Pablie  Lands--— to  consist  of  ten 
members  each ; 

A  committee  on  Agricnlture  and  Manufiictnres  ;  a  com- 
mittee on  Finance  ;  a  committee  on  Military  Affairs ;  a  com- 
mittee on  Education  ;  a  committee  on  Incorporations ;  a 
committee  on  Towns  and  Parishes  ;  and  a  Committee  on 
Roads,  Bridges  and  Canals — to  consist  of  nine  members 
each; 

A  committee  on  Unfinished  Business — ^to  consist  of  seven 
members  ; 

A  committee  on  BiHs  on  their  Second  Reading  ;  a  com- 
mittee on  Printers'  Accounts ;  a  committee  on  Military  Ae- 
connts ;  and  a  committee  on  Claims — to  consist  of  five  mem- 
bers each ; 

A  committee  on  the  Alteration  of  Names-^o  consist  of 
three  members. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Elections,  to 
examine  and  report  upon  the  certificates  or  other  credentials 
of  the  election  of  members  returned  to  serve  in  this  House, 
to  take  into  consideration  all  such  petitions  and  other  mat- 
ters, in  relation  to  elections  and  returns,  as  shall  or  may  be 
presented,  or  come  in  question,  and  shall  be  referred  to  them 
by  the  House. 

It  diall  be  the  dnty  of  the  committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to 
take  into  their  consickration  all  naatters  in  relation  to  the  jo- 
dietary  system  of  tlus  State;  to  eooamine  atid  report  what  laws 
hsTeexpifed  or  are  near  expiring,  and  require  to  be  reviviad 
or  farther  cottiinMd,  and  rnport  their  otunion  oa  all  eoasti- 
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tutioml  qaesiions  that  imj  be  M&ned  to  (hem  hj  the 
House. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  oommittee  on  Banks,  to  con- 
Rider  all  applications  for  the  incorporation  of  banks,  and  all 
subjects  relating  to  such  institutions,  that  may  be  referfed 
to  them  by  the  House,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  the  State  Prison, 
to  take  into  consideration  all  DJratters  in  relation  to  the  State 
Prison,  to  examine  all  reports  and  accounts  that  may  be  sub- 
mitted by  the  Warden,and  make  such  report,  either  by  bill  or 
otherwise,  as  they  think  the  interest  of  the  State  requires. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Public  Lands,  to 
consider  all  proposals  and  applications  for  Ihe  sale  of  public 
lands,  and  every  matter  in  relation  to  them,  that  may  be 
referred  to  the  committee  by  the  Houses  and  to  report  there- 
on. ^ 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Agriculture  and 
Manufactures,  to  take  into  their  consideration  all  matteis 
concerning  the  agricultural  and  manufacturing  interests  of 
the  State,  and  the  incorporation  of  agricultural  societies  and 
factories,  that  shall  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House,  and 
to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Finance,  to  ex- 
amine and  take  into  their  consideration  the  state  of  the 
treasury ;  to  report  what  sum  it  may  be  necessary  to  raise 
as  a  State  tax,  and  on  every  subject  touching  the  financial 
interest  of  the  State,  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the 
House. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Military  committee,  to  con- 
sider all  applications  for  altering  or  amending  laws  regulat- 
ing the  militia  of  this  State,  and  for  the  removal  of  military 
officers,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Roads,  Bridges 
and  Canals,  to  consider  all  applications  for  the  incorporation 
of  turnpikes,  railroads,  bridges  or  canals,  and  for  the  altera- 
tion of  tolls,  and  all  matters  relative  thereto,  that  may  be  re- 
ferred to  them  by  the  House,  and  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Education,  to 
consider  all  subjects  relative  to  the  regulation  of  school  dis- 
tricts and  schools,  and  all  matters  concerning  education  that 
may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House,  and  report  thefeen. 

U  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Towns  and  Par- 
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iihe^  to  cMtBider  all  appKcationt  for  the  hteorporatioa  of 
tcfwnn  or  parishes,  for  the  alteration  of  town  or  parish  lines, 
that  may  be  refurred  to  them  bjr«the  House,  aiiid  to  report 
tbeieon.* 

It  sball  be  the  doty  of  the  committee  on  Incorporationsi 
to  consider  and  report  on  all  applications  for  acts  of  incor- 
poration, and  all  other  matters  which  may  come  in  question 
refafthre  to  bodies  corporate,  that  may  be  referred  to  them 
by  the  House,  excepting  those  relating  to  towns,  parishes, 
tarapikes,  railroads,  canals,  banks,  agricultural  societies  and 
factories. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Unfinished 
Business,  to  exanune  and  report  from  the  journals  of  the  last 
lessioD,  all  such  matters  as  were  then  pending  and  undeter- 
anned. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Bills  on  their 
Second  Reading,  to  take  into  consideration  all  bills  on  their 
second  reading,  that  may  be  committeijl  for  amendment,  or 
otherwise,  and  to  make  such  report  thereon  as  they  may 
think  expedient. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Printers^  Ac- 
counts, to  examine  and  adjust  all  accounts  against  the  State 
for  printing,  and  every  subject  relating  to  such  accounts, 
that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House,  and  report 
thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Military  Ac- 
counts, to  examine,  adjust  and  report  on  all  accounts  rel- 
stire  to  the  militia,  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the 
House. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Claims,  to  audit, 
adjust  and  report  on  all  accounts  and  claims  that  may  be  pre- 
sented for  allowance,  except  accounts  for  printing,  military 
secoants  and  accounts  for  engrossing  bills. 
.  33.  All  other  committees  shall  consist  of  three  membersi 
unless  otherwise  ordered. 

34.  The  standing  committees  shall  attend  at  their  respec- 
tive committee  rooms,  two  hours  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Hoase  in  the  morning,  and  at  such  other  times  as  the  House 
shall  order,  and  no  committee  shall  sit  daring  the  sitting  of 
the  House,  unless  when  the  Speaker  shall  consider  it  to  be 
necessary. 

35.  The  first  named  member  of  any  committee,  appoint- 
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ed  bjr  tlM  Speaker  of  the  Houee,  ebidl  be  iIm  cheinatti; 
and  in  case  of  hie  abeence  of  being  excused  by  the  Hoast, 
the  next  named  member^and  so  on  as  often  as  tl»  case  abail 
happen,  unless  the  committee,  by  a  majority  of  the  number, 
elect  a  chairman.  And  when  any  oommitlee  shall  report 
cAherwise  than  by  bill,  they  shall,  if  the  subjeet  admit  of 
it,  subjoin  to  their  report  a  resolutien  making  soch  dieposi- 
tion  of  the  oMter  commiUed  to  ihemiy  as  (o  ties  «OBMBklee 
ahall  seem  expedient. 


ON  BILLS. 


36.  Every  bill  shall  be  introduced  by  motion  for  lea¥^ 
or  by  an  order  of  the  House,  on  the  report  of  a  committee ; 
and  no  bill  shall  be  introduced  by  any  memberi  (except  oa 
the  report  of  a  committee,)  unless  he  shall  have  given  at 
least  one  day's  notice  of  his  intention,  and  the  object  of  tbe 
bill  to  be  introduced. 

37.  Every  bill  shall  receive  three  several  readings  in  the 
House,  previous  to  its  passage ;  the  first  reading  shall  be  for 
information,  and  if  not  rejected,  a  time  shall  be  assigned 
for  a  second  reading,  and  upon  the  second  reading,  if  net 
rejected,  or  committed,  or  postponed,  or  laid  on  the  table,  a 
time  shall  be  assigned  for  a  third  reading.  And  in  all  oases 
the  time  assigned  for  the  third  reading  of  a  bill  shall  be  oa 
some  subsequent  day.  And  all  bills  for  a  second  reading 
shall  be  assigned  for  11  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  and  all  bills 
for  a  third  reading,  for  3  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  House. 

38.  No  amendment  shall  be  made,  but  upon  the  second 
reading  of  a  bill  or  joint  resolution,  and  all  resolutions  shall 
be  in  writing,  with  the  name  of  t^e  member  and  the  town 
he  represents  on  the  back  thereof. 

39.  Before  any  bill,  resolution  or  vote  shall  be  sent  to  the 
Senate,  the  Speaker  shall  read  the  vote,  resolution,  or  title 
of  the  bill.  AH  bills,  and  all  votes  and  resolutions,  that  are 
necessary  to  be  carried  to  the  Senate  for  their  concurrence, 
may  be  sent  by  the  Assistant  Clerk. 
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OP  OOMMITTEEJi  OF  THE  WHOLE  HOITSK. 


40.  The  House  may  resolve  itself  into  a  committee  of 
the  whole  House  at  any  time,  on  the  motion  of  a  member 
made  for  that  purpose ;  and  in  forming  a  committee  of  the 
whole  House,  the  Speaker  shall  leare  the  chair,  and  a  rhaif 
nttQ  to  preside  in  committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Speaker. 

41.  Upon  bills  and  resolutions  committed  to  a  committee 
of  the  whole  House,  the  bill  or  resolution  shall  be  first  read 
throughout  by  the  Clerk,  and  then  again  read  and  debated 
by  clauses,  learing  the  preamble  of  the  bill  last  to  be  con- 
sidered ;  the  body  of  the  bill  or  resolution  shall  not  be  de* 
faced  or  interlined,  but  all  amendments,  noting  the  page 
aad  lioe,  shall  be  duly  entered  by  the  Clerk  on  a  iseparate 
paper,  as  the  same  shall  be  agreed  to  by  the  commit- 
tee, and  so  reported  to  the  <  House.  After  report,  the  bill 
or  resolution  shall  again  be  subject  to  be  debated  and  amend- 
ed by  clauses,  before  a  question  to  pass  it  to  a  third  reading 
betaken. 

4SL  The  rules  of  proceeding  in  the  House,  shall  be  ob* 
seryed  in  a  committee  of  the  whole  House,  so  liar  as  they 
may  be  applicable,  except  the  rule  limiting  the  time  of 
^leaking. 

43.  No  standing  rule  or  order  of  the  House  shall  be  re- 
'  aeinded,  without  one  day's  notice  being  given  of  the  motion 
therefor ;  nor  suspended,  unless  by  a  vote  therefor  of  two 
thirds  of  the  members  present. 


ORBEB  OP  BUSINESS  OF  THE  DAY. 

44.  As  soon  as  the  journal  is  read,  the  Speaker  shall  call 
for  petitions  from  the  members  of  the  respecthre  counties, 
beginning  with  the  county  of  Rockii^ham.  The  petiti<ms 
having  beeu  presented  and  disposed  of,  reports,  first  from 
the  itaadiog  ,  and  then  from  the  select  committees,  shall  be 
called  for  and  disposed  oC  And  the  above  bueinese  shall  be 
done  in  no  oiber  past  of  tfie  day ^e wept  by  pemission  of  the 
House. 

45.  The  unfinished  business  in  which  the  House  was  en« 
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gaged  at  the  last  preceding  adjournment,  shall  have  prefer- 
ence ov«r  all  other  business,  except  the  general  order  of  the 
day,  and  no  motion  on  any  other  business,  except  the  gene- 
ral order  of  the  day,  shall  be  received  without  special  leave 
of  the  House,  until  the  former  is  disposed  of. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Morrison — 

Resolvtdy  That  said  report  lie  upon  the  table. 

The  following  message  was  received  from  the  Senate  by  their 
ckrk : 

^'Mr.  Speaker — The  Senate  concur  with  the  House  of  Repre* 
sentatives  m  the  passage  of  a  resolution,  appointing  a  committee 
to  wait  upon  Hon.  John  H.  Steele,  the  Governor  elect,  and  in* 
form  him  of  his  election,  and  that  the  legislature  will  be  ready  to 
receive  any  communication  he  may  be  pleased  to  make,  and  have 
on  their  part  joined  Messrs.  McKean  and  Morrill. '' 

The  foUowing  message  was  received  from  the  Senate  by  their 
clerk : 

^^Mr.  Speaker — The  Senate  have  adopted  the  joint  rules  re- 
ported by  ibe  joint  committeei  ibr.  the  government  of  the  two 
Houses  ibe  present  session." 

Mr.  Page  of  Sutton,  from  the  joint  committee,  appointed  to 
wait  upon  Hon.  John  H.  Steele,  liie  Governor  elect,  and  inform 
him  of  his  election  as  Governor  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
for  the  ensuing  political  year,  and  that  the  legislature  will  be  ready 
to  receive  any  communication  which  he  may  be  pleased  to  make, 
reported,  that  they  had  attended  to  the  duty  assigned  them,  and 
that  His  Honor  reolied,  that  he  would  meet  the  legislature  in  the 
Representatives'  Hall  at  half  past  eleven  o'clock  this  forenoon, 
and  accept  said  office,  and  take  and  subscribe  the  oaths  prescrib- 
ed by  the  constitution,  at  which  time  he  would  make  a  communi- 
cation to  the  legislature; 

Which  report  was  accepted. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Merrill  of  Enfield — 

Retohedj  That  the  House  are  ready  to  meet  the  Senate  in  con- 
vention, for  the  purpose  of  proceeding  in  the  elections,  agrees- 
bly  to  the  provisions  of  the  constittition. 

Orderta^  That  the  clerk  inform  the  Senate  thereof. 
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IN    CONVENTION. 

The  Senate  and  Flouse  of  Representatives  being  assembled  in 
conveotion  in  the  Representatives'  Hall,  Hon.  John  H.  Steclej 
the  Governor  elect,  came  in,  attended  by  the  Hon.  Council^  and 
escorted  by  the  commiitees  of  both  branches  of  the  legislature, 
and  manifested  bis  acceptance  of  the  office  of  Governor  of  this 
State.  He  then  took  and  subscribed  the  oatii  of  office  before 
the  President  of  the  Senate  and  in  presence  of  both  branches  ef 
the  Legislature,  when  the  Hon.  Timothy  Hoskins,  President  of 
the  Senate,  declared  His  Excellency  John  H.  Steele^  Governor 
of  the  State  Qf  New  Hampshire  for  the  ensuing  political  year, 
aod  presented  him  with  a  copy  of  the  Constitution,  as  a  guide  in 
the  discharge  of  his  official  duties. 

His  Excellency  the  Governor,  then  made  to  the  legislature 
the  following 

ADDRESS. 

GttUkmen  of  the  Senate  and  of  the 

Ilouee  of  Representatives : 
Having  taken  and  subscribed  the  oaths  prescribed  by  the  Con- 
stiiuuon  and  laws  of  the  Sute,  and  liaving  been  presented  with  a 
copy  of  the  Constitution  thereof,  accompanied  with  a  solemn 
charge  to  make  that  Constitution  the  rule  and  guide  of  my  offi* 
cial  conduct,  I  cannot,  without  dishonor,  do  less  than  use  my  best 
endeavors  to  discharge  faithfully  the  duties  incumbent  on  me. — 
laexperienced  as  I  am,  I  shall  mosi  willingly  look  to  you,  gentle- 
men, as  a  safe  and  sure  guide  to  a  knowledge  of  the  wants  and 
wiab^  of  our  constituents,  not  doubting  that  you  will  carefully 
and  cautiously  investigate  every  subject  which  may  be  brought 
forward  for  your  consideration — avoiding  ^s  much  as  possible 
hasty  legishtion,  or  being  carried  away,  (even  in  a  good  cause,) 
by  the  intemperate  zeal  of  societies  or  individuals,  or  by  the  in- 
terested representations  of  men  whose  wits  are  sharpened  at  the 
expense  of  their  principles ;  always  remembering  that  we  are 
ocMsent  here  to  legislate  for  the  grati6cation  or  benefit  of  a  few, 
to  the  detriment  or  at  the  expense  of  the  many,  but  to  look  to  the 
general  interests  of  the  State.  With  such  an  end  in  view,  I  can- 
not doubt  that  we  shall  speedily  and  harmoniously  despatch  all 
the  business  required  at  our  hands  by  the  public.  Having  a  firm 
belief  that  all  will  do  their  duty,  I  pfoeeed  to  notice  a  few  of  the 
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most  promioeot  topics  which  amy  call  for  a  share  of  your  deUba* 
ratioDs. 

Education  is  a  subject,  which,  above  all  others  within  the  range 
of  legislation,  requires  the  fostering  care  of  the  representatives  of 
a  free  people.  No  pains  or  labor  should  be  spared  to  place  our 
con:mon  or  free  schools  on  the  best  possible  footing.  Expense 
should  not  deter  us  from  making  such  rules  and  regulations  as  wii) 
insure  to  the  rising  generations,  a  solid  and  practical  education, 
for  without  it  our  descendents  will  becoaie  mere  toois  io  the 
bands  of  unscrupulous  politicians,  and  fall  an  easy  prey  to  super* 
stition,  vice  and  folly.  I  am  not  prepared  to  say  that  there  is  not 
money  enough  raised  by  law  for  the  support  of  our  scIk>o1s)  to 
answer  all  present  purposes  ;  bcK  I  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that 
much  of  it  is  badly  expended,  if  not  thrown  away.  Among  the 
evils  prevalent,  may,  I  believe,  be  reckoned  the  multiplicity  of 
school-books,  written,  published  and  introduced  into  our  schools 
for  no  other  purpose,  it  would  seem,  than  to  create  confusion, 
distract,  if  not  destroy  all  hope  of  a  profitable  result  from  the 
labors  of  the  teacher.  A  few  plain  rules  and  solid  principles, 
well  taught,  are  far  preferable  to  a  multiplicity  of  high  sounding 
theories,  with  but  little  or  no  useful  n^eaning. 

Agriculture  is  a  branch  of  business  demanding  at  all  times  tb0 
attention  of  every  legislature.  On  its  success  depends  the  con- 
tinued well-being  of  every  other  pursuit  in  life.  Commerce, 
roanulactures  and  every  mechanic  art  are  dependent  upon  k,  aid 
cannot  long  sustain  themselves  without  its  creative  power.  Otir 
804*1  is  hard  and  rocky,  demanding  not  only  industry,  but  skiU  io 
its  management,  to  enable  its  ctjitivators  to  compete  successfully 
with  the  products  of  the  more  fertile  lands  of  the  south  and  west, 
wUcb,  by  means  of  railroads  and  canals,  are  brought  into  close 
competition  with  us.  Thus  situated,  it  would  seem  to  rne  to  b« 
incumbent  oo  us  to  provide  means  whereby  our  intended  agricul** 
turaKst  can  obtain  an  education  suitable  to  their  wants,  and  not  be 
compelled  to  toil  year  after  year  with  but  little  else  than'tbeir  owa 
unaided  judgment  for  a  guide.  Academies  and  colleges  are  eve* 
rywhere  provided  for  those  who  seek  a  professional  education, 
but  we  have  not  a  single  institution  or  school  where  an  agrictdttr* 
ralist  can  obtain  an  education  suitable  to  his  wants,  or  sneb  as 
would  enable  him  to  analyze  and  apply  the  requisitive  corrective 
to  the  soil  which  he  intends  to  cultivate.  Industry  we  have,  skill 
we  want. 

I  am  not  prepared  to  sav  what  alterations,  if  any,  should  be 
made  in  the  Judiciary.  Tnere  is,  hov^ever,  much  complaint  at 
the  delay  aed  consequent  coat  to  the  panm  who  uDfoneaately 
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me  compeBod  to  resort  tootir  ooMrts  fbr  t  redress  >  of  grienoees, 
or  a  seitlemeot  of  their  eootroversles.  Whether  such  delays 
arm  from  a  want  of  power  in  the  jqdges  to  compel  applicants  to 
have  their  suits  ready  for  trial,  or  from  a  laxity  ki  the  discipliae 
of  our  courts,  thereby  permitting  pr  enabling  attornies  to  dday 
suits  from  term  to  term,oftea  to  the  manifest  injury  of  both  plain- 
tiff aad  defendant)  I  am  unable  to  say,  but  nra  happy  to  add  that 
our  courts  have  lately  established  rules,  tvbich  if  rigidly  adhered 
to,  iriil  da  inueb  toward  removing  the  evil  complained  of.  While 
OB  the  subject  of  the  judiciary,  would  it  not  be  well  to  inquire 
wlutb^  ib9  practice  prevalent  with  justices  of  tlM  peace,  of 
a^oiog  writs  in  blank,  does  not  place  it  in  the  power  of  attor* 
oies  that  are  more  anxious  for  gain  than  for  the  quiet  and  wellobe* 
iag  of  soci^y,  to  encourage  litigation,  if  not  foster  a  spirit  of  re* 
v«ige,  wiiich  would  be  checked  by  the  refusal  of  judicious  mag- 
istrates to  sanction  s«ch  process,  or  by  timely  advice,  cause  a' set- 
tlement without  resort  to  a  legal  decision  ?  And  would  not  a  re- 
quirement that  all  trials  before  a  jostiee  of  the  peaee  should  be 
held  in  some  public  place,  have  a  tendency  to  check,  if  not  en- 
tirely prevent  imposUion .  which  it  is  feared,  is  often  practiced  up- 
on the  ignorant  or  unfortunate  ?  In  connection  with  the  subject 
of  the  judiciary,  I  would  earnestly  call  your  attention  to  the  sub- 
ject of  capital  punishment,  and  respectfully  ask  whether  the  legal 
example  of  taking  life,  does  not  tend  to  lessen  that  feeling  or  prin- 
ciple of  humaiiiiy  which  prompts  us  to  save  rather  than  destroy  ? 
Is  it  not  the  certainty,  rather  than  the  amount  of  ptmishment,  that 
deters  the  viciotis  or  evil-ioclined  from  the  commission  of  crime  ? 
Aod  does  not  the  known  rebictance  of  jurors  to  find  a  verdict  of 
guilty  against  a  criminal,  when  the  punishment  is  death,  admonish 
u»  itmt  the  time  has  arrived  for  the  abolishment  oi  that  barbarous 
peoahy  ? 

I  am  not  sufficiently  conversant  with  the  military  art,  to  be  able 
to  say  whether  our  present  laws  do  or  do  not  give  sufficient  en- 
cour^ennent  to  our  citizen  soldiers,  to  instire  a  continuanco  of 
that  military  spirit  which  is  an  indispensable  guaranty  to  the  con- 
tiooance  of  our  liberties  ;  but  I  am  well  satisfied  that  a  wefl-reg- 
olated  and  efficient  militia  is  the  only  safe  and  sure  defence  of  a 
free  people,  and  tliat  if  the  people  cease  to  keep  arms,  or  lose  a 
knowledge  of  their  use,  it  will  be  of  little  consequence  what  the 
farm  of  government  may  be — liberty  will  be  lost,  and  the  grei^ 
mass  of  the  people  become  meire  tools  in  the  hands  of  reckless 
aipirantB.  To  guard  against  such  a  result,  ceaseless  exertiont 
should  be  made  to  inspire  our  youth  with  that  love  of  coontry  and 
•uod^  9 
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of  frvedom,  wfaicb  wiU  lead  thest  to  like  pride  in  ^ualii^ivg  dMP 
aelve»  for  aoy  tflMcgencjr  that  may  bappeo. 

The  subyect  of  interaal  iii>provenienu  is  od^  wbich  baa  alwajrt 
attracted  mora  or  less  attention  in  ibis  State,  and  railroads,  as  a 
brancb  of  the  general  subject,  seem  at  this   time  to  be  regarded 
with  more  then  common  interest.     If  tbej  are  of  so  rouefa  im" 
portance  as  many  seem  to  think,  it  unquestionably  is  the  duty  of 
the  legislature  to  faTor  their  construction,  under  such  restrictions 
and  liniiutions  as  tbe  Constitution  of  the  State  and  the  security 
of  individual  rigbu  require*     It  will  not,  I  siqpposa,  be  cootentf* 
ed  that  in  any  charters  granted  for  such  purpose,  any  greater 
power  or  privileges  should  be  conferred,  than  tbe  ConstitucioD 
clearly  authorizes ;  (or  there   can  be  no  sounder  principle,  than 
that  which  forbids  legislative  bodies  to  proceed  upon  doubt&il 
constitucionel  powers^  as  tbe  basis  of  their  action,   and  especialhr 
when  that  action  OMiy  violate  tbe  sacredness  and  secmrity  of  indi- 
vidual riglKs.     If,  therefore,  more  is  absolutely  necessary  to  pro* 
▼ide  for  their  construction,  an  appeal  must  be  made  lo  the  people. 
They,  and  they  alone,  are  competent  to  alter  or  amend  that  in* 
strument.     We  are  bound  by -it,*  as  k  is,  and  are  not  at  liberty 
to  put  a  forced   construction  upon  any  of  its  provisions.     The 
conscientious  legislator,   who  reads  in^  tbe  Bill  of  Rights,   ihai 
^^Ab  part  of  a  man't  property  $haU  be  taken  from  Aim,  or  iqi- 
plied  to  public  iiaet,  teithomt  his  eum  consent j  or  that  of  the  rtp" 
reuntoHve  body  of  the  people^^^  will  be  slow  to  exercise  a  donbt- 
fill  power,  or  sanction  any  bill  wbich  may  contain  an  infractioa 
of  that  provision.     If  the  legislature  in  tborr  wisdom  should  see 
fit  to  grant  charters  for  railroads,  it  is  for  them,  and  not  for  me,  to 
aay  what  guards  or  limitations  should  be  provided.     It  is  enoiigb 
fkur  roe  to  say  that  upon  this,  as  well  as  upon  all  other  questioast 
when  brought  to  my  official  consideration,  I  shall  fearlessly  exer* 
cise  a  sotttd  discretios  and  an  honest  judgment. 

Charters  or  acts  of  lacovporation  of  ail  kinds,  should  bo  care*^ 
fully  drawn,  rigidly  scrutiaizied,aDd  sparingly  granted.  I  know 
of  no  VAUD  reason  why  associated  wealth  in  any  form,,  sbodd 
enjoy  by  law,  privileges  or  exemptions,  which  are  denied  to  pan* 
nerships  or  to  individuals*  ^ 

The  present  situation  and  future  prospects  of  the  State  Prisoa 
will  be  made  known  to  you  by  the  Warden's  repori,  which  will  be 
laid  before  yo«  as  soon  as  received.  In  the  meantime,!  am  asaureal 
that  its  manageiBent  under  ids  present  officers  has  been  such  aa  to 
merit  praise,  and  to  justify  the  belief  that  no  farther  pecuniary 
aid  will  be  required  of  the  State. 

The  present  coaditiooof  the  fioaneea  of  the  State  will  widi^iii 
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tmk  b*  iwfekww  bjr  the  Trgawrer^g  ripoit)  tnd  from  h  you 
win  be  enabled  to  determtne  the  amottot  neoessary  to  be  dniiv« 
fron  the  pockets  of  the  people  for  4be  ensuing  year.  It  is  hoped 
Aat  the  Legislature  will  take  spedal  care  tlMt  (he  sum  so  drawn, 
ihall  be  as  satall  as  possible. 

Among  tbe  oiany  appropriatiofis  wbicb  you  will  doubtless  find 
k  oecsssary  to  make,  those  for  tbe  instruction  of  tbe  unfortunate 
4eir  and  dumb,  and  for  the  still  more  unfortunate  blind>  will,  I 
inm,  not  be  overlooked  ;  and  it  is  hoped  that  you  will  at  least 
reliere  tbe  Insene  Asylum  from  its  present  embar^^assments,  if 
wt  place  it  in  a  situation  to  reoliie  the  benefits  wbioh  its  active 
bmis  had  in  view,  when  they  procured  its  establishment.  Ev^ 
vj  feeKnj  of  humanity  calls  loudly  on  us  for  all  the  aid  wbick 
oan  judiciously  be  given,  to  relieve  those  truly  unfortunate  be- 
iop,  who  ere  deprived  of  tbe  facul^  which  renders  them  fiw 
nore  the  objects  of  commiseration^  than  even  tbe  deaf  and  dumb 
or  tbe  bUnd. 

Although  repeated  decisions  have  of  late  been  made  by  tbe 
eitixeQs  of  this  State  against  tbe  revision  or  alteration  of  the  Ceo* 
rttmion,  yet  I  cannot  forbear  embracing  the  present  occasion  to 
afge  on  you  tbe  propriety,  if  not  necessity,  of  again  calling  the 
ittootioo  of  tbe  public  to  this  subject.  Independent  of  the  coa« 
ttovened  powers  of  the  Legislature  in  relation  to  corporations 
sapposed  to  be  of  a  public  nature,  there  are  provisions  iu  that  in^ 
ftnittent  which  are  not  only  condemned  by  tbe  public;,  but  are 
suffered  to  remain  as  dead  letters,  thereby  indirectly  forcing  each 
tad  every  member  of  tbe  Legislature  to  violate  tbe  very  mstru- 
BMat,  which  he  has  sworn  to  maintain*  I  allude  to  tbe  religious 
lad  property  (qualifications  required  by  the  Constitution.  These 
ire  behmd  the  age  in  which  we  live,  and  «re  a  reproach  which 
sverj  liberal  minded  citizen  must,  I  tliiok,  desire  to  see  removed^ 
It  is  also,  I  believe,  generally  desired  to  have  the  jurisdiction  of 
joslices  of  the  peace,  either  with  or  without  the  aid  of  a  jury^ 
Mended  to  all  sums  under  one  hundred  dollars,  thereby  relieving 
oor  courts  from  a  burden  of  business  and  the  unfortunate  from  a 
borden  of  costs. 

Though  assembled  to  do  the  business  of  a  single  State  and  not 
tbat  of  ths  Union,  yet  it  may  not  be  amiss  at  proper  times  and  on 
proper  occasions  to  express  our  views  in  relation  to  measures  taken 
or  proposed  to  be  taken,  by  our  general  government.  Among 
these  measures  that  of  a  tariff  stands  pre-eminent.  Ail  must 
hope  and  wish  for  «  speedy  settlement  of  that  vexed  question* 
A  coostamly  fluctuating  tariff  has  in  my  opinion  a  direct  tendea- 
•y  to  unsettle  all  kinds  of  business,  and  should  be  studiously 
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Ittoided.  11o  totfke  a  ^wii&  tim  will  suit  &ftff  om,  h  taiposri^ 
Me  ;  but  to  tmiktf  one  Kvhith  will  in  the  end  ghre  general  satblao 
tkm,  does  appear  to  mc  not  to  be  a  work  requiring  extraordlMnr 
talents  or  skill.  Start  with  a  determination  to  do  as  you  would 
be  done  by,  and  half  the  task  is  accomplished.  Take  the  oppo« 
^ite  course,  and  seek  to  cherish  or  protect  one  or  more  interests 
tt  the  expense  of  the  renrahider,  and  what  can  we  expect 
but  jetilousy  and  distrust  ?  We  are  in  fact  essentially,  and  I  sin- 
Merely  hope  will  always  continue  to  be,  an  agricultural  people  ; 
and  if  there  is  any  one  interest  which  more  thmi  another  requires 
the  fostering  care  or  protection  of  our  National  Legislature,  it  is 
that  of  agriculture.  Vet,  it  is  an  interest  that  it  is  rarely,  if  ever, 
mentioned  by  our  zealous  protectionists.  Why  is  this  ?  Is  it 
because  that  interest,  like  every  other,  flourishes  best  when  least 
meddled  with?— or  because  its  pursuers  are  more  qmet  and|less 
elamorous  than  the  merchant  or  manufacturer  ?  ^^Let  os  alone,'' 
is  a  good  saying,  and  as  applicable  to  national  interests  as  to  indi- 
^duals.  Pursue  the  opposite  course,  grant  protection  to  all  who 
ask  it,  and  in  the  end  many  sections  of  our  country,  if  not  aU  of 
it,  will  present  the  same  sad  spectacle  which  a  large  portion  of 
England  now  presents — moRDiNATE  wealth  on  the  one  Kand; 
SQXTALiD  povERTr  on  theotktr.  Better,  far  better  would  it 
have  been  for  our  descendants  that  the  idea  of  a  protecrive  tactf 
had  never  crossed  the  ocean,  than  that  they,  or  any  portion  of 
ihem,  through  its  misapplied  means,  should  be  reduoed  to  tbede^ 
graded  state  too  visible  elsewhere. 

*  If  the  scheme  of  distribution  is  adhered  to  by  our  genera) 
govefnmertt,  and  carried  into  full  effect,  our  country  will  ioo» 
present  the  humilittting  spectacle  of  a  people  bought  with,  and 
scrambling  after,*  their  own  money^a  Congress  changed  into  a 
mere  band  of  assessors,  and  the  Executive  Department  into  a 
board  of  tax-garherers,  presided  over  by  the  man  who  promises 
mcfst  10  his  supporters.  From  such  a  state  of  things,  when  onoe 
established,  nothing  but  the  power  that  made  us,  ean  deliver  (is«

"^0  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives : 

I  herewith  transmit  the  annual  report  of  the  Warden  of  the 
State  Prison,  accompanied  with  the  report  and  highly  interesting 
remarks  of  the  Chaplain  of  that  institution. 

From  the  Warden's  report^  it  will  be  seen  that  the  affairs  of 
the  Prison  are  in  a  prosperous  condition  ;  as  much  so,  perhaps, 
as  could  reasonably  be  expected  in  so  bhort  a  time  after  the 
utter  derangement  into  which  it  had  fallen. 

It  is  hoped  and  believed,  that  with  proper  care  and  attention 
on  the  part  of  those  engaged  in  the  immediate  superintendence 
of  the  Prison,  aided  as  they  have  been  by  my  immediate  prede- 
cessor and  council,that  the  Legislature  will  not  again  be  perplexed 
with  conflicting  statements,  or  with  disastrous  results.  I  would, 
however,  recommend  a  continuance  of  the  closest  scrutiny,  by 
the  L^islature.  If  all  is  right,  such  scrutiny  will  do  no  luMrm, 
but  if  anything  is  wrong,  the  sooner  it  is  detected,  the  better  it 
wiU  be  for  the  public. 

I  cordially  join  in  reconuneoding  a  contkmance,  if  not  an  ex- 
tension of  tbe  means  of  instruction  which  the  prisoners,  by  your 
liberality,  now  eajor.

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As  time  rolls  on,  the  vacancies  occurring  in  such  offices  as  are 
by  law  limited  to  a  term  of  years,  and  necessary  to  be  filled  by 
the  Executive  branch  of  the  government,  those  offices  are  be- 
coming more  and  more  scattered  or  deranged.  To  remedy  this 
difficulty  and  lessen  the  necessity  of  holding  a  multiplicity  of  ex* 
tra  sessions  by  the  Governor  and  Council,  it  was  some  time  since 
thought  advisable  by  the  then  Governor  and  Council,  to  ask  tbe 
opinion  of  the  judges  of  the  superior  court  as  to  the  right  or 
power  of  the  Governor  and  Council  to  make  appointments  in  an** 
ticipation  of  vacancies  of  this  kind.  Their  opinion  was  averse, 
and  t  now  transmit  a  copy  of  that  opinion  to  each  branch  of  the 
legislature  for  their  consideration,  with  the  hope  that  the  legisla« 
ture  will  see  the  necessity  of  giving  the  niecessary  powef^  under 
auch  restrictions  and  limitations  as  they  shall  see  fit.

Mr.  Wodleigh,  from  the  committee  on  the  State  Prison,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  message  of  His  Excellency  the  Govern- 
or, transmitting  the  reports  of  the  warden,  chaplain  and  physician 
of  the  State  Prison  ;  also,  that  portion  of  the  message  of  His 
Excellency  the  Governor,  relative  to  said  institution  made  the 
feUowing  report : 

The  standing  committee  on  the  State  Prison,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred the  reports  of  the  warden,  physician  and  chaplain  of  the 
State  Prison  ;  also,  so  much  of  His  Excellency  the  Governor's 
message,  as  relates  to  that  institution,  having  attended  to  the  dit- 
ties assigned  them,  ^ 

REPORT : 

That  they  have  had  under  consideration,  carefully  examined, 
compared  and  cast,  so  far  as  is  deemed  practicable  and  uecessa- 
ry,  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  wafrden,  and  are  of 
opinion  that  the  report  is  kill  and  satisfactory, and  that  the  vouehers 
of  ihe  disbursements  are  fifed  in  the  Secretary's  office,  according 
to  law. 

The  committee  have  made  some  exaniinttima  into  the  disci- 
piioe  and  treatment  of  the  convicts  ;  also,  the  government  and 
maBagement  of  its  affairs  in  general,and  feel  confident  in  saying  that 
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the  discipline  of  and  treatment  to  the  convicts  is  judicious^  kind 
and  bamane — the  evidence  of  which  we  have  in  abundance  from 
the  prisoners. 

As  the  intent  of  the  law  and  confinement,  is  not  to  make  the 
prison  a  resort  of  comfort  and  pleasure,  bgt  of  punishment,  and 
consequently  reform,  we  have  therefore  considered  it  our  duty  not 
only  to  inquire  into  the  humanity  of  the  warden  and  other  offi- 
cers, on  the  one  hand,  but  to  endeavor  to  ascertain  whether  the 
demands  and  intent  of  the  law  are  carried  into  effect,  in  point  of 
severity,  and  from  observation  and  the  best  information  we  have 
been  able  to  obtain,  are  of  opinion  that  under  the  present  com- 
paratively mild  system  of  treatment,  more  good  will  be  effected 
than  otherwise  could  be  expected  by  a  more  rigid  and  severe  ex- 
ecution of  the  law. 

.  We  have  made  inquiries  into  the  extent  and  effect  of  the  re- 
ligious and  moral  instruction  of  the  convicts  under  the  saperio- 
tendence  of  the  chaplain.  Rev.  Mr.  Atwood,  and  we  cannot  io 
justice  to  our  own  feelings,  or  to  the  chaplain  of  the  prison,  pass 
over  that  department  without  awarding  to  that  officer  the  credit 
due  for  his  most  valuable,  arduous  and  unceasing  labors  to  im- 
prove the  religious  and  moral  condition  of  that  unfortunate  class 
of  beings,  and  to  render  their  confinement  less  afflicting,  by  the 
kind  and  paternal  instructions  which  he  liberally  and  faithfully  im- 
parts to  them. 

The  committee  recommend  a  continuance  of  suitable  appro- 
priations for  books,  newspapers,  and  moral  and  religious  instruc- 
tions for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  convicts,  under  the  direction 
of  the  chaplain,  and  recommend  that  a  sum  not  exceeding  three 
hundred  dollars  be  appropriated  for  that  purpose. 

The  committee  have  inquired  into  the  duties  and  labors  bestowed 
upon  the  convicts  by  the  chaplain, also  the  compensation  awarded 
to  him,  which  is  ascertained  to  be  one  hundred  dollars,  and  we 
are  of  opinion  that  that  sum  is  inadequate  for  a  just  compensation 
for  the  services  rendered,  therefore  recommend  that  a  further 
sum  of  fifty  dollars,  in  addition  to  the  one  hundred  dollars,  be 
appropriated  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  chaplain,  for  his  servi- 
ces in  that  institution. 

The  report  of  the  physician  speaks  for  itself,  and  is  more  dc^ 
inite  than  any  communication  in  our  limited  access  to  inforroatioQ 
will  enable  us  to  make.  From  that  communication  we  are  eiia* 
bled  to  learn,  that  more  than  an  usual  amount  of  care  and  atten- 
tidn  was  necessary  to  be  bestowed  upon  the  infirm  and  those  were 
afflicted  with  temporary  disease,  which  has  been  promptly  auead- 
ed  to,  and  all  necessary  wants  supplied,   both  by   the  physician 
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aod  warden  ;  also,  it  is  ascertaioed  that  eflScient  and  extra  servi- 
ces were  rendered  by  the  chaplain,  so  that  while  the  body  was 
sufiering  from  disease  and  weakness,  the  mind  was  rendered 
itroog  and  vigorous. 

In  regard  to  the  order  of  the  House  of  Representatives  upon 
the  report  of  the  select  committee  who  reported,  that  so  much  of 
His  Excellency  the  Governor's  message  as  relates  to  the  State 
Prison,  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  State  Prison,we  have 
ooly  to  say,  that  as  His  Excellency  has  referred  us  to  the  report 
of  the  Warden,  we  have  endeavored  to  embody  in  our  remarks 
open  that  report,  all  which  we  at  this  time  deem  necessary  and 
proper. 

We  have  also  taken  under  consideration  His  Excelleiicy  the 
Governor's  message  and  accompanying  document,  in  relation  to 
tbe  burning  aod  repairing  of  the  smith's  shop  the  past  winter, 
from  which  message  and  document  welearn,that  a  sum  of  $562.01 
has  been  drawn  from  the  treasury,  it  being  unexpended  ap- 
propriations made  in  June,  1839,  and  December,  t840.  For 
farther  information,  we  would  call  your  attention  to  the  docu- 
ment referred  to  above.  9 

Under  the  present  government  of  the  prison  by  the  warden, 
the  care  and  attention  of  the  physician,  and  the  moral  and  relig- 
ious instructions  imparted  to  and  impressed  upon  the  minds  of  tbe 
convicts  by  the  chaplain,  we  have  good  reason  to  believe  that  the 
pardon  and  discharge  of  convicts  from  our  penitentiary  upon  all 
saitable  occasions,  will  not  have  a  tendency  to  enhance  crime  or 
endanger  society.  We  therefore  do  not  hesitate  to  recommend 
tbe  pardon  and  discharge  of  convicts  by  the  Executive,  in  whom 
alone  is  vested  that  power,  in  all  cases  where  they  may  deem  it 
expedient,  as  we  are  of  opinion  that  it  would,  in  very  many  in- 
stances, not  only  have  a  tendency  to  stimulate,  but  would  work  a 
final  and  lasting  reformation,  which  is  sought  for  and  b  so  desira- 
ble to  all  friends  of  humanity.

action  on  your  again  assembling  on  the  20tb  of  November  next. 
To  that  day,I  now  adjourn  the  legislature.

'  The  condensed  returns,  which  I  have  the  honor  of  submitting 
to  your  Eiccetkncy,  fomisfa  the  present  amount  of  ordnance, 
ordnnnce  stores,  arms  and  military  equipments,  and  instruments 
of  music  in  the  care  of  the  several  Regiments,  and  of  the  Com* 
mlssary  General  at  Portsmouth,  and  his  deputy  at  Lancaster,  and 
also  of  the  Adjutant  General  at  Concord* 

Although  tlie  military  strength  of  the  State  appears  large,  when 
considered  in  connection  with  the  exigenceis  of  the  times;  it  is 
neveriheless  true,  that  the  service  exacted  by  the  Statute,  is  gen- 
erally well  understood  and  cheerfully  performed,  and  many,  very 
many  of  the  officers  and  soldiers  spare  neither  time  nor  money  to 
Improve  themselves  in  military  discipline  and  science. 

Such  a  commendable  spirit  should  receive  the  fostering  care 
lad  encouragement  of  the  Government.  An  efficient  militia  com- 
posed of  citizen  soldiery,  can  never  be  dangerous  ;  it  is  always 
necessary,  and  may  become  indispensable  to  secure  domestic 
tranquillity  or  repel  foreiga  invasion^  and  i(j  as  believed  by  the 


L 
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finmers  of  our  CoDSthution  anilehfitjof  worthies  who  bare  pre- 
ceded us,  it  is  the  legitimate  means  of  protectioo  to  Republican 
GoremoieQls,  to  each  and  all  of  us,  it  follows  that  all  should 
cheerfiilly  bear  a  pact  in  sustainiiig  it.  ^ 

It  may  seem  strange  to  those,  who  are  not  connected  with  the 
militia,  but  it  is  nevertheless  true,  that  every  alteration  in  the  laws 
which  is  made  for  reducing.  What  are  called  the  burdens  of  the 
militia,  such  as  increasing  the  number  of  exempts,  lessening  the 
amount  of  fines,  reducing  the  number  of  parade  days,  is  consid* 
€red  by  the  militia  itself  as  legislative  discouragement. 

Within  the  last  year  there  have  been  received  Trom  the  ordnance 
department,  by  Sampson  B.  Lord,  Commissary  General,  two 
fauodred  and  fiity  musk^s  with  appendages,  such  as  f  crew*drivers, 
wipers,  ball  screws  and  spring  vices. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  be  able  to  state,  that  the  formerly  bur* 
densome  expense  of  courts  martial  will  probably  never  acain  oc* 
cur  under  our  present  system,  nothing  having  been  paid  on  ac- 
count of  the  same,  within  the  last  two  years  or  more,  and  no 
arrest  of  any  officer  having  been  made. 

This  may  be  owing  in  part  to  the  haimonjr  and  apparent  desire 
to  discharge  the  duties  incumbent  upon  every  grade  of  officers, 
and  in  part  to  provisions  having  been  incorporated  in  the  Revis* 
ed  Statutes  different  from  those  which  formerly  existed. 

Of  the  Cavalry,  there  are  several  companies  whose  general  ap- 
pearance and  discipline  is  reputable,  but  in  most  instances,  this 
portion  of  our  military  establishment  is  inferior  to  other  iode- 
pendeot  corps.

STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE. 

In  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  forty-foiur. 

A  Bill  in  relation  to  banks  and  hanking.*^ 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
untatives  in  General  Court  convenedy  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
any  bank  now  in  existence  in  this  State,  or  which  may  hereafter 
be  created  by  the  authority  thereof,  to  transfer  to  this  State  such 
certificates  of  stocks,  or  of  the  debt  of  the  United  Stales  or  any 
of  the  States  of  the  United  States,  or  of  any  city  thereof,  as  shab 
be  approved  by  the  Governor  and  Council,  to  be  held  by  the 
Slate  in  trust,  as  colkteral  security  for  the  redemption  of  the  bills 
of  said  banks  respectively.  And  the  treasurer  of  this  State  shall, 
^  the  expense  of  any  bank  making  said  transfer,    procure  to  be 

C'  ited  or  engraved  in  the  similitude  of  bank  bills,  bills  of  suck 
k  of  the  various  denominations  which  such  bank  may  desig- 
nate, and  be  authorized  by  law  4o  issue,  to  an  amount  equal  to 
the  par  or  market  value,  adopting  the  rate  which  may  be  tlie  low- 
est, of  said  stocks  so  transferred  as  collateral  security  ;  and  there 
shall  also  be  stamped  or  engraved  on  said  bills,  the  words,  '/Se 

*f#tt^M4  to  «dJo«nMd  MMios,  with  order  of  ^blicatioB. 
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cured  by  p1ed|e  of  stocks  to' the  Smte,'^and  be  cbontetBigbed^y 
tbe  treasurer  0!*  the  State^  and  the  treasurer  shall  deliver  said  bills 
to  tbe  bank  making  said  transfers,  and  said  bills  upon  being  signed 
by  the  president  and  cashier,  may  be  issued  and  put  in  circula- 
tion by  311c  h  bank,  according  to  the  ordinary  course  of  banking. 
And  in  case  any  such  bank  shall,  at  any  time  within  banking 
liDurs,  at  tiie  place  where  the  bills  of  such  bank  are  payable^ 
which  place  shall  be  the  banking  house  of  the  bank  issuing  such 
bills,  fail  or  refuse  on  demand  to  redeem  any  bill  or  bills  of  such 
bank,  countersigned  and  signed  as  aforesaid,  in  the  lawful  money 
of  ibe  United  States,  the  bolder  of  such  bill  or  bills  making  the 
demand  for  redemption,  may  cause  the  same  to  be  protested  for 
non-payment  by  a  Notary  Public,  under  his  seal  of  office  in  the 
usual  manner,  and  61e  said  protest  in  the  office  of  the  treasvirer  oi 
this  State  ;  and  the  treasurer  shall  then  forthwith  give  notice  in 
writing  to  such  hank  to  pay  the  same.  And  if  such  bank  shall 
for  the  space  of  twenty  days  after  such  notice,  neglect  to  redeem 
said  bid  or  bills,  the  treasurer  shall,  (unless  he  is  satis6ed  that 
there  is  good  and  legal  defence  against  the  payment  of  said  note 
or  notes  J  give  notice  in  one  newspaper  printed  in  Concord,  and 
one  newspaper  printed  in  the  county  where  such  bank  is  located, 
that  all  the  bills  of  such  bank,signed  and  countersigned  as  aforesaid, 
will  be  redeemed  out  of  the  trust  funds  in  the  possession  of  the 
State  for  tfiat  purpose.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Governor  and  Council,  to  make  such 
provision  for  the  sale  and  transfer  of  said  stocks,  and  the  payment 
and  the  redempiloD  of  said  bills,  and  the  costs  incident  thereto, 
as  will  most  e^eotually  guard  the  holders  against  toss,  inconveni- 
ence or  unnecessary  delay.  And  when  all  such  bills  shall  have 
been  redeemed,  and  the  necessary  expense  incident  thereto,  in- 
cluding a  reason  nble  compensation  to  the  treasurer  for  his  servi- 
ces, to  be  determined  by  the  General  Court,  shall  have  been 
paid,  the  treasurer  shall  render  an  account  thereof  and  of  his  do- 
ings thereon  to  the  General  Court,  and  pay  over  the  balance  ol 
the  proceeds  of  said  slocks  or  the  balance  of  said  stocks  to  such 
bank.  And  in  the  event  that  said  stocks  shall  become  depreciat- 
ed in  value,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  (he  bank  pledging  the  same, 
upon  being  notided  to  that  effect  by  the  Governor  and  Council, 
or  by  their  order,  within  ninety  to  furnish  additional  collat- 

eral security,  satisfactory  to  the  Governor  and  Council,  or  to  call 
In  from  circulation  an  amount  of  said  bills  equal  to  such  depreci- 
ation, and  notify  the  treasurer  thereof.  And  the  treasurer,  when- 
ever the  bills  of  any  bank,  signed,  countersigned  and  secured  as 
aforesaid,  shall  be  returned  to  him  for  the  purpose  of  being  can- 
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celled,  shall  cancel  and  destroy  the  same  in  the  presence  of  some 
officer  of  the  bank  Teturoiiig  lb0b,aiid  mike  a  record  thereof  in  his 
office,  and  give  a  certi6cate  thereof  to  such  bank.  And  the  treas- 
urer, with  the  approbation  of  the  Gorernor  and  Council,  shall  vfh 
transfer  to  any  bank,  any  stock  transferred  to  the  State  as  afore- 
said, upon  receiving  instead  thereof  fronll  such  bank,  other  stocks 
of  an  equal  or  greater  value.  And  whenever  any  such  bank  shall 
be  desirous  of  redeeming  the  amonnt  of  its  bills  in  circulation, 
and  shall  return  to  the  treasurer  any  portion  thereof,  to  be  cancel- 
led, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  re- transfer  to  such 
bank  a  portion  of  said  stocks  held  as  collateral  security  as  afore- 
said, equal  to  the  amount  of  the  bills  so  returned  and  cancelled, 
or  such  amount,  not  exceeding  the  amoudt  of  said  bills  so  retum-> 
ed,  as  the  Governor  and  Council  may  determine  to  be  proper 
and  consistent  with  the  public  secuiity.  And  the  treasurer,  in 
behalf  of  the  State,  shall  give  to  such  bank  a  power  of  attorney, 
suitable  to  enable  the  bank  to  recover  to  its  oiyn  use  ail  the  inter- 
est and  dividend  which  may  grow  due  on  said  stocks  so  pledge^d 
as  aforesaid,  which  pow^r  of  attorney  shall  be  in  force  until  such 
bank  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  redeem  its  notes  so  signed,  counter- 
signed and  secured  as  aforesaid,  but  it  shall  then  and  m  iliat  erent 
cease  and  determine.  And  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  batik, 
which  shall  transfer  stocks  as  herein  provided,  as  co  [lateral  secu- 
rity for  the  redemption  of  its  bills,  to  issue  or  put  in  circulation 
any  bills  of  said  bank,  excepting  such  as  shall  be  signed  as  afore' 
said,  and  countersigned  by  the  treasurer,  of  the  Srate  as  herein 
provided. 

Sec  2.  That  any  bank  now  in  existence,  or  any  bank  which 
may  be  hereafter  created,  which  shall  comply  with  all  the  pro- 
visions of  the  first  section  of  this  act,  together  with  each  and  ev- 
ery stockholder  thereof  and  therein,  shall  during  the  time  of  such 
compliance,  and  no  longer,  be  and  they  are  hereby  exempted 
from  the  operation  of  all  the  provisions  apd  liabilities  contained 
in  the  first  ten  sections  of  the  one  hundred  and  forty-sixth  chap- 
ter of  the  Revised  Statutes.  And  that  part  of  the  capital  of  such 
bank  which  shall  be  vested  in  stocks  and  transferred  to  the  State, 
IS  collateral  security  for  the  redemption  of  its  bills,  as  is  provid- 
ed in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  shall  not  be  taken  6r  decre^ 
to  be  a  part  of  the  capital  stock  of  such  baltok,  for  the  purposes 
mentioned  in  the  d  '  section  of  the  seventy-fifth  chapter  of  tl)e 
Revised  Statutes.

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Prerious  to  mjr  eieetion,  contracts  were  entered  into  by  my 
predecessor,  for  the  labor  of  the  convicts  in  the  Smith  and  Cab- 
inet shops,  for  three  years,  at  thirty  cents  per  day  4>er  man,  and 
in  the  Shoe  shop  another  contract  was  made,  to  make  men's  bro- 
gan  shoes  at  seren  cents  per  pair,boys',at  five  and  a  half  cents, 
and  youth's  at  four  and  a  half.  These  contracts  had  not  been  ap- 
proved by  the  board  of  directors,  abhbugh  the  several  contrac- 
tors were  then  at  work  under  them.  The  subject  of  these  con- 
tracts was  brought  before  the  board  of  directors,  who  approved 
those  of  the  cabinet  shop  and  the  smith  shop,  for  one  year,  from 
July  1,  1843. 

The  contract  for  the  shoe  shop  not  being  approved,  I  sucebed- 
ed  in  obtaining  of  the  same  contractor,nine  cents  per  pair  for  ma- 
king men's  brogan  8hoes,seveQ  cents  for  boys',and  six  for  youth's; 
and  this  contract  was  approved  by  the  directors.  Thus  circum- 
staDced,!  did  not  anticipate  that  the  income  would  be  equal  to  the 
disbursements.  Owing,  however,  to  the  exceedingly  low  prices 
of  provisions  and  other  articles  of  consumption  at  the  prison,  I 
am  happy  to  be  able  to  state  that  enough  has  been  earned  and 
collected,  to  pay  all  the  debts  contracted  during  my  administra- 
tion. It  has  been  an  object  with  me  to  have  as  little  duo  either 
to  or  from  the  prison,  at  any  time,  as  possible. 

In  January,  the  Smith  shop  was  burned,  the  machinery  mostly 
destroyed,  and  the  tools  considerably  injured.  It  was  rebuilt  by 
the  board  of  directors,who  will  report  in  full  on  that  subject.  By 
the  loss  of  this  shop  the  cash  income  of  the  prison  was  less  by  about 
02OO,but  the  loss  to  the  State  by  the  labor  of  the  convicts, was  not 
to  this  amount,as  they  were  employed  a  portion  of  the  time  in  re- 
building it.  Such  was  the  dilapidated  condition  of  this  shop, 
and  such  the  condition  of  the  machinery,  that  it  bad  become  of 
small  value.  This  shop  and  machinery  are  now  in  excelient  or- 
der,  and  can  perform  a  large  amount  of  business.  Not  having 
funds  to  purchase  provisions,  &,c.<,  when  required,  I  have  been 
under  the  necessity  of  obtainiag  discounts. 

Inexperienced  in  the  art  of  prison  discipline,  I  had  feared  that 
I  should  be  under  the  necessity  of  exercising  greater  severity 
than  would  be  agreeable  to  my  feelings ;  but  a  mild  and  steady 
treatment  has  seemed  so  to  touch  the  better  nature  of  the  prison- 
ers, that  I  have  been  astonished  at  the  dacrity  and  even  cheerful- 
ness, with  which  all  requirements  have  been  met. 

In  the  reports  of  the  chaplain  and  physician,  you  have  a  fuH 
statement  oi  all  the  subject  matters  which  come  within  their  offi- 
cial duty.  While  the  physician  has  at  all  times  been  prompt  and 
unusually  attentive  to  the  health  oi  the  prisoners,  and  the  inter- 
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ests  of  the  prisoD,  the  chaplain,  not  the  less  so,  has  exerted  an 
tnfluenee  which  is  seen  and  fek  here  ;  and,  I  am  confident*  wHI 
be  seen  and  felt  bjr  them  when  they  shall  have  obtabed  their 
freedom,  and  again  mingle  in  society.

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PHYSICIAN'S  REPORT. 

To  His  Excellency  the  Chvemor  and  the  Hon.  Councilj  Diroc- 
tors  of  tke  JV*.  H.  State  Prison,  the  Physician  respeetJuUy  begs 
leave  to  submit  the  following 

REPORT : 

The  official  year  which  has  juat  cerininated,  haa  t)eea  one  of 
unusual  sickness,  bat,  fortuDately,  not  one  of  great  faulity.  In 
the  roondi  of  June,  1843,  the  influenza,  at  that  time  so  preva* 
lent  in  various  parts  of  New  England,  made  its  appearance  among 
the  coniricts,  and  continued  with  severity  till  a  very  large  proper- 
tion  of  the  whole  number  were  attacked — ^frequently  having  on 
the  sick  list  twelve  or  fifteen  a  day.  All  the  cases  of  this  com- 
plaint, however,  recovered.  To  this  succeeded  the  ordinary 
suoomer  compkints,  which,  to  a  greater  or  less  extent,  prevail  at 
this  penitentiary  every  year,  and  these  again  were  followed  in  the 
aatumn  by  a  large  number  of  cases  of  typhus  fever,  some  of 
which  were  extremely  severe,  and  of  long  continuance;  all,  how- 
ever, in  the  end  recovering.  On  the  5tb  of  November,  1843, 
John  Putnam  died  of  brain  fever,  aft^r  a  short  but  very  severe 
Bickness.  Prior  to  this  there  had  not  been  a  death  at  the  prison 
for  a  period  of  nearly  three  years.  In  the  course  of  the  winter 
moBtl^  the  convicts  became  as  healthy  as  visual,  and  have  remain- 
ed so  down  to  this  time.  It  gives  me  pleasure  on  this  occasion 
to  bear  witness  to  the  uniform  kindness  and  attention  of  tlie  war- 
den and  under  officers  of  the  institution,  to  the  very  large  num- 
ber, who,  durrag  the  year,  have  been  so  unfortuoace  as  to  re- 
^re  their  services  at  the  side  of  the  sick  bed.  The  amount  of 
sickness,  and  consequent  loss  of  time  to  the  institution  has  been 
gretter,  perhaps  this  year  than  the  aggiregate  of  the  two  or  three 
preceding  years  combined.

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CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT* 

The  Chaplain  of  the  Jfew  Hampshire  State  Priton  reepeetfnl' 
ly  submUs  to  his  Excellency  the  G&vemar  and  the  Hon.  Couti- 
ct7,  Directors  of  said  Prison j  the  following 

REPORT: 

On  receiving  ibe  ap|K>intment  of  CbaplaiA  to  tbe  State  Prison^ 
in  August,  184.S,  it  was  my  first  object  to  adopt  such  a  course  of 
labor  as  would  be  most  conducive  to  tbe  interests  of  the  commu- 
nit J,  and  the  moral  good  of  tbe  unfortunate  convict ;  and  to 
this  object  my  subsequent  efibrts  have  been  constantly  dhrect- 
ed. 

Two  religious  services  have  been  regularly  holden  in  the  chap- 
el on  the  Sdbbath,  in  which  the  exercises  have  been  those  com- 
mon in  our  churches.  The  prisoners  have  uniformly  manifested 
a  lively  interest  in  these  services,  not  only  listening  with  profound 
sileqce  and  solemn  attention,  but  often  referring  to  the  pleasure 
they  enjoy  in  our  meetings  of  devotion. 

A  large  proportion  of  the  remaining  part  of  the  day  has  been 
spent  ib  going  from  cell  to  cell,  and  imparting  to  tbe  convict,  per- 
sonnlly,  in  his  lonely  seclusion,  such  moral  and  religious  instruc- 
tion as  the  case  of  each  has  seemed  to  require. 

In  these  visits  it  has  been  my  endeavor  kindly  to  enter  into  the 
feelings  of  the  convict,  to  obtain  from  his  own  lips  some  knowl- 
edge of  his  past  life,  to  dissuade  him  from  those  courses  that  may 
lead  him  to  the  future  commission  of  cv\vne^  to  call  up  his  moral 
sensibilities,  and  to  instil  into  his  mind  the  amiable  precepts  of 
the  gospel  of  Christ.  And  I  have  made  it  a  point,  not  to  let  a 
Sabbath  pass  without  seeing  each  prisoner,  and  imparting  to  him 
sonie  religious  instruction.  During  tl)e  week,  also,  frequent  op- 
portunities have  been  improved  in  visaing  the  cells  for  conversa- 
tion, when  it  could  be  done  without  interfering  with  the  hours  of 
labor.  And  although  the  degree  of  success  attending  such  la- 
bors, cannot  be  made  the  subject  of  certain  and  definite  report, 
yet  the  reality  of  religion  and  the  necessity  of  a  personal  interest 
in  its  blessings  are  very  generally  acknowledged  ;  and  in  a  few 
instances  it  is  believed  the  gospel  has  produced  its  saving  influ- 
ence upon  the  heart. 

Tbe  season  of  sickness  is  one  of  peculiar  trial  to  the  prisoner. 
Shut  out  from  the  society  of  relatives  and  friends,  be  learns  in 
the  sick  cell  to  appreciate  the  worth  of  sympathy,  of  christian 
instruction  iand  prayer.    ^ 
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Tbe  sick  have  beeu  regularly  tisited,  and  such  cousolatioQS 
and  iDstruclions  imparted,  as  seemed  by  the  circumstances  to  be 
called  for.  And  tbe  expressions  of  gratitude  on  such  occasions, 
have  been  such  as  to  manifest  that  the  convict  has  a  heart  to  feel 
the  power  of  kindness. 

Od  my  first  acquaintance  with  the  prisoners  there  were 
several  who  could  not  read,  and  a  still  greater  number  who 
could  not  write.  Such  as  were  disposed  have  received  in- 
struction in  reading  and  writing,  and  have  made  considerable  pro- 
ficiency. 

Each  convict  who  can  read,  has  been  furnished  with  a  weekly 
temperance  paper,  and  a  religious  paper  has  also  been  circulated 
through  tbe  prison  dui'ing  six  months.  These  have  been  read 
with  deep  interest,  and  have  served  not  only  to  beguile  away  ma- 
ny a  melancholy  hour,  but  have  done  much  to  instruct  the  minds 
of  tbe  uninformed,  and  to  inculcate  moral  principles  and  correct 
habits  io  after  life. 

A  small  library  has  also  been  furnished,  and  the  books  circula- 
ted from  one  cell  to  another.  Aside  from  this,  and  at  my  own 
expense,  I  have  occasionally  circulated  such  religious  tracts  as 
were  thought  to  be  appropriate. 

As  singing  constitutes  one  important  part  of  social  wbrship, 
and  is  eminently  calculated  to  soothe  the  mind  and  elevate  the  af- 
fections, and  especially  adapted  to  move  upon  the  despondii^ 
feelings  of  the  prisoners,  some  attention  has  been  turned  to  this 
subject.  A  choir  has  been  selected  from  among  the  convicts  and 
furnished  with  books,  the  study  of  which  has  been  profitable  and 
interesting  to  the  singers  themselves  ;  and  the  practical  improve- 
ment they  have  made,  has  given  increased  interest  to  our  devo- 
tional excercises. 

I  am  happy  here  in  being  able  to  bear  testimony  to  the  kind 
feelings  of  the  present  board  of  officers,  and  the  deep  interest 
taken  by  them,  not  only  in  the  present  comfort  and  happiness 
of  the  prisoners,  but  in  every  attempt  to  promote  their  moral 
and  religious  welfare.  Every  facility  has  been  afforded  me 
in  the  discharge  of  my  duties,  which  could  be  desired.  And 
it  is  worthy  of  remark,  that  on  such  cordial  co-operation  ve- 
ry much  depends  in  relation  to  the  reformation  of  the  pris- 
oner. 

When  any  one  has  left  the  prison,  it  has  been  my  aim  to  point 
out  to  him  the  paths  of  danger  which  beset  his  way  in  returning 
again  to  mingle  with  society,  to  warn  him  against  falling  into  vice 
and  crime,  and  impress  upon  his  mind  the  principles  of  sobriety, 
virtue  and  religion  ;  and  generally  the  last  act  of  the  prisoner  on 
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leaving  has  been  to  sign  the  ^mperance  pledge.  Aad  with  ma- 
ny  this  is  an  important  point  gained.  They  were  men  of  ioieni- 
perate  habits  previous  to  their  being  arrested:  the  prison  has  cor- 
rected their  taste  for  intoxicating  drinks,  and  a  constant  course  of 
reading  has  given  them  correct  views  on  the  subject;  and  on 
pledging  themselves  to  entire  abstinence  as  the  last*  solemn  act  on 
receiving  their  liberty,  something  at  least  is  done  towards  secur- 
ing them  from  an  immediate  return  to  a  course  of  intemperance 
and  crime. 

It  is  a  pleasing  consideration,  that  of  twenty-five  who  have  left 
since  the  middle  of  last  August,  not  one  has  as  yet  been  returned 
to  prison  ;  and  only  one  is  known  to  have  been  arrested  on  any 
legal  process. 

My  intercourse  with  this  unfortunate  class  of  my  fellow-meo, 
has  suggested  to  my  mind  some  considerations,  and  developed 
some  facts  which  cannot  be  too  deeply  impressed  on  the  public 
mind  ;  and  I  trust  I  shall  not  be  considered  as  exceeding  the  lim- 
its of  my  official  duty  in  briefly  adverting  to  them. 

In  the  first  place,  a  very  large  proportion  of  our  convicts  were 
destitute  of  early  moral  culture  and  religious  instruction.  There 
are  some  exceptions  to  this  general  remark.  A  few  bad  pious 
fathers,  and  a  still  greater  number  had  pious  mothers.  But  I 
have  found  but  very  few  who  were  reared  in  families  well  in- 
structed in  religious  truth.  By  far  the  greater  proportion  have 
been  left  lamentably  deficient  in  this  respect,  oome  from  their 
earliest  childhood  have  had  before  them  the  very  worst  examples, 
and  others  have  been  suffered  to  grow  up  without  restraints  to 
roam  at  large  and  contract  habits  of  idleness  and  dissipation, 
which  in  time  have  fitted  them  for  the  commission  of  crime  and 
a  lodgement  in  the  prison.  This  speaks  volumes  in  favor  of  ear- 
ly moral  training  and  parental  discipline.  The  inclination  of  the 
child  receives  its  direction  at  an  early  period;  and  if  a  scrupu- 
lous regard  of  right  and  wrong  is  early  inculcated,  tl^t  principle 
becomes  fixed  in  the  mind,  and  is  of  itself  a  powerful  barrier  a- 
gainst  the  commission  of  crime. 

Another  circumstance  not  to  be .  overlooked,  is  the  fact  that  a 
large  proportion,  propably  more  than  one  half,  are  sent  here  in 
consequence  of  intemperance.  Many  of  them  had  been  habitu- 
ally intemperate  for  years,  and  many  were  under  the  influence  of 
intoxicating  drinks  when  they  committed  the  crime  for  which  they 
were  arrested  ;  while  others,  from  frequenting  places  of  intem- 
perance, nave  been  led  into  the  company  of  the  vicious,  and  have 
been  gradually  initiated  into  the  secrets  of  a  criminal  course;  and 
the  intoxicating  draught  has  nerved  them  for  the  commission  of

crime  at  which  they  would  otherwise  have  shuddered.  Facts 
fulljr  warrant  the  assertion^  that  but  for  intemperate  drinking, 
a  large  proportion  of  the  inmates  of  our  penitentiary  might 
bare  been  saved  from  crime,  and  its  attendant  disgrace  and 
woe. 

A  few  have  fallen  victims  to  the  cunning  plottings  of  others, 
more  sagacious  in  eluding  justice  than  themselves;  and  though 
guilty,  have,  nevertheless,  many  mitigating  circumstances  attend- 
ing their  case. 

Doubtless  there  are  cases  of  natural  perverseness,  where  the 
propensity  to  crime  b  peculiarly  strong.  But  the  truth  is  irre- 
sistible, that  in  most  instances,  the  want  of  early  moral  culture, 
and  the  use  of  the  intoxicating  cup,  have  had  more  to  do  in 
bringing  about  the  unhappy  fate  of  the  convict,  than  any  other 
cause  whatever. 

The  inquiry  then  naturally  suggests  itself — how  should  these 
men  be  viewed  ? — and  what  course  of  treatment  should  they 
receive  ? 

Are  we  to  look  upon  them  merely  as  culprits,  past  all  moral 
feeling,  too  depraved  ever  to  be  reformed,  whose  spirits  are  to 
be  broken  down  by  keen  severity,  and  then  turned  loose  npon  an 
nnfrieadly  world,  to  be  shunned  and  neglected  in  future  life  ?  Or 
shall  we  look  upon  them  as  men,  a  pare  of  the  human  brother- 
hood— men  who  can  feel ;  an  unfortunate  portion  of  our  fellow 
beings  who  have  erred  and  strayed  from  the  path  of  virtue, 
and  who  need  our  pity  and  friendly  commiseration  ;  who  are 
capable  of  being  reformed,  and  whose  souls  are  as  precious  as 
our  own  ? 

Most  certainly  the  latter.  That  gospel  which  breathes  **good 
will  to  men,"  teaches  us  never  to  despair  of  reclaiming  the  wan- 
dering and  the  fallen.  The  convict  is  but  a  fallen  fellow-man  ; 
aad  guilty  Uiough  he  may  be,  yet  he  has  a  heart  to  feel ;  a  heart 
that  knows  its  own  sorrow,  and  a  heart  that  may  be  touched  with 
hunoan  sympathy  and  christian  kindness  ;  and  of  all  other  men  his 
condition  requires  it. 

The  great  object  our  penitentiary  system  is,  the  safety  of  com- 
Munity  and  the  reformaiion  of  the  coneiet.  The  former  can- 
not be  effectually  secured  unless  the  latter  is  effected.  I  am  con- 
fident much  may  be  successfully  done  towards  the  reformation  of 
prisoners  in  very  many  cases. 

Our  prison  contains  men  of  all  classes  and  creeds  ;  yet  I  have 
never  found  the  same  number  of  men,  under  any  circumstances, 
that  were  more  easily  approached,  or  more  open  to  kind  instruc- 
tion, or  that  naore  gratefully  appreciated  any  kind  manifestation  of 
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interest  in  their  future  welfare.  That  course  of  treatmeat  resem- 
bling parental  kindness,  together  with  a  good  supply  of  profitable 
reading,  and  faithful  moral  and  religious  instruction,  presents  the 
most  effectual  means  of  remedying  the  defects  of  early  educitioD, 
and  correcting  the  vicious  habits  of  riper  years. 

I  cannot  feel  justified  in  closing  this  report,  without  respectful- 
ly soliciting  in  behalf  of  the  poor  convict,  in  the  lonely  seclusion 
of  bis  solitary  cell,  such  continued  provision  as  will  supply  bim 
with  sources  of  profitable  reading.  Suitable  papers,  tracts  aod 
books,  supplied  to  him  weekly,  serve  greatly  to  lessen  the  rigor 
of  his  confinement,  and  to  prepare  him  for  the  enjoyment  of  fu- 
ture liberty  ;  and  the  good  effected  is  not  to  be  estimated  by  hu- 
man calculation. 

The  present  is  a  period  truly  auspicious  in  the  history  of  pris- 
ons. The  ancient  rigor'  of  barbarous  ages  and  despotic  coun- 
tries, is  beginning  to  give  way  to  a  system  of  enlightened  bumao- 
ity,  and  the  convict,  instead  of  being  consigned  to  final  des- 
pair, and  buried  in  oblivion  beneath  the  massy  walls  of  his  sol- 
itary abode,  is  yet  deemed  a  fellow-being,  possessing  die 
heart  of  a  man,  and  bearing  the  moral  image  of  his  Maker. 
It  is  not  too  much  to  hope  that  the  blending  of  kind  sympaiby 
and  christian  instruction  in  the  management  of  prisons  in  diis 
country,  will  be  instrumental  of  sending  forth  thousands  of 
unfortunate  men  to  become  a  blessing  in  society  and  pre- 
paring them  eventually  to  mingle  with  purer  beings  in  abetter 
world.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  VISITORS- 

To  the  Hon.  the  Senate  and  the  Home  of  Representatives  of  the 
State  of  J^eiD  Hampshire. 

Since  the  commeocement  of  the  present  session,  the  Board  of 
Visitors  have  visited  the  New  Hampshire  Asylum  for  the  Insane. . 
Tbey  have  examined  the  building  and  its  appendages,  and  inquir- 
ed into  the  condition  of  the  patients  and  the  regulations  and  gen- 
eral management  of  the  institution. 

The  Board  of  Visitors  believe  that  the  report  of  the  Superin- 
teodent  contains  a  correct  representation  of  the  mode  of  manage- 
ment of  the  affairs  of  the  Asylum  generally,  and  of  its  present  con- 
dition and  future  prospects,  as  well  as  of  the  situation  and  treatment 
of  its  inmates.  They  concur,  in  the  main,  in  the  views  and 
statements  contained  in  his  report,  and  also  in  the  report  of  the 
Trustees.  * 

The  Board  fully  agree  with  the  suggestion  in  the  Trustees'  re- 
port, that  an  additional  building  is  needed  for  the  keeping  of  such 
of  the  Insane  as  are  violent,  noisy  and  dangerous,  for  the  reasons 
there  assigned.  It  is  also  deemed  important,  if  not  essential  to 
the  attainment  of  the  objects  of  the  institution,  that  the  Trustees 
be  enabled  to  reduce  the  board  of  the  patients  to  a  sum  sufficient 
merely  to  cover  the  current  expenses  of  the  same.  An  appro- 
priation of  five  thousand  dollars  would  probably  supply  the  two 
deficiencies  named  above,  and  also  accomplish  the  repairs  of  the 
building  recommended  by  the  Trustees.  By  the  granting  and 
judicious  application  cff  this  sum,  it  is  confidently  believed  that 
the  institution  would  be  placed  in  such  a  situation,  as  to,  proceed 
hereafter  to  the  successful  attainment  of  the  rhally  important  pur- 
poses for  which  it  was  established,  without  any  further  aid  or  ex- 

i   pense  oo  the  part  of  the  State.

The  Trustees  of  the  New  Hampshire  Asylum  for  the  Insane, 
in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  law,  respectfully  present 
their  third  annual  report.  They  also  present,  the  second  annual 
report  of  the  Superintendent,  giving  a  detailed  account  of  the  pa- 
tients, and  condition  of  the  Asylum  during  the  past  year  ;  also  of 
its  receipts  and  expenditures  under  his  immediate  direction.

It  will  be  perceived  by  the  above  estimate  that  the  whole  a- 
mount  expended  in  the  erection  of  the  hospital,  bam  and  out 
buildings,  for  the  farm,  consisting  of  121  acres,  supply  of  water^ 
furniture,  farming  tools,  stock  and  other  property  on  hand  and 
now  in  possession  of,  owned  and  controlled  by  the  State,  is  thir- 
ty-five thousand  two  hundred  and  sixty-iix  dollars  and  seventy 
cents. 

Of  this  amount  only  four  thousand  dollars  have  been  drawn 
from  the  treasury  of  the  State. 
A  grant  of  thirty  shares,  amounting  to  fifteen  thou- 
sand dollars^  which  the  State  owned  in  the  New 
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Hampshire  Baok  has  been  made.     The  proceeds 
of  this  stock  reckoned  at  par  value,  $15,000  00 

(ail  which  has  been  received  except  some  interest 
from  the  same) 
And  the  above  mentioned  sum  of  4,000  00 

Amounting  to  $  1 9,000  00 

is  all  the  State  has  paid  on  account  of  the  Asylum. 

The  rest  has  been  liberally  given  the  State  in  aid  of  the  object, 
by  the  town  of  Concord,  by  the  society  of  Shakers  and  other 
benevolent  individuals,  and  realized  from  the  board  of  patients. 

As  has  been  before  stated  to  the  Legislature,  it  appears  from 
the  cost  of  eleven  other  asylums  for  the  insane  in  different  parts 
of  the  United  States,  including  lands,  buildings  and  furniture  at* 
tached  to  each,  that  the  N.  H.  Asylum  has  cost  but  little  more 
than  one  quarter  of  the  average  cost  of  the  other  asylums,  for 
each  patient  they  will  accommodate,  and  one  third  less  than  the 
cheapest — and  9f  this  sum  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  only 
about  one  half  has  been  paid  from  any  funds  of  the  State. 

That  the  hospital  has  been  thoroughly  built,  we  know.  That 
it  is  convenient  and  well  adapted  to  its  purpose,  experience  bits 
proved.  That  its  erection  has  been  economical,  is  evident  from 
the  fact,  that  its  cost  has  been  less  than  two-thirds  of  that  of  any 
other  hospital  of  which  we  have  anv  account.  That  there  was 
a  pressing  necessity  for  its  construction,  is  proved  by  the  appli* 
cation  and  admission  of  one  hundred  and  eighty  patients  since 
it  was  opened,  Oct.  29,  1842,  from  all  parts  of  the  State,  as 
well  as  a  few  from  other  States,  and  of  all  ages,  sexes  and  condi* 
tions  in  life.  That  the  Superintendent,  Dr.  Qeorge  Chandler, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Colby  and  the  attendants  and  nurses,  have  skill* 
fully,  faithfully  and  honestly  discharged  their  duties,  is  proved  by 
the  pecuniary  results  of  their  management,  by  the  number  of  re- 
coveries being  over  seventy-seven  out  of  a  hundred  in  recent  ci* 
ses,  and  almost  fifteen  out  of  a  hundred  in  old  cases,  and  by  the 
improved  condition  of  the  remainder. 

.We  never  hoped  or  expected,  that  the  institution  would  ob- 
tain popularity  and  success,  unless  it  was  conducted  upon  the 
principles  of  the  most  rigid  economy  and  skillfully  managed  fbr 
the  recovery  of  patients — if  it  was  so  conducted  and  managed, 
we  believed  that  an  institution  so  humane  in  its  character,  so  ben* 
eficial  in  its  operation,  so  much  needed  by  the  wants  of  the  com* 
munity,  and  at  the  same  time  reflecting  so  much  credit  upon  the 
State,  would  not  be  permitted  to  languish  or  be  restricted  in  its 
operations,  from  the  want  of  funds  to  furnish  it  or  to  erect  neces* 
sary  buildings. 
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l0|>nttMd  with  this  belief,  a  part  of  the  board  of  Trutteesri 
ditrinfr  the  past  year,  became  persooaUy  respoasible  ibr  one  thou* 
saofi  dollars  of  the  money  hired,  that  it  might  be  obtained  at  the 
ioweft  rate  of  iatereat,  and  that  the  iostitution  might  make  its 
purchases  of  provisions,  &c.,  at  the  lowest  price,  by  paying  cash, 
instead  of  obtaining  tbem  on  credit. 

That  amount  will  be  due  on  the  2dib  of  July  next,  and  is  ex- 
pected  by  tbe  bank,  to  which  it  is  dae,  to  be  then  paid.- 

There  are  some  outlays  which  the  preservation  of  the  proper* 
tj  of  the  State  and  true  eeonomy  require  to  be  made  during  tbe 
present  year,  and  which  would  have  been  made  before,  if  we  had 
001  been  controlled  by  our  want  of  funds — such  as  procuring 
lightning  rod?  for  tbe  asylum  and  barn,  bricking  the  cellars,  fur- 
nishing eaves-gutters  to  the  asylum,^ and  manure  for  the  farm. — 
Additional  furniture  also  will  be  needed  if  there  should  be  such 
aa  increase  of  patients  as  is  anticipated;  the  expense  of  which,  if 
the  institution  should  be  filled,  together  with  the  outlays  above 
memiofled,  would  be  about  one  thousand  dollars. 

Within  tbe  past  year  the  property  of  the  State  has  been  in* 
creased  over  a  thousand  dolierSf  on  account  of  the  board  of  pa- 
tients exceeding  by  more  tkao  that  amount  tbe  cost  of  their  sup- 
port. 

Notwithstanding  tbe  price  paid  by  them  for  board,  is  low  in 
comparison  with  other  similar  institutions,  and  the  amount  of  ben- 
efits received;  yet  it  is  co  be  considered  that  even  the  amount 
charged,  bears  heavily  upon  most  persons  who  are  so  unfortunate 
as  to  be  obliged  thus  to  support  their  insane  friends;  and  it  is  an 
expense  which  many  are  unable  to  meet. 

The  Trustees,  before  this,  would  have  been  glad  to  have  re- 
duced the  price  of  board  to  nine  shiHings  per  week,  for  all  of 
the  patients  having  a  residence  in  this  State,  who  had  been  at  the 
hospital  three  months  or  more,if  the  safety  and  success  of  the  in- 
td:ution,  in  its  |iast  and  present  state  of  funds,  would,  in  their 
opinion,  have  permitted  it.  It  would  seem  that  if  the  patients 
piid  the  current  expenses  of*  the  institution,  it  is  all  that  ought  to 
be  exacted  of  them,  without  compelling  tbem  to  pay  for  fitting 
up  the  building,  or  furnishing  it. 

An  additional  buiUing  is  absolutely  needed,  which  will  cost 
about  $2,600.  This  is  required  for  the  safe-keeping  of  such  of 
tbe  mmte  as  are  violent,  noisy  and  dangerous.  Among  the  pa- 
tients there  will  generally  be  found  a  few,  who  at  times  cannot  be 
pfoperly  K^pt  in  tbe  baUs  of  tbe  rnain  building.  They,  in  tbeir 
paroxysms,disturb  tbe  other  inmates,  and  abo  exasperate  thedis 
ease  of  otbera  and  prevent  tbe  process  of  recovery.

As  oo  aaylum  caa  expect  to 
be  free  from  such  patients^  it  seeros  eaaeniiai  thai  a  proper  pn>?M« 
ion  be  made  for  their  aoeomiDodaiioiu  On  this  subject  we  would 
respectfully  refer  to  the  remarks  of  our  SuperiDttfideot  and  our 
previous  reports,  and  we  earnestly  bope«  that  the  Legislature  will 
grant  the  means  thus  to  make  their  institution  perfect,  and  AiUy 
adapted  to  its  purpose. 

The  Trustees  would  express  their  grati6cation  at  the  success 
of  the  institution  thus  far,  and  confidently  believe  that  the  more 
full  the  investigation  into  the  condition  nf  the  patients,  the  maa- 
ageroent  of  the  money  concerns  of  the  asylum,  the  number  of 
patients  cured  and  the  number  relieved,  the  more  the  public  will 
be  satisfied  that  it  is  the  means  of  a  great  good.  The  Trustees 
invite  this  thorough  examination,  believng  that  the  result  will  be 
to  make  the  asylum  an  object  of  its  regard  and  full  i^probatioo. 
They  also  invite  the  examination,  that  its  benefits  may  be  ex- 
tended, for  there  are  yet  many  insane  persona  in  the  State  now 
confined  in  misery  and  suflTering,  for  whom  there  b  now  no  hope 
but  in  death;  and  to  collect  all  tliese,  to  cure  many  of  them,  to 
make  all  as  comfortable  as  their  disease  will  admit,  is  the  object 
of  the  asylum. 

The  change  made  in  one  patient  recently  admitted,  will  show 
tlie  advantages.  A  lady  of  good  family,  well  educated,  was  bro- 
ken down  by  poverty,  and  becoming  insane,  was  sent  to  the  poor 
house,  in  one  of  our  largest  towns.  Her  insanity  mcreased,  and 
because  she  disturbed  all  the  inmates  of  the  bouse,  she  was  plac- 
ed in  bridewell,  an  out-building,  and  there  locked  up  alone;  when 
taken  from  there,  she  was  ravingly  mad;  a  week's  residence  at 
the  asylum  apparently  almost  restored  her.  She  became  quiet ; 
took  great  care  of  her  person:  her  room  was  kept  neat  and  orna- 
mented with  the  products  of  her  industry;  and  though  she  may 
not  be  restored  to  a  sound  mind,  she  is  now  where  she  can  be 
treated  as  a  human  being.  Besides  the  main  object  of  the  insti- 
tutipo,  the  curing  of  the  insane  and  the  alleviatioo  Off  their  con- 
dition, there  are  other  collateral  advantages.  A  greater  knowl- 
edge of  the  disease  of  insanity  is  disseminated  through  the  Sute, 
and  it  leads  td  the  proper  mode  of  treatmeot  to  many  who  are 
not  received  within  its  walls.  It  proves  that  kind  treatment  is 
the  only  proper  treatment,  and  that  it  can  reach  the  head  and 
heart  of  the  most  insane — that  it  is  not  by  the  whip  aiid  harsh 
osve  that  the  diseased  mind  can  be  best  eontroUed — that  it  i» 
kindness  and  benevoleBcei  whicb  totm  thft  atrengeal  reitraiats  o( 
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Aose  ivlio  ohtm  caonoc  ia  toy  cftlier  mmMr  he  pymttmA.  Be^ 
sides,  it  spreads  abroad  a  kiMiwtedge  of  the  causes  of  insaniljr^ 
h  poiBts  ohC  the*  vices  and  errors  which  lead  to  this  disease.  It 
taotions  the  young  and  UDWanr:  it  shows  that  ahboi^h  nMiny  of 
(bo  virtuoas  may  be  smitten  of  the  plague,  tliat  intemperance  and 
seasuaiity  aad  inordinate  passions  of  every  kind  are  often  «xci- 
ling  causes  of  this  dreadful  visitatioii. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  stthoMlted.

During  the  waroi  season,  the  iMmber  of  admissions  hare  been 
the  largest;,  and  I  believe  it  is  tftio.<faat  nM>re  persona  beooraedi^ 
ranged  at  that  time  than  in  coM  weather,  for  then  many  of  tbe 
causes  operate  more  strongly.  At  ibis-^io  tbe  husbandman  et 
pecially— busy  season,  man  seems  not  to  be  able  to  endure  as 
much  physical  exertion;  and  the  mind  partakes  of  the  debiMljr 
and  lassitude  which  attends  the  body. 

We  commenced  the  year  with  fortjF-seven  patients,-  and  our 
number  has  ranged  from  forty-three  to  seventy.  The  number  of 
^each  sex  has  been  very  nearly  equal  most  of  ifae  lime. 

Our  admissions  have  been  as  frequent  and  as  numerom  as 
could  have  been  expected ,  and  enough  to  have  nearly  filled  aU 
our  rooms,  had  they  not,  many  of  them,  beenprematurelyre- 
taoved.  Ttiirty-seven  have  recovered  and  gone  again  to  the  du- 
ties of  ttfe,  and  twenty  have  left  <is  only  partially  restored;  many 
of  wl)om,  by  longer  perseverance  in  remedies  adagted  to  tbeif 
cases,  would  proliabiy  have  entirely  recovered. 

Untii  the  public  generally  is  belter  iaformed  respecting  tbe 
chronic  chariK^er  which  iasanity  freqwentfy  assymes,  ^Hhe  directs 
ors  of  hospitals  for  the  iwane,  will  oocasiooally  have  to  regret  i» 
terrnptions  to  their  treatment  which  ihey  have  no  power  to  con* 
trol.  It  may  not  be  amiss  m  repeat  in  this  place,  that  it  is  rarely 
worth  while  to  send  a  patient  from  home,  ooleis  it  is  resolved 
that  there  shall  be  a  perseverance  in  the  use  of  remedies  br  al 
least  six  months;  and  no  case  of  insanity  should  bedeen>edhope^ 
less,  titet  boi  oot  bt«o  taoie  tbm  a  jrw  nnder  mataaeat.  '^ 
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,  ifkmouk  liwt  i^oy^mmi  ia  tUs  aqrkin  by  «aMiiuMg  •««  «K«- 
tioos  for  nftore  tlian  six  moothf^  «hO)  at  the  end  of  the  first  three 
nioaths'  trials  had  scarcely  begm  to  amoML 

The  mam  reasoo  for  the  inajorkjr  of  pvesiature  removak,  is 
pecuoiary  inability  on  the  part  of  friends  lo  oiaimab  patients  it 
the  asylom,  at  a  price  above  what  they  are  oUiged  to  pay  ebe* 
where;  aod  I  would  respectfiiKy  suggest  whether  hiuoanity  and 
justice  to  the  unfortunate,  do  not  dictale  that  the  charges  at  the 
asylum  with  its  acknowledged  superior  comforta,  should  not  be 
put  on  a  level  with  the  actual  cost  of  their  maiatenaace  in  aliafi* 
•houses,  or  the  small  pittance  given  to  private  families  for  tbtir 
Sleeping,  thai  guardians  might  feel  juslioed  on  the  score  of  ex* 
pense,  in  placing  their  wards  here.      * 

When  a  member  of  a  family  becomes  insane,  and  aU  the  roeans 
at  hand  o(  managing  him  are  exhausted — the  disease  baffling  the 
physician  by  its  continuance— the  neighbors  interrupted  in  their  own 
Misiness  and  worn  out  by  their  neighborly  kindnesses — and  the 
iamily  become  sick  from  constant  watching,  and  it  is  reaolred,  as 
she  next  resource,  to  place  hiin  in  the  asykun;  then  in  addition  to 
WeaUng  up  the  family,  and  placing  the  sick,  one  of  their 
ntmiber,  among  strangers,  it  ia  too  often  the  case  thai  they  are 
straitened  in  funds.  At  socb  a  time,  additional  expenses  accrue 
which  they  are  tU  able  to  meet.  A  litde  t'unely^  assistance  would 
aUeviaie  some  of  their  burdens,  and  be  gladly  received  by  almost 
every  such  tinfortunate  family. 

This  destitution  is  found  in  the  great  majority  of  families  visit- 
ed by  insanity;  and  conki  the  legislators  be  mibde  acquainted  with 
the  very  limited  means  of  the  individual  cases,  they  would,  I  am 
penoaded,  fed  that  they  were  doing  an  act  of  justice,  rather  than 
ef  eharky,  in  making,  for  the  present,  an  annual  appropriation  to 
ligbten  the  burdens  of  sueh. 

While  writing  this,  a  fine  gentleman  of  sixty  leaves  us,  whose 
f  oodition,  it  wouk)  seem,  is  more  pitiable,  if  possible,  now  thai 
lie  is  recovered,  than  it  was  wliile  insane.  He  vras  a  verj*  hard 
bboring  man,  of  strong  atmcbments  aod  tender  feelings,  with  a 
krge  family  of  young  cbitdven.  From  sickness  and  death  in  bis 
domestic  circle,  he  was  distressed  in  his  pecuniary  means,  aod, 
einking  under  bia  sorrows,  became  insane.  For  three  months  af^ 
ter  coming  to  the  asylnm,  bo  sufiered  much  from  fear  that  sber* 
ifis  were  after  him,  and  tiial  his  children  would  come  to  wanu — 
He  recovered  afiler  remaining  about  nine  months;  but,  at  last, 
dreaded  to  go  from  ns,  for  he  bad  ascertakied^-what  he  all  ak>qg 
feared  would  bappen*-Mhat  hia  home  had  passed  out  of  his  hands! 
The  aacrifiee  make  in  foreing  the  sale  of  hia  pfopetty ,  and  bis 
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-mmexpemm  tOMtwaUvwed  up  wInA  tkmM  btve  been  saved  to 
provide  a  borne  fior  bis  cbMreti  and  UaaeeK,  for  a  time  after  re- 
tumtog  to  tbe  world.  !•  tbts  case  the  town,  with  oomnieodabie 
liberality)  continued  bim  at  ibe  asylum,  after  bis  owa  means  were 
extaaosf^,  ontii  be  was  fully  restored. 

Five  of  our  family  bave  died.  Tbe  first  was  a  coosumptiire 
lady,  wbo  bad  bad  several  turns  of  spitting  blood.  Sbe  contin- 
osd  along  ler  several  weeks,  and  sunk  away  gradually.  Tbe  next 
was  a  well  educiered,  btH  sensitive  girl,  who  had,  for  years,  su(- 
fcrred  much  from  ker  disease  and  her  comfortless  situation.  Her 
fiiaiily,sewig  she  was  growing  more  feeble  and  was  wasting  away, 
called  for  assistance.  When  tbe  town  placed  her  in  tbe  Asyltiui, 
sbe  had  not  been  known  to  walk  for  a  year  or  more,  and  was 
quite  feeble.  Tbe  bowel  complaint,  with  wMch  sbe  was  afflict- 
ed, wore  hw  oat  after  six  weeks. 

Tbe  third  instaaee  was  that  of  gentleman  who  came  to  t»  vwf 
much  deranged  and  demented.  After  a  few  weeks  bis  system 
tallied,  and  strong  hopes  were  entertained  by  us  all,  that  he  would 
soon  reeover  and  be  with  his  family;  but  our  hopes  were  blasted. 
-He  again  ^eame  demented,  imagined  be  was  the  devil,  refused 
to  take  sufficient  food,  and  fatal  symptoms  of  appoplexy  super- 
vened. 

Tbe  fourth  death  took  place  in  the  case  of  a  mother  of  a  large 
famHy.  Sbe  bad  becoane  insane  from  taking  care  of  and  watch- 
ing for  a  long  time  with  her  children,  who  had  sickened  one  af- 
ter another  with  typhus  fever.  Sbe  was  feverish  and  highly  de- 
lirious when  brought  to  tbe  Asylum.  She  refused  food,  and 
raved  continually  until  her  fever  passed  off.  Reason  then  return- 
ed, but  the  strength  of  the  system  had  been  spent  in  her  excite- 
ment. Sbe  continued  rational  and  calm,  with  several  members 
of  her  family  around  her,  for  several  days  longer,  and  then  died. 

The  last  death  was  from  suicide.  The  man  supported  his  fam- 
ily by  shoe-making.  To  increase  his  income,  he  had,  within  a 
short  time,  opened  a  small  grocery  store,  from  which  be  had  sup- 
plied his  neighbors  with  alcohol.  He  was  a  man  of  tend'er  feeling, 
conscientious  and  unwilling  to  do  his  neighbor  wrong  ;  but  the 
bve  o(  gain  was  very  strongly  implanted  m  bis  bosom.  Whan 
reasoned  with,  as  he  was,  by  some  of  bis  neighbors  upon  tbe  im* 
propriety  and  sinfulness  of  tempting  his  neighbor  with  strong 
drink,  he  saw  the  evil  of  tbe  traffic,  and  of  his  influence  in  mak- 
ing drunkards.  His  conscience  was  pricked  and  gave  bim  oo 
peace,  neither  day  nor  night.  As  there  was  a  strong  predisposi- 
tion in  tbe  family  to  mental  derangement,  bis  reason  gave  way, 
and  be  becMie  iasaiie«    He  OMde  many  ectampte  before  and  af- 
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ler  eomiag  u$  ib«  A^ykm  to  ukt  bis  own  iiiii««t  iik  wtfiiid  < 
science  shut  out  all  hopes  of  peace  and  happHMtfs  io  iliis  worM ; 
aod,  as  ibe  impressioo  bad  beoofna- firmly  rofXtd  in  bis  nikid  tbn 
be  bad  coiuiaitted  a  sia  so  great  as  to  be  beyiM»d  tlie  bopeof  ptf* 
don  for  the  next,  be  sought  to  rush  Uindly  out  of  tkne  into  et€^ 
niiy.  \ 

After  taking  great  precautions  for  three  or  four  weeks  apnnit 
any  such  result  as  fioally  took  place,  be  became  calna,  great^  un- 
proved io  bealih,  and  bad  overeooie,  as  be  said  and  as  we  tbougbt^ 
the  great  propensity  to  do  violence  to  himself :  we  rekxed  our 
vigilance  over  bioi.  We  placed  confidence  in  hini ;  seal  him  to 
the  village  on  business,  and  to  church  on  the  Sabbatb,  alone.— 
He  seeoied  to  be  doing  very  well,  until  be  received  a  packise 
and  a  letter  from  boine.  He  soon  grew  melancMy  and  disturbed 
in  his  mind.  This  was  noticed  by  us,  but  we  dieferred  puttiag 
personal  restraints  upon  him  again,  as  tliey  were  irksome  to  him, 
and  had  a  tendency  to  aggravate  his  iatal  propensity. 

After  attending  religious  scfrvices  on  Sunday  and  working  oa 
Monday,  be  was  found  on  Tuesday  morning  sitting  on  the  Akm*, 
strangled  by  his  handkercliief,  which  was  fastened  to  his  bed- 
stead. 

It  seems  by  a  letter  found  in  his  pocket  after  death,  that  be  bail 
written  an  answer  to  liie  last  letter  from  his  wife  a  few  days  pre- 
vious. In  his  letter  he  said  :  '^My  great  sin  was  in  selling  alco- 
hol, in  talking  against  tl>e  temperance  nK)veu>ents,  and  in  induc- 
ing one  or  more  to  break  their  temperance  pledges."

Mgoad  bjr  thMe  w1k>  bimg  fMHiaiHs  to  (h»  Allure  ;  and  it  is  tbe 
one  ibat  seems  to  the  friends  most  prominent  in  producing 
the  disease.  But  there  is  hardlj  a  case  in  which  there  are  not 
more  than  one,  and  oAan  there  are  manj*  ckcumstaoces,  which 
bare  conspired  to  produce  the  result. 

Where  insanity  is  not  brought  on  suddenly  by  taking  cold,  a 
(eFer,&c.,  it  will  geoeraUy  be  found  that  ill  health  had  existed  for 
sometime  previotts  to  the  mind's  giving  way.  And  when  tbe 
causes  are  wholly  moraLor  mental,  it  will  also  be  very  generally 
found  that  tbe  nervous  system  had  become  very  susceptible.from 
loog  anxiety  ;  tha^  tbe  appetite  bad  gone  ;  that  the  digestive  or- 
gans were  disordered,  or  that  the  patient  had  passed  many"  nighto 
without  sleep,  before  reason  was  entirely  dethroned. 

Jleligious  perplexity  and  excitement  will,  whenever  our  divine 
aspirations  are  directed  by  bigoted  and  zealous  men,  be  ranked 
high  among  the  causes  of  this  malady.  Three  cases  of  ^^Miller- 
ism,*'  and  one  of  ^^Swedenborgianism"  have  come  to  us  this 
year. 

Tbe  legitimate  effects  of  religion  upon  a  healthy  mind,  are, 
serenity,  confidence,  cheerfulness,  submission  ;  and  its  ministers 
are  sent  forth  by  their  Divine  Master  ^Ho  heal  the  sick,to  cleanse 
tbe  lepers,  and  to  cast  out  devils.*' 

Fewer  females  than  males  have  become  insane  from  this  cause. 
Is  it  not  because  they  put  more  trust  and  more  implicit  faith  in 
tbe  promises  and  consolations  held  out  in  the  scriptures,  and  seek 
less  to  pry  into  the  mysteries  of  God's  word.  It  is  thought  that 
tbe  catholic,  from  his  undoubted  confidence  in  the  infallibility  of 
bis  priest  and  his  creed,  is  much  less  liable  to  be  disturbed  and 
deranged  upon  the  subject  of  religion,  than  other  sects,  whose 
privilege  it  is  to  seek  and  to  investigate  for  themselves,  the  way 
of  life  from  the  sacred  oracles. 

The  young  man,  and  he  who  has  a  large  family  dependent  on 
bim  for  support,  is  often  overwhelmed  with  pecuniary  embarrass* 
ment.  Seven  males  have  been  severely  tried  in  this  way,  and 
have  come  under  our  care  the  past  year. 

Not  a  largo  number  have  come  to  us  from  intemperance  direct- 
ly ;  but  indirectly  it  has  drawn  after  it  a  very  long  train,  including 
many  of  the  cases  from  '^domestic  affliction,"  *'ill  health," ^Moss 
of  property,"  &c.,  and  tbey  should  be  laid  to  its  charge. 

Watching  and  attending  upon  tbe  sick,  when  followed  con- 
stantly, would  seem  very  naturally  to  bring  on  nervous  fever  and 
mental  deranaement,  as  it  breaks  up  all  the  regular  habits,  de- 
prives one  oi  sleep,  and  is  attended  with  constant  care.  Several 
disttesfif^  cnse^  df  ibis  kind  have  come  under  our  care,  and  they 
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-were  all  femates-^tbose  minrsteriog angels  whose  detotion  to  the 
sick  never  lires.'

losmity,  like  many  other  diseases,  is  more  liable  to  returo  op- 
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OD  the  HUM  ladMdtMl  ilMr  wperiencifig  <Mia  or  loofe  tttickt. — 
Each  recurreoce  or  the  malady  renders  ibe  system  more  suscep- 
(fUe,  untii  a  periodicity  is  esublbhed,  varying  in  different  incfi- 
riduab  in  intervals  of  a  few  weeks,  or  months,  or  years. 

In  the  above  table  we  have  noticed  the  number  that  have  been 
attacked  at  each  decimal  period  of  life,  and,  as  far  as  po^sible> 
the  age  at  which  they  were  fir^t  afflicted  with  insanity.  But  few 
are  insane  before  the  age  of  puberty,  unless  the  disease  is  conge- 
oital,  or  from  injury  of  the  brain.  The  ages  of  5,  7  and  10 
Tears  are  the  youngest  at  which  any  of  our  patients  were,  when 
aberation  of  mind  was  first  noticed,  except  in  one  who  was  an 
Kiioc  from  birth.  A  gentleman  of  72  and  a  lady  of  70,  are  the 
'ddest  of  any  who  have  come  under  our  cere.

It  is  admitted  to  be  true  that  there  are  more  insane  persons  in 
single  life  than  in  the  married  state  ;  and  it  is  presumed  that  the 
tendency  of  the  married  life  is  to  prevent  rather  than  develope  in- 
sanity, though  there  are  causes  peculiar  to  each  condition.  The 
disproportion  arises  mainly,  I  apprehend,  from  the  fact  that  many 
become  insane  previous  to  the  lime  when  age  and  other  circum- 
stances would  favor  a  matrimonial  connection.  Quite  a  large 
share  of  all  become  insane  before  the  age  of  twenty  or  twenty- 
five.  The  additional  cares  which  a  family  imposes  upon  an  indi- 
vidual, brings  with  them  a  fixedness  of  purpose  that  conduces  to 
serenity  of  mind,  while  the  loneliness  of  celibacy  unsettles  the 
purposes  of  life,  which  render*?  the  mind  unstable.

It  is  a  rule,  in  the  management  of  this  Asylum,  to  give  to  each 
paiient  as  much  freedom  as  the  nature  of  the  malady  and  the  good 
order  of  the  household  will  admit.  Confinement  is  irksome  to 
most  people,  and  it  is  especially  so  to  the  irritable  and  restless 
insane.  Confident  reposed  in  those  under  our  care,  after  rea- 
son and  self-control  have  begun  to  return,  is  seldom  abused.  At 
the  lime  of  writing  this,  eight  of  our  patients  go  in  and  out,  tod 
about  the  village,  as  they  please.  Six  more  work  about  the  prein- 
ises  without  any  special  attendance  daily.  The  females  do  much  of 
the  work  in  the  domestic  department,besides  helping  to  do  the  sew- 
ing, knftting  and  weekly  mending.  All  walk  or  ride  for  their  health 
and  amusement,  more  or  less.  It  is  not  uncommon  for  all,  ex- 
cept the  feeble  and  sick,  to  be  out  of  doors  pleasant  days,  walk- 
ing about,  working  with  their  attendants  or  riding  in  the  carriage. 
Keeping  the  mind  and  body  in  moderate  action  secures  for  every 
one,  whether  in  Hospitals  or  out  of  them,  the  greatest  ainouot  of 
beahh  and  happiness. 

There  are  some  patients  who,  from  violence,  noise,  mischiev- 
ous habits  or  filthy  practices,  require,  for  the  good  of  our  other 
inmates,  different  accommodations  from  any  we  have.  In  refer- 
ence to  providing  rooms  for  such  a  class  in  connection  with  the 
Boston  Lunatic  Hospital,  where  it  was  not  intended  to  send  the 
violent  and  dangerous  insane,  a  committee  on  the  14tb  Dec., 
1843,  say,  to  their  report  to  the  city  council,  that  'Mhe  soficary 
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rooiDs".af  the  UeLmn  A^ylaiii  ^<ire'b«it«r  arrangecl  ihin  at  aoy 
imtkuttio  whhia  the  knowledge  of  the  coroniittee."    These  at- 
tracted their  notice  on  account  of  their  complete  neatness,  and 
exemption  from   unpieasant  effluvia.     The  frequent  ocoasions 
wbicli  occor  for  the  use  of  apartments  of  this  description,  render 
them  oecessary  to  every  well  regulated  lunatic  asylum.  At  Wor-  ^ 
tester  and  at  Soromerville  the  commitfee  perceived  their  utility, 
and  ther  were  then  occupied.     It  will  be  conceded  that  in  every 
luoatic  ball,  particularly  where  indiscriminate  admission  is  neces- 
saiy,  such  as  our  own,  a  class  of  patients  are  admitted,  who,  hav- 
ing been  unaccustomed  to  restraint,  become  noisy  and  turbulent 
dtving  the  paroxysms  of  their  malady — and  often  distarb  an  en- 
tird  wing  of  the  building  by  their  raving  and  outcries — and  this 
loo  as  well  at  night  as  in  the  day  time,  when  surrounded  by  their 
lellow*sufferers.     To  those  of  strong  nerves  the  phrensy  of  the 
iDsaoe  is  all  at  times  appalling.     But  what  influence  can  be  more 
pernicious  to  the  hypochondriac  or  the  lunatic,  than  to  be  awak- 
ened from  sleep  by  the  frantic  howl  of  the  maniac  in  the  dead  si- 
lence of  night  ?     There    are  also  instances   in  females,  where 
these  paroxyeois,  though  temporary,  are  periodical,  and  where  in 
a  day  or  two  they  become  placid  and  calm.     For  these  emergen- 
cies we  have  no  accommodation  or  substitute;  and  the  time  seems 
to  have  arrived,  when  the  dictates  of  humanity  suggest  their  pro- 
▼iabn.     Should  it  be  necessary  to  urge  this  subject,  another  rea- 
son exists  why  they  are  indispensable.     In  every  hospital  it  is  ne- 
cessary^to  exact  from  the  patients  the  most  implicit  observance 
of  neatness  aad  cleanliness,  in  their  persons  and  apparel.     When 
{Mtients  are  under  the  influence  of  phrensy,  they  trequently  man- 
ifest perfect  indifierence  to  decency  and  self-respect  in  their  bod- 
il}'  fiioctioos  and  general  deportment;  and  sometimes  are  prone  to 
filthy  practices  and   become  ofiensive  to  observation.     In  such 
cases  the  solitary  room,   with  its  proper   furniture,  is  tlie  only 
nieans  of  keeping  the   patjent  from   annoying  others,   and   from 
cooummicatlog  his  noxious  habits  to  those  who  happily  are  ex- 
Mopt  from  the   severity  of  his  malady.     The   absence   of  these 
fooms  in  the  Boston  institution,  seems  to  have  been  an  oversight 
in  the  conatruction  of  the  building,  and  it  is  confidently  antici- 
PMd  that  provision  will  be  made  forthwith  to  remedy  the  de- 

Conaeociog  these  suggestions  with  that  of  the  ^^employment 
of  the  imaates,  the  committee  recommend  that  an  additional  build- 
ing be  ereeced,  Ilc.,  with  euflkient  provuion  for  four  solitary 
roofoi  for  each  sex,  with  a  carpenter's  shop  and  such  other 
roons  for  aMdMuaal  empkjraMoM,  m  from  tioM  to  time  may

The  stock  on  hand  consists  of  one  horse^  one  yoke  of  oxen, 
six  cows  and  four,  swine. 

Aloiost  all  of  the  male  patients  are  willing  to  perform,  and  roa* 
iny  can  perform  to  adt antage,  considerable  labor  on  the  lara. 
Moderate  labor  promotes  the  health  of  alh  Those  who  labor, 
are  tbe  healthiest  and  happiest.  Some,  even  ^ite  restless^ 
noisy  and  excited,  will  go  into  the  field  and  do  various  kinds  of 
labor,  and  work  smartly  part  or  all  of  the  4ay  ;  thus  turniog 
their  overflowing  excitement  into  chancels  of  usefulness,  instead 
of  lettmg  it  run  waste  in  noise  and  miscbiefr  Manual  laber  as- 
sists tbe. restorative  meaos  used,  and  in  many  cases  it  iHerially 
piHMDotes  recovery  by  giving  health  to  tbe  systen,  erresrieg  ^m 
attention  and  iednciog  former  habits  of  thought  and  action,  fie* 
sidea  the  raising  el-  caopa,  u  Qiueb  flMNfe  kbnrtbas  faean  vfiecied 
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io  anmz  busbea^  cli|gii^4iod  moviog  rookS)  buildiqg  36  rods  of 
stone  wall,  cartiDg  t^aod  on  tbe  low  meadow  lands,  wharfing  up 
about  the  buildings,  setting  out  one  hundred  and  eighty-four  orna- 
meatal  and  fruit  trees,  making  tools,  fixtures  and  furniture.  And 
for  crops  for  the  coming  season,  there  have  been  planted  three 
acres  of  corn  and  three  acres  of  potatoes  :  two  acres  have  been  ' 
sowed  with  oats,  and  one  and  a  half  acres  have  been  devoted  to 
tbe  minor  garden  vegetables. 

The  females  have- assisted  in  making  clothing  for  some  of  the 
males  and  for  themselves,  and  in  making  up  the  furniture  for 
tbe  Asylum ;  and  have  helped  in  the  various  domestic  depart- 
luems. 

Mrs.  Colby,  the  matron,  with  all  the  females  employed  and  as 
maoy  female  patients  as  can  work  well,  have  met  sociably  once 
io  two  weeks  in  the  parlor.  They  spend  the  afternoon  very 
pleasantly,  making  articles  which  are  exposed  for  sale;  the  pro- 
ceeds of  which  are  expended  in  procuring  books  or  whatever  will 
afford  amusement  for  the  inmates.  After  a  few  hours'  work  some 
tUrtv  of  us  with  whatever  strangers  may  have  been  invited,  as- 
semble at  the  tea  table.  Thus  passes  an  afternoon  every  two 
weeb.  All  are  made  happier  while  the  party  lasts;  it  occupies 
tbe  m'mds  of  some  in  making  arrangements  for  it;  it  is  an  induce- 
meat  to  self»control  in  others  for  the  time  btnng  to  conduct  with 
propriety,  that  they  may  be  invited  again  j  and  it  adds  to  the  hap- 
piness of  tbe  whole  household,  in  procuring  the  means  of 
amusement  to  beguile  tbe  long  hours  that  would  hang  heavily  up- 
on us. 

Manv  are  fond  of  reading.  A  gentleman  from  the  we9tem 
part  of  this  State  put  into  our  hands  fifteen  dollars.  It  was 
iavested  in  books,  which  have  already  yielded  a  large  dividend 
of  interest  to'  our  reading  community,  and  which  form  the  nu- 
cleus around  which  we  hope  by  various  means  to  place  volimie 
after  volume,  imtil  we  can  gratify  our  inmates  with  the  choice 
of  a  book  from  a  very  respectable  library.  Books  of  litera* 
ture,  history,  the  sciences  and  miscellaneous  reading  are  much 
sought  after.  The  scriptures  we  generally  place  in  the  hands 
of  all. 

The  editors  of  the  following  periodicals  have  placed  us  under 
deep  obligations  by  sending  to  us  their  sheets  free  of  charge;  and 
io  behalf  of  our  reading  patients,  I  return  them  many  thanks  : — 
Keene  Sentinel,  Cheshire  Republican,  Congregational  Journal, 
Manchester  Democrat,  Belknap  Gazette,  N.  H.  Magaaine,  and 
tbe  Olive  Branch  and  Worcester  Palladium  from  Massachasens. 

From  the  priotif^  oiBces  of  tbe  N.  H.  Patriot,  FtlD^s  N.  H« 
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Patriot,  Statesman,  and  Congregational  Journal  we  are  permitted 
by  their  respective  editors  to  take,  weekly,  a  package  of  their 
exchange  papers. 

A  package  of  flower  seeds  and  materials  to  be  worked  up  by 
the  ladies  for  their  *'show  box,"  has  just  been  received  from  the 
benevolent  hand  of  that  friend  of  the  maniac.  Miss  I>.  L.  Dix. 

Dr.  Woodward  of  Worcester,  Mass.,  has  sent  to  this  asylum 
twenty  copies  of  hymns,  selected  and  printed  fdr  the  use  of  hos- 
pitals, havmg  for  their  liile  page,  *'Hymns  for  th^' New  Hamp- 
shire Asylum  for  the  Insane" — a  generous  donation,  that  shows 
the  benevolent  and  effi'cient  purposes  of  The  donor;'  and  it  is  oae 
which  we  in  our  infancy  are  glad  to  accept,  but  which  we  felt  too 
poor  to  buy.  He  will  feel  abundantly  rewarded,  I  am  confideot, 
when  he  is  assured  that  our  little  community  unite,  on  the  Sab- 
bath and  in  our  social  meetings,  in  singing  from  the  same  collec- 
tion that  the  choir  of  his  chapel  for  the  insane  daily  use. 

To  the  family  of  Mr.  I.  S.  Boyd  we  are  indebted  for  four  pots 
of  house  plants. 

Besides  the  occasional  religious  service  at  the  as}'Ium  in  the 
afternoon  of  the  Sabbath,  which  some  of  the  clergy  of  the  village 
have  been  kind  enough  to  conduct,  more  than  fifty  of  our  patients 
have,  during  the  year,  attended  the  meetings  at  some  of  the 
churches  in  the  village.  This  is  a  privilege  which  we  are  very 
gbd  to  indulge  all  in,  as  far  as  circumstances  vfiM  allow.  Some 
go  alone — others  with  their  attendants;  and  t  have  the  satisfac- 
tion of  saying  that  they  have  uniformly  conducted,  while  there, 
with  perfect  propriety.  Former  habits  of  life,  respect  for  the 
sanctuary  and  devotional  feeling  enable  those  considerably  iosaoe 
and  irritable,  to  exercise  the  proper  self-control  for  the  time.— 
Attending  public  worship  affords  4he  convalescent  an  opportunity 
of  mingling  again  in  society  before  leaving  our  care;  and  it  is  a 
good  means  of  inducing  former  habits  of  thought  and  feeling. 

Not  unfrequentJy,  when  recovering  from  derangement  of  mind, 
as  well  as  from  other  disease,  the  heart  of  man  is  "rery  siiscepti* 
ble  to  the  benign  influences  of  religion.  At  such  a  time,  a  last* 
ing  impression  might  often  be  made  upon  the  character,  that 
would  shape  its  after-course  for  happiness  to  the  individual,  and 
usefulness  to  tlie  world.

To  confer  upon  th^  insane  the  greatest  amount  of  good,  it  is 
obriously  necessary  that  the  asylum  should  at  all  times  be  stbout 
full.  Our  average  for  the  year  has  been  fifty-six  and  one  twelfth. 
We  have  had  admissions  enough  to  have  about  filled  the  house, 
had  those  remained 'with  us  who  had  not  recovered,  and  who 
were  removec;!  on  account  of  the  greater  expense  here  for  sup-' 
port,  than  in  alms-houses  and  private  boarding  places. 
*  To  continue  the  residence  of  those  who  do  not  recover,  aod  to 
induce  others  to  come  in,  the  price  of  board  must  first  be  re^ 
duced  to  a  level  of  the  bare  cost  elsewhere.  Several  overseers 
have  mentioned  $1.50  per  week,  as  the  sum  which  they  should 
feel  willing  to  pay  for  the  support  of  their  insane,  and  in  a  few 
instances,  I  have  been  informed  that  they  Were  so  instructed  by 
their  respective  towns.

The  bets  geoerally,  as  stated  m  the  above  report,  are  support- 
ed by  the  sworn  staoRoents,  in  writing,  of  the  several  cashiers 
of  the  banks  to  which  these  facts  rokte. 

Tbesuitements  o[  the  cashiers  have  been  carefully  examined,  and 
b  regard  to  many  of  the  i(ems,so  thoroughly  as  to  leave  no  reason 
k)  doubt  of  their  correctness.  The  cash,  inckided  in  those  state- 
pKots,  has  been  counted  so  far  as  to  test  the  accuracy  of  that 
item.  The  notes  duo  the  several  banks,  have  generally  been  ex-^ 
wined  one  by  one^  and  the  amount  of  them  calculated,  so  as  to 
leave  no  doubt  of  the  accuracy  of  that  item,  in  each  of  .the  sev- 
erti  statements.  And  hi  reference  to  each  bank,  above  enume- 
iMed,  I  have  made  such  enquiries,  and  obtained  isuch  an  acquaint^ 
ttce  with  its  paper,  as  to  leave  no  doubt  in  my  mind,  of  thoi 
shilttj  of  each  of  them  to  pay  off  promptly  whatever  balance  it 
owes  to  the  public.  With  regard  to  all  the  banks  abovenanied, 
I  am  happy  to  state,  that  the  recent  date  of  much  of  their  paper, 
^  fact  that  their  paper  of  the  same  character,  has  been,  as  ap» 
pears  from  their  books,  promptly  met  in  times  past,  and  the 
laige  number  of  persons  among  whom  their  loans  are  distributed/ 
are  circumstances  which,  uniting  with  what  I  know  of  the  matter 
personally  or  by  general  repikation,  leave  me  no  chance  whatever 
to  hesitate,  in  arriving  at  the  conclusion  above  stated. , 

The  account  with  the  circulation  is  kept  alike  in  all  banks,  by 
cbargiog  the  whole  amount  of  notes  signed  by  the  president  and 
cashier  for  circulation,  and  crediting  the  amount  which  has  been 
burnt  by  the  directors.  Deducting  from,  the  balance  the  amount 
of  bills  on  liand  and  redeemed  in  Bost^,  the  ^'circulation,''  at 
eoibraced  in  the  above  statement,  is  the  result.  A  dishonest 
cashier,  associated  with  a  negligent  president,  might  undoubtedly 
put  a  greater  amount  of  bills  into  circulation,  than  would  appear 
to  be  in  circulation  Irom  his  accounts.  A  vigilant  course  of  ac- 
tiou  on  the  part  of  the  president,  is  the  only  guarantee  we  can- 
bave  under  our  present  taws,  against  such  an  event.  In  many  of 
the  banks,  the  only  evidence  which  can  be  furnished,  in  relation 
to  the  important  item  of  circulation,  consists  of  the  statement  of 
the  cashier  and  his  accounta^  la  tbe  Granite  and  Piscataqua 
Banks,  certificates  of  the  president  thereof  are  kepi  upon  books 
of  record,  .or  otbe&wi|f«|y  showing  pn^sk^  hMr.  i^iiflj  ifeUanT^in 
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hiUt  tbej  hive  f igirad  «id  iMirerad  to  die  oghier  thui  eoabN 
oiBg,  upon  this  iroporunt  point,  the  tetttmooy  of  tiPO  pertOBt  ia* 
aiead  of  one.  And  it  would  perbtps  be  well  for  the  pybitc*  saif- 
tgr,  were  some  means  proridod-by  whtcb^  idi  biUs  being  regietend 
md  countersigned  ij  some  proper  ofioer  of  the  State,  all  cfaaaoe 
for  putting  out  a  fraudulent  circulation  should  be  annihilated. 

The  deposit  accounts  furntah  another  ield  for  the  proaeeutioo 
of  frauds,  bj  dishonest  cashiers,  in  a  matt«er  so.  secret,  as  to  de* 
fj  all  probability  of  detection  bj  any  person,  bowerar  vigihnl, 
employed  lo  invesligtto  the  affiiirs  oif  a  bank.  If  the  cashier 
sfa«Jl  appropriate  to  his  own  use,  the  moner  he  has  reoeired  fron 
depositors,  in  any  case,  keeping  no  record  of  such  transaotiom 
on  his  books,  it  is  evident  tfaat  the  directors  only,  who  are  aboat 
him  and  have  constant  intercourse  with  (be  customers  of  tbe  bank, 
will  be  likely  to  detect  him.  It  will  be  only  bj  acctdeot,  that 
such  an  operation  could  be  made  known  to  a  commissioDer. 

I  am  happy  to  have  formed  so  high  an  opinion  of  tbe  capacity 
and  integrity  of  tbe  officers  of  the  banks  to  which  the  above  re- 
port relates — qualities  in  those  officers,  upon  which  tbe  public 
must  relv  to  a  considerable  extent,  in  spite  of  all  legal  precau- 
tions— that  I  entertain  no  apprehension  that  any  such  frauds  as  I 
have  referred  to,  remain  to  be  discovered.  And  in  closing,  it 
gives  me  great  pleasure  to  acknowledge  the  prompt  assistanoe 
which  I  have  received  from  the  officers  of  all  the  banks  in  ques- 
tion, in  making  tbe  examinations.  All  which  is  respectfully  sid>- 
mitted.

The  undersigned,  one  of  the  Bank  Commissioners,  baving 
made  an  examination  of  tbe  Bank  of  Lebanon  at  Lebanon,  dw 
Pemigewasseit  Bank  at  Plymouth,  the  Winnipissiogee  Bank  at 
Meredith,  the  Merrimack  County  Bank  at  Concord,  and  tbe  Me- 
cbanicks' Bank  at  Concord,submits  the  results  of  bis  examinations 
in  the  following 

REPORT : 

Ttas pfineipaldtttfaM  of  Baah  ObnimiBeioners  are  set lorth  ia 
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see.  £9,  dMp.  140^  of  the  Revised  Slatutos,  in  ttte  rotiowing  tmn 
gotge:  ^^it  sIrH  be  the  duty  of  some  one  of  the  siki  commis* 
skmers,  once  at  least  in  each  year,  witbotic  previous  notice  to  the 
bank,  and  as  mocfa  oftener  as  the  Goremer  may  reqaire,  to  make 
personally  a  full  esanwiation  into  the  condition  of  each  bank  and 
management  of  its  afiairs;  to  inspect  all  books, papers,notes,boDds, 
and  other  evidences  of  debt  of  said  banks;  to  ascertain  the  quantity 
specie  on  hand,  and  generally  to  make  all  such  enquiries  as  may  of 
be  necessary  to  ascertnn  the  actual  condition  of  said  bank,  its 
ability  to  fnlfill  aU  its  engagements,  and  wlietfaer  it  lias  violi^ed 
any  provision  of  its  charter  or  any  hue  rekrtive  to  banks  and  bank*' 
rag,  and  to  report  the  condition  of  each  bank  to  the  Governor  as 
soon  as  may  be  after  such  examination.'' 

It  has  been  the  prkcttce  of  the  undersigned,  during  the  three 
years  he  has  holden  his  appointment,  to  make  the  examinations 
provided  for  by  law,  at  some  time  within  two  months  next  prior 
to  the  session  of  the  legislature.  The  dates  contained  in  a  sub* 
sequent  part  of  this  report,  show  that  my  examinations  the  pros* 
ent  year  have  ail  been  made  within  a  few  weela  of  the  present 
time,  ud  consequently  that  the  present  cooditton  of  the  fanrnks  is 
oearly  as  reported  herein. 

At  the  commencement  of  each  examination,  I  have  required  of 
the  cashier  an  exhibition  of  all  the  records  and  account  books  of 
the  bank,  and  have  so  far  examined  and  tested  them,  as  was  oe* 
cessary  in  coming  to  a  concltision,  whetlier  or  not  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  law  in  relation  to  banks  and  bankmg  had  been  violeled, 
and  whether  the  accounts  were  kept  in  a  mani>er  exhibiting  at  all 
times  the  exact  condition  of  the  bank.  I  have  also,  in  all  cases, 
examined  into  the  condition  of  the  bank,  ad  exhibited  upon  the 
books  at  different  dates  within  the  previous  year,  and  compared 
such  condition  with  that  appearing  at  the  time  of  the  examba* 
tion. 

I  have  next  required  of  the  cashier  n  written  statement  of  the 
actaal  means  and  liabilities  of  the  bank,  which  statement  I  have 
made  the  foundation  of  the  remaining  part  o(  the  examination  ; 
and  by  actual  examination,  have  tested  the  correctness  of  each 
item  exhibited  in  the  sutement.  In  order  to  do  this,  it  has  been 
necessary  to  examine  the  notes  and  other  se<;urities  and  evideo* 
ces  of  debt  in  behalf  of  the  bank,  the  signatures^  and,  as  far  as 
practicable,  the  value  and  amount  of  the  same,  and  also  to  asoer* 
tain  the  amount  of  specie  on  hand,  the  amount  of  the  bills  of  the 
tmnk,  and  the  amount  of  the  bills  of  other  banks.  In  addition,  I 
bave  never  omitted  to  reqtnre  ao  exhibilioii  of  the  evidence  of 
the  wlKiieiRiiKWBtof  Ulb  autfaoriiad  toba^i%0edby  ibeprim- 
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dent  and  cashier,  aod  tbe  evidences  of*  the  anioiiDt  destroyed 
Tbe  dtfierence  between  these  amounts,  less  the  anKMiat  of  biib 
io  the  bank,  shows  the  ckcolatioa. 

Having  pursued  the  foregoing  course  of  examtoetion,  and  ta» 
ken  the  oath  of  the  cashier  aod  some  of  tbe  other  officers  of  the 
bank,  as  to  the  truth  of  the  facts  thus  ascertaioed^  I  have  felt 
some  confidence  of  having  ascertained  the  true  cooditioQ  of  each 
bank  ;  yet  it  is  io  the  power  of  an  artful  and  dishonest  cashier  to 
conceal  the  true  condition  of  a  bank,  even  under  a  scrutioi»o§ 
etaminntion.  If  a  cashier  receives  money  of  depositors,  put* 
ting  the  same  in  bts  own  pocket,  and  making  no  account  thereof 
upon  any  books  of  the  bank,  his  dishonesty  cannot  be  detected, 
without  spendiog  sufficient  time  in  tbe  examination  to  call  in  all 
tbe  depositors'  books,  and  to  compare  them  with  tbe  boob  of 
tbe  bank.  This  is  a  laborious  undertaking,  aod  in  the  case  of  the 
Commercial  bank,  occupied  several  weeks.  Akbough  it  is  fea^ 
ed  that  this  course  has  been  pursued  by  one  cashier  in  ihe  Sttte, 
there  is  but  little  occasion  to  apprehend  that  it  could  be  practised 
to  the  extent  of  endangering  the  safety  of  the  public.  Stockhol- 
ders can,  to  some  extent,  secure  themselves  against  such  acts  of 
the  cashier,  by  requiring  a  bond  in  the  penal  sum  of  the  expect* 
ed  amount  of  deposhs.  I  have,  in  all  cases,  peqoired  of  the  casb- 
ier  of  each  bank  to  state  in  writing,  and  under  oath,  whether  be 
has  exhibited  alt  tlie  books  of  tbe  bank,  and  whether  they  con- 
tain an  account  of  aH  the  tranaacvioos  of  himself  in  tbe  capacity 
of  cashier. 

The  Pemigewat$€t  Bank  was  diartered  July  If  182&,  with  a 
capital  of  $50,000,  the  whole  of  which  has  been  paid  in.  Tbe 
charter  will  expire  March  1,  1845.  Of  the  whole  aoaount  of 
debts  due  the  bank,  the  cashier  and  directors,  under  oath,  esti- 
mate $2  28  to  be  bad,  #100  to  be  doubtful,  and  the  reourinder 
to  be  good  and  collectable.  $1,950  is  secured  by  a  pledge  of 
tbe  stock  of  tlie  bank,  belonging  to  tbe  debtors.  The  directors 
make  an  examination  of  the  bank  twice  a  year,  counting  tbe  rooo* 
ey  and  estimating  and  examining  each  individual  security.  Dis- 
counts are  made  by  the  directors.  The  directors  own  stock  to 
tbe  amount  of  $6,150  ;  and  their  aggregate  indebtedness  is  $1,- 
475  48,  as  principals  and  sureties.  Dividends  have  averaged 
6  1-2  per  cent,  per  annum.  Tbe  directors  and  officers  are, 
WilKam  Webster,  President ;  Josiah  Quincy,  Wm.

Of  ike  whole  wiouni  of  ilebts  6m 
tbe  bank,  the  president  and  cashier  estimtte  $200  to  be  bad,  aod 
doubtful  not  over  $200  ;  the  refsainder  to  be  good  aod  coUecta-

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There  are  some  outstanduig  and  aoaliowed  claims  of  officers 
of  the  bank,  for  services,  which  were  estimated  at  1 ,300  dollars 
ia  the  last  preceding  report,  and  which  are  not  included  above. 
They  are  now  onoitted,  from  a  belief  that  to  a  very  great  extcoii 
they  will  be  disallowed,  and  that  they  will  not  be  paid  out,  oatil 
the  indebtedness  to  the  public  is  wholly  discharged. 

When  a  special  examination  of  the  bank  was  held  io  Augosl, 
1843,  it  was  thought  by  the  Commissioners,  that  it  sbouM 
strengthen  its  position,  by  reducing  the  balance  over  and  above 
its  immediate  means,  for  which  it  was  indebted  to  the  public. 
Such  a  reduction  was  accordingly  enjoined  upon  the  direct- 
ors. 

How  far  that  suggestion  has  been  complied  with,  will  appear 
from  the  following  contrast  of  the  immediate  means  and  abil- 
ities of  the  bank,  as  they  existed  at  that  time,  and  as  they  exist

We  have  a  considerable  degree  of  confidence,  that  with  tol^ 
erable  management,  the  losses  of  the  bank  will  be  considerably 
less  than  we  have  estimated.  At  this  estimate,  a  collection  and 
application  of  the  means  embraced  in  the  three  last  items,  would 
leave  $l.i,030  52.  An  appllcoiion  of  the  unpaid  dividends,  now 
mcluded  in  the  item  of  deposits,  ($829  83,)  would  further  re-« 
duce  this  balance  to  $12,200  69.  That  this  sum  could  be  easily 
collected  out  of  stock  notes,  we  see  no  reason  to  doubt;  though 
we  are  aware  that  larger  payments  should,  ere  thU^  have  been 
made  into 'the  bank,  so  as  to  have  placed  it  in  a  much  stronger 
position.  ^ 

What  we  call  stock  -notes,  consist,  in  the  first  plaee^  of 
$36,831  58  of  notes,  given  for  so  much  of  the  stock  of  $50^000 
and  making  with  $668  42,  which  seems  to  have  been  paid  in,  in 
cash,  75  per  cent,  of  the  stock.  It  was,  in  fact,  arranged  when 
the  hank  went  into  operation,  that  each  stockholder  should  pay 
in  $12  50  on  each  share  in  cash,  and  $37  50  by  ndte.  These 
notes  were  aftenvards  changed,  and  generally  signed  by  three 
persons,  and  made  to  assume  the  form,  and  nominally  at  leasts 
the  liabilities  of  ordinary  discounted  paper.  In  the  suondplace^ 
there  are  classed  among  the  stock  notes,  notes  for  about  $4,800, 
with  interest  due  thereon,  which  were  given  a  few  years  after  the 
bank  wont  into  operation,  for  so  nHKh  money,  which  was  paid 
out  by  tbe  borrowers,  who  then  ntade  a  purchase  of  stock  to 
four  times  that  amount,  to  those  they  purchased  it  of,  as  a  return 
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of  so  oMich  stoqk  t*  tliej  bad  orignallf  paid  to.  TIm  oMb  stock 
was  thus  reduced  to  aboui  $8,000  00.  And  having  at  times  beaa 
compelled  to  make  extraordioaiy  efforts  to  keep  its  money  in  cir- 
culation, and  to  hire  funds  at  a  heavy  rate  ot  interest,  in  some 
cases,  with  the  expenses  of  borrowing,  equal  to  1 1  per  cent.,  the 
bank  has  constantly  labored  under  inconveniences  and  embarrass- 
ments, from  the  erroneous  principles  upon  which  it  was  estab- 
lished. That  those  principles  were  erroneou'f ,  we  understand  its 
officers  to  adroit;  and  we  believe  they  are  generally  disposed  to 
exert  themselves  for  a  closing  of  the  affairs,  as  soon  as  conven- 
iently can  be  done. 

Tlie  nature  of  the  operations  by  which  the  stock  was  made 
up,  renders  the  liability  of  the  directors  and  all  other  stockhold- 
ers, to  a  large  amount,  a  matter  of  course.  The  liabilities  of 
each  of  the  directors,  as  principal  and  surety,  and  the  amount  of 
stock  owned  by  each,  will  appear  from  the  following  table:

fact  that  ihese  loans  were  generally  made  before  the  passage  of 
the  present  laws  on  this  subject,  may  operate  to  excuse  this  state 
of  things,  we  leave  to  your  Excellency  and  to  the  Legislature 
CO  determine.

OF  WM.  M.  SMITH,  AGENT  OP  STATE  LANDS  IN 
COOS  CO. 

To  ih€  Legislature  of  the 

Stale  of  JV'eto  Hampshire^  June  Session^  1844: 

Whereas,  I,  William  M.  Smith,  of  StewartstowD,  in  the 
County  of  Coos,  was  appointed  by  the  Executive  of  said  State, 
on  the  19th  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1843,  in  pursuance  of  a  resolu- 
tion of  the  Legislature,  passed  December  20,  A.  D.  1842,  agent 
for  the  care  of  the  public  lands  belonging  to  the  State  in  the 
County  of  Coos,  and  for  the  preservaiioc  of  the  timber  during 
the  then  current  year,  and  to  report  to  the  Legislature  in  June, 
A.  D.  1544,  as  near  as  might  be,  (witliout  any  actual  survey  of 
the  land,)  the  quantity  of  the  public  lands  belonging  to  the  State 
in  said  county — their  quality,  and  the  quantity,  quality  and  con- 
dition of  the  tin)ber  thereon,  and  what  trespasses  and  depreda- 
tions (if  any)  bad  been  committed  thereon,  and  by  whom  com- 
mitted— do  report,  that  I  have  attended  to  the  duties  of  my  ap- 
pointment, and  find  and  report  the  quantity  of  the  public  lands 
belonging  to  the  State  in  said  county,  to  be  about  one  hundred 
thousand  acres. 

In  regard  to  the  quality  of  said  lands,  I  find,  by  examinatioD 
and  inquiry  from  those  best  acquainted  with  them,  by  explora- 
tion, that  one  half  of  the  above  mentioned  knds,  at  least,  is 
good  land  for  settlement — that  the  residue  is  somewhat  broken 
and  mountainous — that  said  lands  are  generally  well  timbered 
with  spruce  of  a  good  size  and  quality — that  the  spruce  timber 
is  by  far  tlie  most  abundant  and  valuable  of  any  timber  on  said 
lands.  There  is,  however,  some  white  pine  timber  of  good 
quality  on  said  lands;  but  it  is  so  sparse,  as  to  make  an  estimate 
of  the  amount  difficult.  I  should  judge,  from  the  best  informa* 
lion  I  can  obtain,  that  there  is  about  five  hundred  thousand  feet  of 
good  pine  timber  on  said  lands.  Perhaps  there  is  a  much  larger 
quantity. 

I  further  report,  of  the  above  mentioned  lands  belonging  to 
the  State,  about  four  thousand  one  hundred  and  fifty  acres  east  of 
Hall's  Stream,  were  lotted  out  with  and  made  a  part  of  the  town- 
ship of  Hereford,  in  the  province  of  Canada,  at  the  time  that 
township  was  located  by  the  British  Government.  Of  this  land, 
one  third  is  king's  land  and  one  sixth  clergy  lands.    Some  of  said 
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ik^  aod  clergy  land  has  been  leased  and  annual  rents  paid  to  the 

Briiish  Government*  The  leas^l  sore  for  loDg  terms  or  perpetual, 

aod  the  rest  is  still  claimed  by  and  paid  to  said  Government.     Of 

the  amouQt  of  lands   thus  situated,  your  agent  is  not  informed.- 

Tbe  rent  thus  paid,  is  five  dollars  annually  for  each  huudred  acrds. 

Tbe  residue  of  said  lands,  formerly  a  pari  of  said  Hereford,  and 

OD  the  East  side  of  UaiPs  Stream,  are  held  by  individuals  under 

gnats  from  the  British  Government.     I  also  report,  that  tres* 

passes  have  been  committed  on  one  or  more  of  said  lots  denomi* 

aated  elergy  lou,  lying  east  of  said  Hall's  Stream,  by  one  Otis 

Parker  aod  Cyrus  Parks,  both  of  Hereford,  in  the  province  of 

Caoadt — that  they  entered  on  said  lands  and  committed  said  tres* 

pisses,  as  they  allege,  by  virtue   of  a  ptrmity  recently  obtained 

irom  the  Hon.  John  Felion,  the  agent  for  king's  and  clergy  landd 

for  tbe  province  of  Canada. 

I  fuxiher  report,  that  about  one  third  part  of  tbe  township  of 
Ockiaod,  so  called,  in  the  province  of  CawKla,  lies  on  the  east 
side  of  Hall's  Stream,  (and  in  this  State,)  and  that  fourteen  hun- 
dred acres  of  the  same  on  said  east  side  of  Hail's  Suneam,  was 
sold  by  the  British  Government,  about  ten  years  since,  to  the 
^^British  North  American  Land  Company,"  and  said  land  com- 
pioy  still  ektini  to  hold  it  by  virtue  of  said  saie. 

I  further  report^  that  in  addition  to  the  above  mentioDed  tress- 
pass committed  by  said  Parker  and  Parks,  I  find  that  one  Ed« 
ward  Tabor  aod  Willard  Tyler,  both  of  Pittsburg,  in  the  county 
of  Coos,  have  entered  upon  the  State  land  on  lodian  Stream, 
and  committed  depredations  by  cutting  and  carrying  away  alioat 
tw^ty  thousand  feet  of  while  pine  timber-^that  said  trespasses 
were  committed  in  the  winter  of  A.  D.  I84d<4.

Dbar  Sir  :  In  reply  to  your  inquiries  of  this  morning,  as  to 
tbe  progress  and  prebaible  cost  of  tbe  printings  &c.,  of  the  Grs* 
ofegical  Report,  we  make  tbe  following  statements: — 

We  have  pffinted  128  quarto  pages  of  said  report;  and  we  now 
bate  on  hand,  copy  sufficient  for  about  25  pages  more*  We  un- 
derstand from  Dr.  Jackson,  ibat  tbe  report  will  nqi  exceed  250 
pages.  The  printing  of  tbe  report  has  progressed  as  fast  as  tbe 
copy  was  furnished,  until  (be  commeooement  of  tbe  preset  ses- 
sion of  the  Legislature,  during  which  it  has  been  interrupted  ua- 
avoidably. 

We  suppose  tbe  report  will  not  reach  250  quarto  pages^ — but 
estimate  tbe  nnnber  of  pages  at  250,  and  our  charges  for  print- 
inf  wUl  be  about  $425,  as  we  gather  from  a  bascy  calculation —  , 
mddag  tbe  cost  of  printing  to  tbe  StalA  about  71  cents  a  copy. 
Tbe  cost  of  tbe  map  of  the  State,  sections,  views,  cuts,  JLC,  as 
we  learn,  will  amount  to  about  $750,  or  $1,25  a  copy.  Tbe 
cost  of  binding,  in  tbe  style  of  the  New  York  or  Massachusetts 
Geological  Reports,  would  probably  range  from  33  to  42  cents 
a  copy — say  37  cents  a  copy — making  $222.

Tbe  interruption  in  printing  which  has  taken  place,  will  not 
materially  delay  the  completion  of  the  work,  becaose,  if  we  have 
abundant  copy  on  hand,  we  can  put  more  force  upon  tbe  work. 

We  understand  tliat  Dr.  Jackson  has  been  delayed  in  the  com^ 
position  of  tbe  report,  by  difficulties  pertaining  to  tbe  analysis  of 
soils,  ores,  minerals,  &c.,  and  by  difficulties  in  the  procuremenl 
of  the  sections,  views,  &e.

Tbe  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  is  $380,000  00,  to 
wUcii,  in  die  last  annual  report,  the  further  sum  of  $4,970  93, 
was  stated  to  have  been  added  hy  borrowing  that  sum  from  the 
coatingent  fund.

The  amocmc  paid  for  repairs  of  road  and  depots,  includes  the 
sum  of  $6,447  77,  which  has  been  expended  ouring  the  last  four 
years  as  the  puhUt  convenience  and  economy  required,  for  alter- 
•tioQa  iSKl  eoternpent  of  dopots*  side  toicksi  ^o^ 
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360  •  kPPtUfbtt. 

The  expenditure  for  repai^;^  of  eD^^oes  and  'cars,  Includes  tbe 
sun)  of  $1 1,768  64,  paid  l^r  a  new  locomotive  engine,  passenger 
car,  snow  plough,  a  stationary  engine,  sundr}'  tools  and  roachioe' 
ry  for  the  repairs  of  engines,  cars  and  road. 

From  the  earnings  of  tiie  road  during  the  last  year,  two  divi- 
dends have  been  declared  of  four  per^cent.  each,  and  paid  to  tbe 
stockholders. 

'  Owing  to  the  depressed  state  of  the  money  market  for  the  last 
season,  it  was  found  impracticable  to  invest  the  contingent  fuad 
advantageously,  and  a  portion  of  it  equal  to  a  dividend  of  four  per 
cent,  was  dcposELed  with  the  stockholders  in  November  last  in 
addition  to  ilie  regular  dividend  of  that  date,  and  in  anticipation  of 
ibe  comemplated  dividend  of  May,  1844,  leaving  the  fund  to  be 
again  re  inflated  by  the  earnings  of  the  road  between  November 
and  May.  But  since  there  appears  to  be  no  improvement  in  tbe 
money  market  nhich  warrants  the  hope  of  being  able  to  invest  the 
fund  profitably,  m\d  since  there  was  a  loss  of  interest  by  tbe 
stocktiold'^rs  on  assessments  paid  in  before  the  road  went  into  op- 
eration, nearly  equal  to  (our  per  cent.,  and  for  which  they  have 
never  received  any  compensation,  tbe  Directors  have  felt  war- 
ranted in  appropriating  that  sum  for  the  payment  of  that  interest, 
and  rely  upon  the  future  earnings  of  the  road  to  meet  such  con- 
tingencies and  repairs  and  renewal  of  motive  power,as  may  occui 
during  the  coming  season.  Whether  the  result  will  justify  this 
appropriation  of  the  contingent  fund  is  yet  hypothetical  and  re- 
mains to  be  proved  by  the  sequel. 

The  repairs  and  continual  depreciation  of  tbe  road  and  machine* 
jy,  IS  from  \he  length  of  time  the.  road  has  been  in  operation, 
dail^  increasing,  and  must  necessarily  require  larger  expenditures 
in  (uture  than  heretofore,  and  will  necessarily  require  a  uirger  pro- 
rision  out  of  the  earnings  of  the  road  to  meet  them. 

The  number  of  passengers  (including  way  passengers)  carried 
over  the  road  the  last  year  was  98,655. 

,The  number  of  tons  of  merchandise  transported  during  the 
same  time,  exclusive  of  wood  and  lumber,  generally  being  reck- 
oned at  a  thousand  feet  for  a  ton,  was  51,708.

OPINION  0P  JUSTICES  OF  SUPERIOR  COURT 
RELATIVE  TO  EXECUTIVE  APPOINTMENTS. 

To  the  Senate  and  HoUit  of  Representatives : 

As  time  roHs  on,  tbe  vacancies  occurring  in  such  offices  as  are 
by  law  limited  to  a  term  of  years,  and  necessary  to  be  filled  by 
the  Executive  branch  of  tbe  government,  those  offices  are  be- 
comiog  more  and  more  scattered  or  deranged* .  To  remedy  this 
difficulty  and  lessen  the  necessity  of  holding  a  multiplicity  of  ex- 
tra sessbns  by  the  Governor  and  Comcil,  it  was  some  time  since 
thought  advisable  by  the  then  Governor  and  Council  'to  ask  tbe 
opinion  of  the  Judges  of  the  Superior  Court,  as  to  the  richt  or 
power  of  the  Grovemor  and  Council  to  make  appointments  in  an** 
ticipation  of  vacancies  of  this  kind.  Thek  opinion  was  averse, 
and  I  DOW  transmit  a  copy  of  that  opinion  to  each  branch  of  the 
Legislature  for  their  consideration,  with  the  hope  that  the  Legis* 
kture  will  see  the  necessity  of  giving  the  necessary  power,  under 
such  restrictions  and  limitations  as  they  see  fit.

2.  That  no  appointment  can  be  made  to  fill  a  vacancy  in  an 
(^e,  where  there  is  an  incumbent,  before  the  expiration  of  his 
tern),  there  being  ix>  vacancy  previous  to  that  time,  and  the  Ex^* 
ecntive  being  aulborized  to  act  only  where  there  is  a  vacant  office 
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to  be  filled^  We  are  ttot  aware  of  any  pi1>7i9ien  ifthfeh  ooafiBn 
any  such  power  or  implies  its  existeoce-— aod  the  circucDsUttca 
that  important  changes  might  occur  in  the  ExecuUve  board,  and 
in  the  character  and  qualifications  of  candidates,  within  a  verj 
short  period,  indicates  that  authority  to  fill  a  vacancy  can  only  ex- 
ist  when  the  vacancy  has  occurred,  unless  there  is  an  express  pro- 
vision for  an  earlier  appointment,  and  that  there  can' be  no  diffe^ 
ence  in  principle,  in  this  respect,  whether  the  vacancy  will  occur 
within  the  pohiical  year,  or  beyond  it,  unless  it  be  that  in  the  lat- 
ter case  the  Legislature  could  make  no  provision  for  an  appoiat- 
roent  to  fill  a  vacancy  which  would  occur  beyond  the  constitutional 
term  of  those  who  should  make  it. 

The  opinions  above  expressed  are  believed  to  be  in  accordance 
with  the  usage  in  this  State. 

Perhaps  the  re-appointment  of  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  may  not 
come  within  the  above  rule  ;  as  that  is  not  properly  an  appoint- 
ment to  fill  a  vacancy  ;  although  the  clause  in  Uie  constitution, 
respecting  the  term  of  that  office,  might  be  construed  as  author* 
izing  a  re-appointment,  only  after  the  expiration  of  the  former 
term. 

Constant  occupation  in  the  business  of  the  present  judicial  cir- 
cuit has  prevented  an  earlier  consideration  of  the  questions  pre* 
sented,  and  leaves  us  no  leisure  to  state  our  reasons  for  those 
opinions  more  at  large.

The  General  Court  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  having 
this  day  convened  at  the  Capitol,  in  Concord,  agreeably  to  ad- 
journment, at  their  last  June  session,  the  following  members  of

The  Senate  having  been  called  to  order  by  the  President, 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Gate — 

Ordered,  That  the  Clerk  mformthe  House  of  Representatives 
that  a  quorum  of  the  Senate  have  assembled,  and  ace  ready  to 
proceed  to  the  business  of  the  session. 
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Tbe  following  message  from  the  House  of  Representatives  was 
brought  in  by  their  Clerk  : 

^^Mr.  President — I  am  directed  to  mform  the  Hon.  Senate 
that  a  quorum  of  the  House  of  Representatives  have  convened, 
and  are  ready  to  proceed  to  the  business  of  the  session." 

The  following  message  from  the  House  of  Representatives  was 
brought  in  by  their  Clerk  : 

"Mr.  President — The  House  of  Representatives  have  ap- 
pointed Messrs.  Pillsbury,  Parker  of  Fiizwilliaro  and  Gray,  a 
committee,  with  such  as  the  Senate  may  join,  to  wait  on  His  Ex- 
cellency the  Governor,  and  inform  him  that  quorums  of  both 
branches  of  the  Legislature  have  convened,  and  are  ready  to  re- 
ceive any  communication  he  may  be  pleased  to  make,  in  which 
they  ask  the  concurrence  of  the  Hon.  Senate."- 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Gibson — 

Resohedy  That  the  Senate  concur  with  the 'House  of  Repre- 
sentatives in  the  appointment  of  a  joint  select  committee  to  wait 
on  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  and  inform  him  of  the  assemb- 
ling of  the  Legislature. 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Gibson  be  joined  to  said  committee,  on 
the  part  of  the  Senate. 

Ordered,  That  the  Clerk  notify  the  House  of  Representatives 
accordingly. 

Mr.  Gibson,  from  the  joint  select  committee  appointed  to  wait 
on  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  and  inform  him  that  a  quorum 
of  both  branches  of  the  Legislature  have  assembled,  and  are 
ready  to  receive  any  communication  he  may  be  pleased  to  fnake, 
reported  that  they  had  attended  to  that  duty,  and  that  His  Excel- 
lency had  replied  that  he  would  shortly  send  in  a  written  com- 
munication to  each  branch. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Smith — 

The  report  was  accepted. 

The  following  message  from  His  Excellency  was  brought  in 
by  the  Secretary  of  State  : 

Fdlow'  Citizens  of  the  Senate 

and  House  of  Representatives  : 

The  day  has  arrived  to  which  you  were  adjourned,  and  we  are 
again  assembled  and  prepared,  I  trus^,  to  proceed  without  delay 
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to  accomplish  the  duties  incumbent  on  us.  Among  the  most  im- 
portant which  will  claim  your  attention,  is  the  re-apportionment 
of  public  taxes.  To  do  this  with  that  care  and  attention 
which  its  importance?  defnands,  will  require  laborious  inves- 
tigation and  patient  exercise  of  the  judgment.  All  local  consid* 
eratioDs  should  be  laid  aside,  and  property,  wherever  it  exist'?, 
should  be  made  to  bear  its  equal  share  of  the  necessary  public 
burdens  of  society. 

During  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  numerous  petitions 
were  presented,  praying  for  various,  if  not  conflicting,  alterations 
in  our  present  itilitia  system.  That  the  militia  laws  might  be  im- 
proved,! am  not  disposed  to  doubt;  but  I  am  clearly  of  opinion  that 
(lotJI  the  petitioners  can  agree  among  tbemselves,0T  the  public  mind  • 
settle  down  upon  a  system  equally  elective  and  less  expensive 
than  the  present,  it  will  be  best  to  adhere  to  the  one  now  in 
l9rce. 

Since  the  adjournment  of  the  Legislature,  their  order  direct- 
ing the  construction  of  a  chapel  for  the  use  of  the  prisoners  in  v 
the  State  Prison,  has  been  executed,  and  the  old  chapel  changed 
into  a  tiospital.  Those  alterations  have  enabled  the  warden,  phy- 
sician and  other  officers  lo  render  to  an  unusually  Jarge  number  of 
sick  persons  a  degree  of  care  and  attention,  highly  necessary  to 
them,  but  which  otherwise  could  not  well  have  been  bestowed  ' 
tjpon  them. 

Although  there  are  acknowledged  defects  and  imperfections  in 
the  constitution  of  this  State,  yet  the  citizens  of  the  State  have 
by  their  votes  declined  to  order.jts  revision  ;  and  as  the  servants 
of  the  people,  we  are  bound  by  that  decision,  and  are  not  at  Hb- 
erty  to  sec  aside  or  even  evade  those  clauses  which*are  acknowl- 
edged to  be  defective  or  against  the  spirit  of  the  age  in  which  we 
/ire. 

The  question  as  to  the  abolition  of  capital  punishment  has  also 
been  decided  in  the  negative.  The  reasons  which  induced  such 
decision,  are  known  only  to  those  who  so  voted.  To  me,  it  is 
I  decision  full  of  painful  regret.  A  fellow  mortal  now  lies  con- 
ioed  in  a  duogeon,  condenined  to,  death — condemned,  at  most, 
>Q  circumstaotial  evidence;  and  although  that  evidence  was  strong 
nougb  to  induce  an  impartial  jury  to  convict  him,  yet  there  Is  a 
^uibility  that  he  did  not  do  the  deed  for  which  he  is  condemned 
0  suffer*  Guilty  or  not  guilty,  I  cannot  forbear  urging  theXiCg- 
ilature  to  commute  his  punishment  from  the  penalty  of  death  to 
\mt  of  imprisonment  for  life.  Surely,  if  vengeance  is  not  the 
bject  of  the  law,  the  security  of  the  public  can  be  efiectually 
uarded  by  ioaprisonmeot. 
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It  would,  perhapsj  be  out  of  place  for  me  to  congratulate  the 
Legislature  od  the  result  of  the  Presidenual  election  ;  yet  I  can- 
not forbear  saying  that  its  result  must  go  far  towards  convincing 
political  aspirants  that  honest,  straight-forward  action  is  far  prefer- 
able to  ever  varying  professsions,  corrupting  schemes  of  distribu- 
tion, or  false  issues  on  national  policy. 

Not  many  years  since,  it  was  confidently  said,  that  without  a 
National  bank  the  currency  would  be  ruined,  and  exchanges  from 
one  section  of  the  country  to  another  would  be  disastrously  dis- 
ordered, if  not  rendered  impossible  of  being  effected  at  all.  Time 
has  proved  these  confident  predictions  to  be  wholly  unfounded. 
A  sound  and  wholesome  trade  has  affected  that  which  the  United 
States  Bank  failed  to  do,  and  has  gone  far  towards  convincing  ev- 
ery one  opcQ  to  conviction,  that  trade  left  to  itself,  will  regulate 
its  own  concerns  much  better  than  any  artificial  power  can  do  it. 

Such,  also,  will  be  the  fate  of  the  present  tariff  predictions. 
The  tariff,  left  as  it  now  stands,  will  work  the  destruction  of  the 
interests  involved  in  its  immoderate  protective  clauses.  Protec- 
tive duties  have  the  effect  of  enhancing  the  price  of  the  articles 
protected,  and  in  proportion  to  the  rise  of  prices,  will  be  the 
profits  made  by  the  producer  or  manufacturer.  If  those  profits 
ere  large,  the  inducement  to  capitalists  is  great  to  extend  such 
profitable  business  ;  and  this  is  often  done  so  hastily,  that  pru- 
dence is  lost  sight  of.  '  A  rush  takes  place,  the  business  is  over- 
done, and  the  home  market  must  be  resorted  to  ;  but  this  cannot 
be  done  except  at  a  sacrifice  ruinous  alike  to  the  business  of  the 
manufacturer  and  all  other  interests  necessarily  connected  there- 
with. That  wp  are  fast  approaching  such  a  crisis  I  cannot  doubt. 
Manufacturing  establishments  are  being  erected  or  enlarged  with 
such  haste  that  time  is  not  given  for  the  damp  walls  of  the  build- 
ing, or  the  paint  on  the  machinery,  to  dry.  Machines  of  all  kinds, 
new  and  old;  are  eagerly  sought  after  and  as  eagerly  set  in  mo- 
tion. The  late  land  speculations  were  scarcely  conducted  vmh 
less  deliberation  or  judgment,  than  are  the  erection  of  mills  or 
purchase  of  stock  in  mills  already  built.  If  the  concern  can 
show  large  dividends,  no  matter  how  made,  no  matter  what  the 
construction  or  durability  of  the  buildings  or  machinery  may  be, 
they  are  rarely,  if  ever,  examined  or  mquired  after-^present 
gains  alone  control  the  decision  of  the  purchaser.  The  result  is 
inevitable — protective  duties  cannot  save  interests  thus  situated, 
from  a  revulsion,  which  must,  sooner  or  later,  bear  heavily  on 
the  operatives,  and  force  them  either  (o  add  to  their  already  bur- 
densome hours  of  labor,  or  submit  to  a  laree  reduction  of  wages; 
perhaps  both.     Such  has  ever  been  and  will  be  the  result  of  all 
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hot-bed  systems.    If  we  wish  to  have  wholesome  and  permaoeot 
interests  o(  any  kind,  we  must  admit  of  a  fair  competition.

**  Mr.  President — The  House  of  Representatives  have  voted 
not  to  pass  the  bill,  entitled 

**An  act  lo  incorporate  the  Trustees  of  Donations  to  the  Prot- 
estant Episcopal  Church," 

Which  had  passed  both  branches  of  the  Legislature  and  been 
presented  to  His  Excellency  the  Governor  for  his  approval,  and 
returned  by  him  to  the  House  with  his  objections  to  its  passage. 

The  House  have  passed  preambles  and  sundry  resolutions  in 
relation  to  the  treatment  of  Thomas  Wilson  Dorr,  by  the  acting 
authorities  of  Rhode  Island,  in  which  they  ask  the  eoncurrence 
of  the  Hon.  Senate." 

The  following  preambles  and  resolutions,  sent  up  from  tlie 
House  of  llepreaentatives,  in  relation  to  the  treatment  of  Thames 
Wilson  Dorr,  by  the  acting  authorities  of  Rhode  Island  were 
read  and  are  as  follows: 

Whereas  it  is  provided  by  the  6th  article  of  the  amend- 
neots  to  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  <^  That  in 
all  criminal  prosecutions  the  accused  shall  enjoy  the  right 
te  a  speedy  and  public  trial  by  an  impartial  jury  of  the  Stale 
and  district  wherein  the  crime  shall  have  been  committed; 
which  district  shall  have  been  previously  ascertained  by 
law  ;  and  to  be  informed  of  the  nature  and  cause  of  the  ac- 
cusation ;  to  be  confronted  with  the  witnesses  against  Jiim ; 
to  have  compulsory  process  for  obtaining  witnesses  in  his 
favor ;  and  to  have  the  assistance  of  counsel  for  his  de- 
fence." And  whereas  a  citizen  of  one  of  the  States  of 
this  repnblks,  (Thomas  Wilson  Dorr,)  has,  by  the  constitut- 
ed authorities  of  that  State,  been  charged  with  the  crime  of 
treason — arraigned  before  its  courts— -pronounced  guilty  of 
the  offence  olmrged,  and  by  that  court  sentenced  to  hard  la- 
bor in  the  State  prison  during  his  natural  life  :  And  where- 
as, in  the  opinion  of  this  Legislature,  all  the ;  subsitantkl 
forms  of  justice  required  to  be  observed  in  criminal  caaeSi 
were  duriog  his  trial  for  that  offence  disregarded,  his  rights 
'  -grosily  TioUlttd  and  denied  to  bim  by  his  removal  for  trial 
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from  the  vidtioge  in  which  the  crime  wai  aUeged  to  have 
been  committed ;  by  the  selection  of  a  packed  jury,  all  of 
whom  were  his  political  enemies ;  and  by  the  refusal  oo  the 
part  of  the  judges  of  the  court  before  whona  he  was  tried, 
to  permit  him  by  the  strongest  evidence  which  it  was  pos* 
sible  to  offer,  to  establish  his  innocence,  and  to  prove  that 
the  acts  for  which  he  was  charged  with  the  crime  of  trea- 
son, were  only  in  obedience  to  the  constitution  of  the  State, 
whose  chief  magistrate  he  was,  and  as  such  w£ts  bound  to 
support  that  constitution  which  the  people  of  Rhode  Island 
had  adopted  ;  and  which  evidence  of  its  adoption  he  offered 
to  lay  before  the  court,  by  presenting  to  them  the  votes  of 
the  people  themselves,  90  which  votes  were  the  nam^is 
of  the  voters,  so  that  if  fraud  or  illegal  voting  had 
been  resorted  to  in  the  adoption  of  the  constitution,  the 
court  would  be  enabled  to  detect  the  same—- all  of  which 
evidence  was  rejected,  and  the  decision  of  his  guilt  or  inno- 
cence, in  which  was  involved  the  great  and  important  ques- 
tion of  the  right  of  the  people  to  establish  a  constitution  or 
form  of  government  suited  to  their  own  wants  and  conven- 
ience, was  referred  to  a  jury  packed  for  the  occasion,  and 
three  of  whom  he  offered  to  prove  to  the  court,  bad,  in  vio- 
lation of  their  oath,  prejudged  his  case : 

Therefore,/  Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
re0entatives  in  General  Court  convened,  That  in  the  per- 
son of  Thomas  Wilson  Dorr,  now  confined  in  the  Stale 
prison  of  Rhode  Island,  the  authorities  of  that  State  have 
trampled  upon  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  by  de- 
nying te  him  the  right  to  be  tri^  by  an  impartial  jury^  in 
tha-iAeinage  in  which  the  crime  was  alleged  to  have  been 
committed,  and  by  refusing  to  him  the  right  of  introducing 
testimony  tending  to  establish  his  innocence  of.the  offence 
eharged  ;  and  that  it  is  the  duty  x)f  Congress  io  restore  to 
the  said  Thomas -Wilson  Dorr  those  sacred  rights  guarantied 
to  him  by  the  constitution,  as  a  mansuid  as  a  citizen  of  this 
republic ;  and  to  wipe  out  the  deep  and  damning  stain 
stamped  upon  our  national  escutcheon  by  the  mock  trial 
and*  condemnation  of  this  individual,  guilty  of  no  offeoee 
but4hat  of  maintaining  the  sovereignty  o£  the  people,  and 
of  obeying  their  sovereign  will ! 

And  whereas  it  is  provided  by  the  8th .  article  of  Ae 
amendments  of  the  constitation  of  the  Unked  Statea  that 
'^  Excessive  bail  shall  not  be  required,  nor  excessive  fines 
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imposed,  nor  cruel  and  timisaal  ponishmaiit  infliclad,"  and 
vhbreas  the  punishment  imposed,  upon  the  said  Thomas 
Wilson  Dorr,  is,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Legislature,  both 
*^ cruel  andunusuaP^ — unusual  as  being,  it  is  believed,  the 
first  offence  of  a  strictly  political  character  which  has  been 
punished  by  a  State  since  the  Declaration  of  American  In- 
dependence ! — unusual,  when  the  nature  of  the  offence  is 
considered  in  connection  with  the  plain  principles  upon 
which  the  government  of  the  United  States  is  founded,  the 
principle  of  the  sovereignty  of  the  people ;  and  whereas  it 
is  the  manifest  duty  of  the,  genersd  government  to  protect 
and  guard  the  rights  of  individuals  so  far  as  those  righta  aie 
gOBrantied  by  the  constitution — therefore — 

Resolved,  That  the  imprisonment  of  Thomas  Wilson 
Dorr  by  the  authorities  of  Rhode  Island,  presents  to  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  a  case  of  ^^cruel  and  unuettal 
punishment,^^  inflicted  upon  that  individual  for  exercising  in 
a  constitutional  manner,  the  duties  imposed  upon  him  as 
chief  magistrate  of  that  State,  to  which  oflice  he  was  duly 
elected  under  ft  constitution  adopted  by  a  large  majority  of 
its  citizens,  and  as  such  calls  loudly  upon  the  general  gov- 
ernment to  extend  to  him,  the  said  Thomas  Wilson  Dorr, 
that  protection  against  tyranny  and  oppression  which  the 
government  of  these  Ui^ited  States  is  bound  in  good  faith 
to  extend  to  all  and  every  one  of  its  citizens. 

Resolved,  That  while  we  disclaim  all  right  to  interference 
with  the  internal  police  and  regulations  of  our  sister  States, 
leaving  to  them  the  full  exercise  of  sovereign  p>ower,  (so  far 
as  it  has  not  been  delegated  to  the  United  States,)  yet,  we 
cannot  but  protest  against  the  wanton  exercise  of  this  pow- 
er by  the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  in  the  case  of  Thomas 
Wilson  Dorr,  who,  as  a  citizen  of  the  United  States^  has 
rights  which  should  be  regarded  as  sacred,  and  which  the; 
general  government  is  bound  to  maintain  and  defend. 

Resolved,  That  we  regard  the  doctrine  of  the  sovereign- 
ty of  the'  people  as  of  vital  importance  to  the  stability  and 
permanency  of  our  republic,  and  that  the  people  of  Rhode 
Island,  in  common  with  the  people  of  the  other  States  cofla- 
posing  this  Union,  possess  this  right — that  when  they  speak, 
*'  FuUfaiih  and  credit  shall  le  given  in  each  Siaie  i&^  their 
'^pubUc  acts,^^  one  of  which  was  the  establisment  of  a  con- 
stitmion,  adopted  by  a  majority  of  her  people,  and  another 
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the  election  of  offioefs  iind«r  that  coDititutioOi  #f  which 
Thomas  Wilson  Dorr  was  the  chief  magistrate,  and  as  soch 
should  have  Men  recognised  by  the  several  States  compos' 
ing  this  Upion,  and  by  the  United  States  government  itsdf.

The  following  message  from  His  Excellency  the  Goveroor, 
was  received  by  the  Secretary  of  State: 

Felloto  Citizens  of  the  Senate 

and  House  of  Representatives : 

The  day  has  arrived  to  which  you  were  adjourned,  and  we  are 
again  assembled  and  prepared,  I  trust,  to  proceed  without  dehj 
tp.  accomplish  the  duties  incumbent  on  i^.  Among  tbe^  most  im- 
portant which  will  claim  your  attention,  k  the  re-apportionmeM 
of  public  taxes.  To  do  this  with  that  care  and  attention  wUoh 
its  importance  demands,  will  require  laborious  investigation  aod 
patient  exercise  of  the  judgment.  All  local  coosideratioiis  should 
be  laid  aside,  and  property,  wherever  it  exists,  should  be  made 
to  bear  its  equal  sbftre  of  the  necessary  public  burdens  of  aocietj. 

During  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  numerous  petitioas 
were  presented,  praying  for  various,  if  not  conftctiog,  alteratioBe 
in  our  present  militia  system.  That  the  mililia  mws  oAigfat  be  ifli- 
proved,  I  am  not  disposed  to  doubt;  but  I  am  clearly  of  opioioo 
that  until  the  petitioners  can  agree  among  themaekes,  or  tbe  pdb- 
lie  mind  settle  down  upon  a  system  equally  efieotive  and  Jess  ex* 
pensive  than  the  present,  it  will  be  best  to  adhere  to  the  one  nov 
m  force. 

Since  the  adjournment  of  tbe  Legi8laiiMre>  their  order  direct- 
ing the  construction  of  a  chapel  for  the  use  of  the  prisooetv  m 
tbe  State  Prison,  has  been  executed,  and  tbe  old  chapel  cbaoeed 
1910  a  hpspttak    Tfaoae  altenrtions  hare  andblod  th»  wrdeg^  f^> 
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siciao  and  other  officers  to  render  an  upusually  large  number  of 
sick  persons  a 'degree  of  care  and  attention,  highly  necessary  to 
them,  but  which  otherwise  could  not  weD  have  ^  been  bestowed 
upon  them. 

Although  there  are  acknowledged  defects  and  imperfections  in 
the  constitution  of  this  State,  yet  the  citizens  of  the  State  have 
by  their  votes  declined  to  order  its  revision;  and  as  the  servants 
of  thd  people,  we  are  bound  by  that  decision,  and  are  not  at  lib- 
erty to  set  aside  or  even  evade  those  clauses,  which  are  acknowl- 
edged to  be  defective  or  against  the  spirit  of  the  age  in  which  we 
lire. 

The  question  as  to  the  abolition  of  capital  punishment  has  also 
been  decided  in  the  negative.  The  reasons  which  induced  such 
tieeision,  are  known  only  to  those  who  so  voted.  To  me,  it  is 
a  decision  full  of  painful  regret.  A  Sellow  mortal  now  lies  con- 
fined in  a  dungeon,  condemned  to  deaths-condemned,  at  most, 
on  circumstantial  evidence;  and  although  that  evidence  was  strong 
enough  to  induce  an  impartialiury  to  convict  him,*  yet  there  is  a 
possibilitf  that  he  did  not  do  the  deed  for  which  he  is  condemned 
to  suffer.  Guilty  or  not  guilty,  I  cannot  forbear  urging  the  Leg- 
blature  to  commute  his  punishment  from  the  penalty  of  death  to 
that  of  imprisonment  for  life  Surely,  if  vengeance  is  not  the 
object  of  the  law,  the  sectirity  of  the  public  can  be  effectually 
guarded  by  imprisonment. 

It  would,  perhaps,  be  out  of  place  for  me  to  congratidate  the 
Legislature  on  the  result  of  the  Presidential  election;  yet  I  can-' 
not  forbear  saying  that  its  result  must  go  far  towards  convincine 
political  aspirants  that  honest,  straight-forward  action  is  far  pref- 
erable to  ever  var}'ing  professions,  corrupting  schemes  of  distri- 
bution, or  false  issues  on  national  policv. 

Not  nUtny  years  since,  it  was  confidently  said,  that  without  a 
National  bank,the  currency  would  be  ruined,  and  exchanges  from 
one  section  of  the  country  to  another  would  be  disastrously  dis- 
ordered, if  not  rendered  impossible  of  being  effected  at  all.  Time 
has  proved  these  confident  predictions  to  be  wholly  unfounded. 
A  sound  and  wholesome  trade  has  effected  that  which  the  United 
Slates  Bank  lailed  to  do,  and  has  gone  far  towards  convincing  ev- 
ery one  open  to  conviction,  that  trade  left  to  itself,  will  regulate 
its  own  concerns  much  better  than  any  artificial  power  can  do  it. 

Such,  also,  will  be  the  fate  of  the  present  tariff  predictions. 
The  tariff,  left  as  it  now  stands,  will  work  the  destruction  of  the 
interests  involved  in  its  immoderate  protective  clauses.  Protec- 
tive duties  have  the  effect  ol  enhancing  the  price  of  the  articles 
protected,  and  in  proportioo  to  the  rise  of  prices,  will  be  Ae 
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profits  made  by  tbe  producer  or  uaDuracttirer.  If  those  po6ts 
are  large,  the  inducement  to  capitalists  is  great  to  extencf  such 
profitable  business;  and  this  is  often  done  so  hastily,  that  pru- 
dence is  lost  sight  of.  A  ruah  takes  place,  tbe  business  is  over- 
done, and  the  home  market  must  be  resorted  to;  but  this  caoaot 
be  done  except  at  a  sacrifice  ruinous  alike  to  the  business  of  the 
manufacturer  and  all  other  interests  necessarily  connected  there- 
with. Tlyit  we  are  fast  approaching  such  a  crisis  I  cannot  doubt. 
Manufacturing  establishments  are  being  erected  or  enlarged  with 
such  haste,  that  time  is  not  given  for  the  damp  walls  of  the  build- 
ing, or  tbe  paint  on  the  macbinery,  to  dry.  ^Machines  of  all  kinds, 
new  and  old,  are  eagerly  sought  after  and  as  eagerly  set  in  mo- 
tion. The  late  land  speculations  were  scarcely  conducted  with 
less  deliberation  or  judgment,  than  are  the  erection  of  mills  or 
purchase  of  stock  m  mills  already  built.  If  tbe  concern  can 
show  large  dividends,  no  matter  how  made,  no  matter  what  the 
construction  or -durability  of  the  buildings  or  niachinery  may  be, 
they  are  rarely,  if  ever,  examined  or  iqquared  after — present 
gains  alone  control  the  decision  of  the  .purchaser.  The  result  is 
inevitable — protective  duties  cannot  save  interests  thus  situated, 
from  a  revuLsion^j  which  must,  sooner  or  later,  bear  heavily  on 
the  operatives,  and  force  them  either  to  add  to  their  already  bur- 
densome hours  of  labor,  or  submit  to  a  large  reduction  of  waees; 
perhaps  both.  Suoh  has  ever  been  and  will  be  the  result  of  all 
hot-bed  systems.  If  we  wish  totuure  wholesome  and  permanent 
interests  of  any  kind,. we  must  admit  of  a  fair  competition.

26,  1818.  Independent  of  a  »iogalar  provisioo  in  tlie  origioBl 
act,  enabling  the  proprietors  or  stockholders,  by  removing*  their 
gates,  to  avoid,  in  a  measure,  tbe  effects  of  the  indictnieots  or 
actions  for  damages,  there  is  no  provision  making  the  proprieters 
or  stockholders  liable  in  their  private  capacity,  for  debts  or  dam- 

3;es;  nor  any  provision  reserving  to  ihe  Legislature  the  right  to 
ter,  amend  or  abolish  any  of  its  provisions.  Such  being  tbe 
facts,  it  does  seem  to  me  that' the  approval  of  this  additional  act, 
as  it  now  stands,  wodd,  in  efiect,  be  granting  to  the  proprietors 
or  stockholders  o(  the  Dalton  Bridge,  rights  aad  privileges  which 
are,  and  have  been  for  some  years  past,  denied  to  ail  other  appli- 


And  when  it  is  taken  into  consideration,  the  known  tendencies 
of  all  incorj>orated  bodies  of  men,  ^o  assunse  all  tbe  powers  or 
privileges  which  are  granted,  together  with  the  extreme  difficulty 
there  is  of  restraining  men  so  combined,  every- qautioo  should  be 
used  not  to  grant  any  greater  powers  or  privileges  than  is  abso- 
lutely necessary,to  enable  the  grantees  to  accomplish  the  object 
intended. 

For  these  reasons,  I  deem  it  incumbent  on  me  to  return  said 
bill  to  the  House  of  Representatives,   whence  it  originated,  and 
respectfully  request  their  attention  and  reconsideration   to  the-- 
the  whole  matter.

which  district  shall  have  been  previously  ascertained  by 
law,  and^to  be  informed  of  the  nature  smd  cause  of  the  ac- 
cusation ;  to  be  confronted  with  the  witnesses  against  him: 
to  have  compulsory  process  for  obtaining  witnesses  in  his 
favor,  and  to  have  the  assistance  of  coimsel  in  his  de- 
fence./' And  whereas  a  citizen  of  one  of  the  States  of 
this  republic,  (Thomas  Wilson  Dorr,)  has,  by  the  constitut- 
ed authorities  of  that  State,  been  charged  with  the  crime  of 
treasoti— -arraigned  before  its  court — pronounced  g:uilty  of 
the  ojSence  charged,  and  by  that  court  sentenced  to  hard  lar 
bor  in  the  State  prison  during  his  natural  life  ;  and  where- 
as, in  the  opinion  of  this  Legislature,  all  the  sut)stantial 
forms  of  justice  required  to  be  observc^l  in  criminal  cases, 
were  during  his  trial  for  that  offence  disregarded,  his  rights 
grossly  violated  and  denied  to  him  by  his  reniM>val  for  tiial 
from  the  viciuage  in  which  tbe  crime  was  alleged  to  have 
been  committed,  by  the  selection  of  a  packed  jury,  ail  of 
whom  were  his  political  enemies,  and  by  the  refusal  on  the 
part  of  the  judges  of  the  court  before  whom  he  was  tried, 
to  permit  him  by  the  strongest  evidence  whi^  it  mras  poi- 
sible  to  offer,  to  establish  his  innocence,  and  to  prove  that 
the  acts  for  which  he  was  charged  with  the  crime  of  trea- 
son,, were  only  in  obedience  to  the  constitution  of  the  State, 
whose  chief  magistrate  he  was,  and  as  such  w[as  bound  to 
support  that  constitution  which  the  people  of  Rhode  Idsrf 
had  adopted,  and  which  evidence  of  its  adoption  he  otbt^i 
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to  1«7  b«f<Me  the  oo«ft|  bf  prMMrtiiig  to  ihem  Um  vdm  of  i 
'Ae  people  tbonselFcs,  <m  whioh  votee  were  Ibe  names 
of  the  voters,  so  tbal  tf  fraud  or  illegal  troting  had 
„  been  resorted  to  Iq  the  adoption  of  ihe  constitution,  the 
court  would  be  enabled  ta detect  the  same*— all  of  which 
ofidence  was  rejected,  and  the  decision  of  his  goilt  or  inno- 
cence, in  which  was  inrolved  the  great  and  important  ques- 
tion of  the  right  of  the  people  to  establish  a  constltntion  or 
form  of  goTemment,saited  to  their  own  wants  and  conven- 
ience, was  referred  to  a  jury  packed  for  the  occasion,  and 
three  of  whom  he  offered  to  prove  to  the  conrc,  had;  in  vio- 
lation of  their  oath,  prejudged  his  case  '•

rhereas  the  punishment  imposed  upon  the  said  Thomas 
Wilson  Dorr,  is,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Legislature,  bolli 
€  ^  cruel  andiifiustiaf'--*unusual  as  being,  it  is  believed,  the 
^  Vit  offence  of  a  strictly  political  character  which  has  been 
^^^3nished  by  a  State  snice  the  Declaration  of  American  In- 
Impendence  !— unusual,  when  the  nature  of  the  offence  is 
;.tf:^ji8idered  in  connection  with  the  plain  principles  upon 
^-fisioh  the  government  of  the  United  States  is  founded,  the 
^^^i  aciple  of  the  sovereignty  of  the  people ;  and  whereas  it 
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^  is  the  tnaoifetC  duty*  irf  tha  gwncMd  gorwomesl  to  protect

To  the  Homte  of  Riftesentatives : 

Gentlemen — An  act  entitled  ^'Au  act  to  incorporate  the  trus- 
tees of  donations  to  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,^  has  beaa 
presented  for  my  approval,  and  after  due  consideration^  I  am  sat- 
isfied that  said  bill  should  not  become  a  law,  and  herewith  return 
the  same  to  the-  House  of  Representatives,  where  it  originated, 
with  the  following  reasons  and  objections  to  its  pass^e. 

The  bill  proposes  new  and  extraordinary  powers  and  privileges. 
By  the  first  section,  six  persons,  therein  named,  are  constitii^ 
a  board  of  trust,  with  complete  and  exclusive  power  of  perpetu- 
ating their  own  board.  This,  in  effect,  erects  a  power  above  and 
beyond  the  control  of  the  societies  and  churches,  for  whose  ben- 
fit  the  act  is  intended. 
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''l(,tkB  sole  ofafMt  of  4faereNime9s  is  to  obtain  '^  from  ilie  true- 
tees  of  dooatious  to  ibeaProlesCent  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Com- 
aNnweahh  of  Maasacfausttts,  all  meh  funds  and  moneys  as  may 
equitably  belong  to  the  Episcopal  Cibarch  in  New  Hampshire," 
it  is  belieKcd  that  tbe  general  law  now  in  force,  relative  to  *Re- 
ligious  Societies,"  chapter  144  of  Ae  Revised  Statutes,  particu- 
larly section  7  of  that  chapter,  will  enable  thert  to  do  so.  That 
statute  grants  to  such  societies,  where  duly  organized^  fuU  power 
to  receive  gifts  and  donations. 

But  if  the  general  law  (o  which  I  have  referred,  is  not  sufficient 
ID  provide  tfor  the  exigent  res  of  this  and  similar  cases,«J  respect- 
fully accoqipany  the  return  of  this  bill  with  the  suggestion  of  the 
propriety  of  amending  the  law,  so  as  to  provide  for  the  necessities 
of  fW^  and  *ttH  cases  of  a  like  character.  This  wttuld  preserve 
oniformity  ii^-ouF  legislation,  and  prevent  any  well  grounder!  com- 
plaint which  might  otherwise  arise  from*  previous  reftisals  of  the 
i^Maiore  to* grant  acts  of  incorporation  of  a  similar  charaeter. 

My-conviotionS'of  the  danger,  in  principle  and  practice,  of  spe- 
cial  and  partial  legislation,  are  so  strong,  that  I  am  impelled  by  a 
bigb  sense  of  doty,  to  r^titrn  this  bill  to  the  Legislature  for  recon> 
sideration.  Laws  to  be  beneficial,  must  be  satisfactory  to  the 
great  majority  of  the  people,  and  should  be  made  as  far  as  possi- 
ble, permanent,  uniform  and  general  in  their  operation.  To  legis- 
late specially  and  partially,  and  for  particular  cases  only,  where 
general  laws  would  effect  all  beneficial  purposes,-  opens  wide  the 
doors  of  abuse,  establishes  preeedents  fronght  with  pernicious 
consequences,  and  is  in  derogation  of  ihc'Kigh  and  saving  doc- 
trines of  equal  rights  and  equal  privileges,  guarantied  to  ts  by  the 
constitution,  from  which  we  derive  all  our  powers. 

The  policy  of  granting  private  acts*  of  incorporation  for  busi- 
ness purposes,  even  uhere  individual  enterprise  is  not  equal  to 
the  proposed  object,  though  studiously  guarded  and  restricted, 
was  never  more  seriously  questioned  than  at  tfie  present  day*  It 
would  seem  to  be  clear  that  such- acts  should  never  be  grnntetl, 
where  individual  enterprise  is  equal  to  the  proposed  object,  bor 
where  a  general  law  may  be  found  to  meet  «M  reasonable  require- 
fttents. 

Under  a  system  of  special*  and  partial  legislation,  one  class  or 
set  of  men  obtain  grants  and  privileges  not-  enjoyed  by  others. 
Men  designing  to  accomplish  particular  porposes,  or  to  attain 
tbem  in  a  particular  manner,  with  special  grants  of  unusual  powd- 
ers or  extra  facilities,  always  flock  toihe  Legislature  for  the  pro- 
curement of  acts  of  incorporation;  tbey  vani*  whot  others  have 
Mi  got,  and  w'i\  not  bav6,4f  iheiv  request  is*  granted.,   Jii9  ihe 
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6xe!t]stT«  and  paitW  cbaractar  of  joefa  grtnto)  •ntbliig  a  few,  % 
contrivance  and  combioation,  to  wield  more  power  and  posMM 
more  privileges  than  others  can  enjoy,  whmh  makes  them  desin* 
ble  and  zenloasly  sought  after.

Section  1 .  Be  it^fuicUd  ^  the  Senate  and  House  of  lUfrt^ 
serU^Uives  in  General  Court  eonvenec/^Thai-Carlton  Cbase,Charle$ 
Burroughs,  Timothy  Upham,  John  Whipple,  John  L.  Putnam  and 
Matthew  Harvey,  their  associates  and  their  successors,  be  and 
they  hereby  are  incorporated  and  made  a  body  politic  and  corpo- 
rate, by  the  name  of  the  trustees  of  donations  to  the  Protesunt 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  and  by  that 
name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  prosecute  and  defend  in  any  court  o( 
law  or  equity  having  jurisdiction;  may  have  a  common  seal,which 
they  may  alter  and  renew;  may  make  by-laws  for  their  regulation 
and  government,  not  repugnant  to  the  constitution  and  Taws  of 
this  State,  and  may  elect  their  successors;  provided^  however, 
that  the  whole  number  of  such  trustees  shall  never  be  more  than 
twenty;  and  not  less  than  seven  shall  be  a  quorum  for  transacting 
business. 

Said  corporation  are  authorized  to  receive  from  the 
trustees  of  donations  to  the  Protestant  Episcopal  ..Church  in  the 
commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  all  such  funds  and  nnonies  as 
may  equitably  belong  to  the  Episcopal  Church  in  New  Hamp- 
shire, either  for  the  support  of  4he  pastoral  office  of  a  bishop  or 
the  aiinistry,  and  ^also  all  'other  devises,  bequests  and  donations, 
for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  the  annual  income  of  all  which  shall 
at  no  time  exceed  the  sum  of  two  -thousand  dollars,  to  invest  and 
manage  the  same,  and  to  appropriate  the  iinnual  interest  thereof 
according  to  the  intentioh  of  the  donors.

all  further  allegiance  to  Mexico,  and  to  establish  her  inde- 
pendence in  law  and  fact,  and  her  perfect  freedom  to  nego- 
tiate treaties  and  contract  alliances  with  the  other  sovereign- 
ties of  the  globe. 

Resolved,  That  we  regard  it  as  an  insult  to  the  people  of 
Texas,  who  have  gallantly  achieved  their  liberties  by  the 
sword  of  revolution,  to  make  the  consent  of  Mexico  a  pre- 
requisite to  their  annexation  to  the  United  States,  a^gl  that 
an  attempt  to  procure  the  assent  of  Mexico,  now  convulsed 
with  insurrection  &nd  torn  with  contending  factions,  each 
claiming  to  wield  the  rightful  powers  of  government,  would 
be  as  fruitless  as  unnecessary,  and  uncalled  for  by  the  jus- 
tice and  law  of  the  case. 

Resolved,  That  the  annexation  of  Texas  is  as  constitu- 
tional and  expedient  as.  was  the  purchase  of  Louisiana  by 
Mr.  Jefferson,  of  which  purchased  territory,  we  believe  the 
present  territory  of  Texas  constitutes  a  part. 

Resolvedf  That  the  re-annexation  of  Texas,  aside  from 
its  restoring  to  the  south-west  its  mutilated  territory,bargain- 
ed  away  by  the  treachery  or  folly  of  our  diplomatists,  is 
founded  in  the  interests  of  every  section  of  our  country, — ► 
the  agriculture  of  the  south  and  west  and  the  commerce  and 
manufactures  of  the  north.

Resolved,  That  we  believe  with  Mr.  Clay,  "that  th^*  re- 
annexation  of  Texas  will  add  more  free  than  slave  States 
to  the  Union,  and  that  it  would  be  unwise  to  refuse  a  per- 
nianent  acquisition,  which  will  exist  as  long  as  the  globe  re- 
mains, on  accottnt  of  a  temporary  institution." 
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Resolved.  That  our  Senitors  in  Coogress  be  -iosffnclei 
and  bur  Representatives  be  requested,  to  use  their  emertim 
to  procure  the  adoption  of  ^uch  measures  by  the  general  go- 
vernment, as  in  their  opinion  shall  be  best  calculated  to  ef- 
fect the  re-annexation  of 'Texas  to  the  United  States,  and  to 
assert  and  maintain  our  rights  to  the  territory  of  Oregon.

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KITTREDOE  VS*  WARREN. 

The  committee  to  which  was  referred  a  message  ©f  His  Ex- 
cellency the  Ooveroor^  of  the  dth  of  June  last,  transmittiog  the 
'  opinion  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Judicature,  in  the  case  of  Kit- 
tredge  vs.  Warren,  and  also  a  copy  of  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Jus- 
rice  Story,  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  State^^  have  ex- 
amined the  subject  and  the  facts  bearing  upon  it,  and  submit  the 
following 

REPORT : 

The  Superior  Court  of  this  State,  a't  the  lato  term  inrGrafton 
county,  in  the  case  of  Kittredge  vs.  Warren,  after  argument,  and 
a  most  full  and  thorough  examination  of  the  law  upon  the  subject, 
decided  as  follows  :— That  "  an  attachment  of  property  upon 
mesne  proces,  bona  fide  made,  ^before  any  act  of  bankruptcy,  or 
petition  by  the  debtor,  is  a  lien  or  security  upon  property,  valid 
by  the  law  qf  this  State  ;  and  thus  within  the  provision  of  the 
second  section  o(  the  bankrupt  act  of  August  19,  1S41." 

In  the  same  ca«e,  it  was  also  decided,  that  ^Hhe  attachment 
being  saved  by  the  proviso,  the  means  of  making  it  efieciual  are 
also  saved;  and  the  certi6cate  of  the  bankrupt  cannot,  when 
pleaded,  operate  as  an  absolute  bar  to  the  further  maintenance  of 
the  action.  If  so  pleaded,  the  plaintiff  may  reply  the  existence 
of  the  attachment;  in  which  case  a  ^special  judgment  will  be  en- 
tered, and  the  execution  issued  against  the|)roperty  attached.'' — 
This  decision  of  the  Superior  Court  is  sustained  by  arguments 
and  authorities,  which  are  set  forth  with  great  force  and  perspi- 
cuity, in  a  printed  report  of  the  case,  and  which,  in  the  opinion 
of  your  comnfiittee,  fully  sustain  the  positions  there-  established. 

Many  cases  are  now  pending  in  the  courts  of  this  State,  in- 
voivihg  the  principles  established  in  the  case  of  Kittredge  vs. 
Warren.  In  one  of  these  cases,  in  its  facts  pre^ely  ^similar  to 
that  ease,  the  District  Court  of  the  United  Slates,  lor  the  Dis- 
trict of  New  Hampshire,  upon  application  of  the  assignee  of  a 
bankrupt,  passed  an  order  upon  the  o/Hcers  who  made  the  attach- 
ment, to  deliver  up  the  property  attached,  to  the  assignee.  The 
order  was  disregarded  by  the  officers,  upon  the  ground  that  they 
could  not^ surrender  it  out  of  their  custody,  without  exposing 
tjiemselves  to  imniinent  peril,  and  possibly  loss;  and  application 
was  thereupon  made  by  the  officers,  to  the  District  Judge,  to  re- 
scind and  vacate  the  order,  on  the  ground  that  it  was  issued  im- 
providently)  and  of  the  hazard  to  their  intesests^  to  which  a  com-

fliance  to  its  command   would  subject  tbem,   aod   referring  the 
>istrict  Judge  to  the  decision  of  the   Superior  Court  of  New 
Hampshire,  in  the  case  of  Kittredge  vs.  Warren. 

This  application  of  the  officers  was  adjourned  by  the  District 
Judge,  to  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  United  States  for  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire,  with  the  following  questions  arising  therein  : — 
Fir$l — ^'whether  an  attachment  of  properly  under  mesne  process, 
bona^fide  made,  before  a  petition  filed  m  bankruptcy,  by  the  debt- 
or, is  a  lien  or  security  upon  the  property,  valid  by  the  laws  of 
New  Hampshire,  and  thus  within  the  proviso  of  the  second  sec- 
tion of  the  bankrupt  act  of  Aug.  1^,  1841;"  and  second — 
'^whether  any,  and  what  relief  should  be  granted  to  the  petition- 
ers. 

The  answer  to  these  questions  is  contained  in  the  opinion  cf 
the  Circuit  Court,  transmitted  by  His  Excellency  the  Governor, 
and  is  as  follows  : 

^^  It  is  the  opinion  of  this  court,  (1st)  that  an  attachment  of 
property  onder  mesne  process,  bona  fide  made,  before  a  petition 
in  bankruptcy  by  the  debtor,  ts  not  a  lien  or  security  upon  the 
property,  although  valid  by  the  laws  of  ^ew  Hampshire^  which 
rs  within  the  true  intendment  of  the  proviso  of  the  second  sec- 
tion of  the  bankrupt  act  of  1841.  (2.)  If  it  were,  it  would  not 
entitle  the  creditor  to  proceed  to  a  judgment  in  the  suit  in  which 
the  attachment  is  made,  if  the  debtors  have,  pending  the  pro- 
ceedings, become  bankrupts  under  the  act,  and  have,  pending  the 
proceedings,  lawfully  and  bona  fide  obtained  their  certificate  of 
discharge  from  their  debts,  proveable  under  the  bankruptcy,  and 
the  same  is  pleaded  as  ti  bar  to  further  proceeedings  in  the  suit." 

"As  to  the  second  question,  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  court, 
thai  in  the  present  state  of  the  proceedings  and  pleadings  in  the 
suits  pending  in  the  State  courts,  as  stated  in  the  proceedings, 
justice  does  not  require,  at  present,  that  an  injiraction*  or  order 
should  be  awarded  by  the  District  Court,  directing  the  petition- 
ers to  dfeliver  up  the  property  attached  to  the  assignee  of  the 
bankrupt;  and  if  as  suggested,  such  an  injunction  or  order  has  , 
been  awarded  by  the  District  Court,  h  ought  to  be  modified  so 
far  as  to  pei-mit  the  property  to  remain  in  the  hartds  of  the  peti- 
tioners, until  the  further  order  of  the  District  Court,  and  to  await 
the  further  action  of  the  State  court  in  the  said  suits;  and  that  in 
case  the  State  court,  not  contesting,  but  admittihg  that  the  dis- 
charge of  the  bankrupts  was  obtained  ,bt)na  fide,  and  without 
fraud,  and  as  such  is  valid  as  a  discharge  from  the  debts,  prove- 
able under  the  bankruptcy,  should  nevertheless  proceed  and 
award'judgment  for  the  plain tififs  in  the  said  s.uits,   for  their  debts 
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so  proveable,  od  account  of  such  attachnienls  thereon,  then  that 
such  judgments  ought  to  be  treated  as  a  nullity  by  the  District 
Court,  and  as  not  binding  therein;  and  that  thereupon  it  will  be- 
come the  duty  of  the  District  Court,  upon  the  petition  and  ap- 
plication of  the  assignee  of  the  bankrupts  therefor,  to  direct  an 
injunction  to  the  plaintiffs  in  such  suits  respectively,  (if  such  in- 
junction has  not  already  issued,)  prohibiting  them  respectively 
from  levying  an  execution  in  the  said  judgments,  or  any  of  them, 

,  upon  the  property  attached  in  the  said  suits;  and  at  the  same  time 
to  direct  an  injunction  to  the  petitioners,  prohibiting  them,  or 
either  of  them^  from  proceeding  to  levy  the  same  executions  on 
the  properly  so  attached,  or  any  part  'thereof,  but  to  deliver  the 
same  forthwith  to  the  assignee  or  the  said  bankrupts,  to  be  dis- 
tributed as  a  part  of  the  assets  of  the  said  bankrupts;  and  if  any 
of  the  said  fexecuiions  shall  have  been  by  them  levied  npon  the  said 
property  attached,  then  to  pay  the  moneys  raised  thereby  into 
the  said  District  Court;  and  in  case  of  the  disobedience  of  such 
order  by  the  said  plaintiffs  or  the  pctitiopers,  then  the  District 
Court  ought  (o  proceed  to  enforce  obedience  thereto,  as  in  oth- 

'  ur  cases  of  the  violation  of  injunctions." 

From  the  above  statement,  it  appears  that  the  District  and 
Circuit  Courts  of  the  United  States  claim  the  power  to  revise 
or  "treat  as  a  nullity"  a  judgment  rendered  by  the  highest  judi- 
dicial  court  in  the* State,  in  cases  in  which  the  State'  court  has 
jurisdiction  over  the  cause  and  the  parties;  and.that'if  the  Stale 
courts  should  award  a  process  in  such  cases,  for  carrying  such 
judgment  into  effect,  it  will  be  the  duty  of  the  District  courts  of 
the  United  States,  to  restrain  the  sheriffs  appointed  under  our  own 
laws  and  amenablo  to  our  own  laws,  from  the  duties  which  those 
laws  enjoin;  and  in  case  of  disobedience  by  the  judgment  credi- 
tor, or  an  officer,  of  an  order  from  a  foreign  tribunal,  which  de- 
firives  the  creditor  of  his  judgnr>ent,  and  prohibits  the  officer 
rom  the  discharge  of  his  official  duty,  the  creditor  and  officer 
are  subject  to  imprisonment. 

Such  a  cohtroversy-beiween  the  court's  of  the  State  and  the 
courts  of  the  United  Stales,  cannot  but  be  deeply  regretted.  Its 
consequences,  the  committee  will  not  anticipate.  They  are  ful- 
ly of  the  opinion  that  the  course  indicated  by  the  Circuit  Court 
will  not  be  resoj^ied  to,  because  the  parties  have  an  adequate  rem-, 
edy,  by  proceedings  more  consonant  to  the  spirit  of  our  laws,  in 
the  vindication  of  their  rights. 

The  recent  bankrupt  act  of  the  United  States,  in  a  proviso  to 
the  section,  saves  from  the  operation  of  tlie  act,  among  other 
things,  "all  liens  or  securities  valid  by  the  Miws  of  the  States  re- 
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spectiveljr.''  Id  otber  words,  whatever  is  a  vaKd  lienor  secun- 
ty  in  any  particular  Slate,  is  exempted  from  the  operation  of  the 
law,  io  that  Slate.  It  is  a  principle  established  beyond  contro- 
versy, that  the  laws  of  a  state  or  country  are  to  be  asceruined 
by  the  judicial  decisions,  as  well  as  the  legislative  enactments  of 
that  state  or  country  ;^  aod  whenever  these  decisions  are  made, 
they  are  binding  on  that  question  in  all  other  courts,  unless  ibey 
have  appellate  or  revisory  jurisdiction  over  a  judgment  rendered 
upon  such  decision.  The  Superior  Court  of  Judicature  b  the 
highest  judicial  tribunal  known  to  its  laws,  and  its  judgment  upon 
those  laws  are  obligatory,  whenever  and  wherever  its  laws  may 
be  the  subject  of  discussion.  The  decisions  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States  are  in  consonance  with  this  sentiment. 
That  august  tribunal,  by  the  act  of  Congress  of  1789,  common- 
ly called  the  Judiciaiy  act,  has  appellate  or  revisory  jurisdiction 
over  the  decisions  of  the  State  courts,  in  certain  prescribed  cases; 
and  it  was  not  thought  fiji  to  invest  any  power  over  those  decis- 
ions in  any  judicial  tribunal  other  than  the  highest  known  to  the 
federal  constitution.  The  sanae  reasons  which  thus  early  guard- 
ed the  independence  of  the  State  courlSvJnduced  Congress,  by 
the  act  passed  in  1793,  to  provide  ihat  no  court  of  the  United 
States  should  issue  an  inkinction  ^^to  stay  proceedings  io  any 
court  of  a  State;  nor  shall  such  writ  be  granted  in  any  case,  with- 
out reasonable  previous  notice  to  the  adverse  party  or  his  attor- 
ney, of  the  time  of  moving  the  same." 

The  committee  dd  not  deem  it  necessary  at  this  time,  to  go 
mto  an  extended  inquiry  concerning  the  practice  of  the  District 
Court,  in  its  administration  of  the  bankrupt  act,  of  restrainins 
parlies  in  the  Stale  courts  from  prosecuting  their  rights,  and  of 
calling  property  ouc  of  the  hands  of  persons  daiming^it,  by  way 
of  injunctions  or  orders  :-x-injunciions,  ihe  authority  to  issue 
which  is  questionable,  issued  without  notice  and  without  limita- 
tion as  to  time,  and  orders,  4nade  where  no  trial  can  be  had  by  a 
jury,  and  against  persons  who  are  not  parties  in  bankruptcy  in 
that  court.  The  committee  find  no  such  power  in  that  court,  un- 
der the  general  judiciary  acts  of  Congress;  and  if  any  such  pow- 
er exist  under  the  Bankrupt  act,  it  arises  under  a  somewhat  strain- 
ed implication.  It  does  not  seem  to  the  committee  to  be  a  pow- 
er necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  the  bankrupt  aci. 
Controversies  arising  under  that  act,  between  parties,  can  be  lit- 
igated in  the  courts  of  common  law,  as  well  as  other  cases  be- 
tween party  and  party;  and  cases  decided  by  the  State  courts, 
arising  under  the  acts  of  Congress,  may  be  carried  up  to  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  the  United  States,  and  there  reversed. 
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The  committee  are  of  the  opinion,  that  the  district  court  of 
the  United  States  for  the  district  of  New  Hampshire,  has  no  re- 
visory jurisdiction  over  the  judgments  of  the  courts  of  this  State 
— that  the  judgments  of  our  courts  are  conclusive  in  all  cases 
coming  under  their  jurisdiction,  until  reversed — that  the  proceed- 
ings before  those  courts  are  not  to  be  made  the  subject  of  inqui- 
ry by  the  district  court,  and  that  their  judgments  are  not  to  be 
treated  as  "nttZKU'e^,"  until  reversed — that  it  is  the  duty  of  those 
who  are  entrusted  by  the  laws  of  the  State,  to  execute  the  judg- 
ment of  the  courts,  tc^obey  all  lawfut  precepts  to  that  effect,  and 
thai  they  cannot  lawfdly  be  subjected  to  penalties  or  imprison- 
ment for  such  obedience.  'She  committee  are  also  of  the  opin- 
ion, that  the  courts  of  this  State  possess  ample  power  to  enforce 
their  own  judgments,  and  to  protect  their  officers  in  the  execu- 
tion of  them,  without  additional  legislation.* 

.  The  committee  submit  for  tbe  consideration  of  the  House,  the 
following  resolutions. 

LEVI  CHAMBERLAIN,  for  the  Committee, 

Resolved^  That  the  supreme  court  of  the  United  States  is  the 
only  constitutional  tribunal  which  can,  in^ny  case, revise  and  cor- 
rect, when  erroneous,'  the  adjudications  of  the  -State  courts. 

Resolved^  That' tbe  superior  court  of  judicature  of  this  State, 
has  ample  power  to  enforce  its  judgments,  and  to  protect  its  offi- 
cers in  the  execution  of  its  process. 

*It  may  not  be  deemed  improper  for  the  committee  here  to 
remark,  that  since  the  communication  of  His  Excellency,  the 
superior  court  of  this  State  has  re-examined  and  affirmed  the  doc- 
trine, established  in  the' case  of  Kittredge  vs.  Warren.  In  a  very 
learned  and  elaborate  opinion  of  the  court  at  the  last  July  term  in 
Rockingham  county,  in  the  case  of  Kittredge  vs.  Emerson,  the 
supjrior  court  reviewed  with  great  perspicuity  and  powe^,  the  po- 
sitions laid  down  by  the  circuit  court  in  the  case  alluded  to,  and 
established  the  following  positions,  viz:  that  the  judgment  of  a 
court,  in  one  of  the  United  Slates,  havirf^  jurisdiction  of  the 
cause  and  of  the  parties,  is  binding  and  conclusive  in  every  oth- 
er court  in  the  United  States,  until  it  is  regularly  reversed  by 
some  court  of  competent  jurisdiction;  that  the  courts  of  the  Uni- 
ted States  cannot  lawfully  treat  as  nullities,  the  judgments  of  the 
courts  of  the  several  States,  rendered  in  suits  where  the  hlter 
have  jurisdiction, even  if  they  are  founded  on  erroneous  construc- 
tion of  the  bankrupt  act^  -  The  remedy  for  tbe  correctioo  of  the 
error,  is  by  writ  of  error  io  the  supreme  court  of^  the  United 
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States.  That  the  jurisdiction  of  the  dbtrict  courts-  of  the  Uoited 
States,  to  issue  injunctions  to  stay  proceedings  in  3uUs  pendipg  io 
courts  of  the  several  States,  because  the  defendants  have  filed  pe- 
titions in  bankruptcy,  nnay  be  inquired,  into  in  tbe  State  courts; 
and  if  it  is  found  that  the  district  court  has  acted  without  authori- 
ty, the  injunction  may  be  disregarded,  or  tlie  parties  be  enjoined 
from  attemptijig  to  enforce  it. 

These  positions,  with  others,  establi^hed  by  our  superior  cour| 
in  the  case  last  mentioned,  will  show,  tjiat  the  superior  court  does 
not  deem  any  additional  legislation  is.  necessary  in  the  exigency 
in  wliicbour  courts  are  placed,  in  relation  to  the  conflict  of  juris- 
diction which  has  arisen  with  the  courts  of  the  United  States. 

The  committee  are  of  the  opinion,  that  the  positions  establish- 
ed by  the  superior  court,  io  the  cases  above  referred  to,are  based 
on  the  soundest  constitutional  Jaw;  that, they  are  enforced  by 
§reat  legal  research,  and  established  by  high  legal  authorities;  and 
that  these  positions  have  met  with  the  approbation  of  the  lega] 
profession,  here  and  elsewhere,  and  that  io  our  own  State,  they 
have  received  the  sanction  of  public  opinion. 


MINORITV  REPORT  OP  THE  COMMITTEE  ON 
BANKS. 

A  minority  of  the  committee  on  Banks,  to  whom  was  referred 
the.'*petiiion  of  the  stockholders  of  the  Concord  Bank,"  for  five 
hundred  dollars  to  be  refunded  to  them,''  ask  leave  to  report  to 
the  House,  that  in  the  course  of  the  investigation  before  the  com- 
mittee, they  have  seen  no  good  reason, presented  why  the  prayer 
of  the  petitioners  shoulfl  not  be  granted.  It  appears  that  the 
stockholders  of  the  Concord  Bank  have  fuIGIled  all  their  obliga- 
tions to  the  State  and  to  the  community.  In  June,  1822,  the 
bank  paid  for  the  pri«^ilege  of  issuing  bill^  for  one  year  from  July 
1st,  1822;  and  that  the  privilege  was  paid  for  annually,  in  ad- 
vance, to  June,  1840,  inclusive.  In  that,  year,  after  payment 
was  made  to  the  State  Treasurer,  the  operations  of  the  bank  were 
suspended  by  the  Legislature  in  a  few  days  after,  before  the  bank 
entered  u(>on  the  privilege^  for  which  the  State  had  received  pay- 
ment in  advance.  Had  tbe  proceedings  of  the  bank  been  other- 
wise than  honest,  tbe  committee  cannot  think  that  the  fraudulent 
traoaaction  of  one  insolvent  or  corporate   body  will  be  admitted 
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as  t  legal  disoharj^e  of  aootber,  from  obligations  either  to  fulfil 
civil  contracts,  or  render  back  an  eqqiiralept. 

It  appears  to  the  committee^  that  tha  State,  by  receiving  the 
adrance  payment,  did  enter  into  a  contract  with  the  bank,  for  the 
privilege  of  issuing  bills,  ^and  that  the  State  should  have  returned 
this  sum  to  the  bank,  Avhen  it  refused  to  permit  them  tcussue 
biUs. 

It  appears,  that  if  iha  sum  which  they  ask  to  be  refunded,  had 
not  been  paid  to  the  State,  the  State  could  have  presentepl  no 
claim  for  it. 

The  comuitlee  went  into  no  particular  investigation  of  the 
management  of  the  affairs  of  the  bank;  but  so  far  as  disclosed,,  they 
can  see  no  other  evidence,  than  what  shows  that  those  who  are 
the  real  sufferers  from  its  suspensiod,  acted  honestly  and  upright- 
ly in  the  discharge  of  their  duties  to  the  public.  The  stockhold- 
ers assessed  themselves,  in  a  sufficient  sum  to  discharge  all  their 
liabilities  to  the  bank;  they  have  redeemed  every  bill  of  the  bank 
presented,  dollar  for  dollar,  and  have  thus  takeh  up  all  the  bills 
issued  by  the  bank^  except  about  $2()0,  which  yet  remain  out. 

That  the  action  of  the  House  may  be  had  upon  this  subject, 
the  minority  of  the  committee  present  the  following  resolution, 
which  they  ask  to  be  considered  before  the  report  of  the  majori- 
ty of  the  committee  is  adopted.

REPORT  OE   THE   JUDICIARY    COMMITTEE,   ON 
THE!  PETITION  OE  TIMOTHY^  HALL. 

The  standing  committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred the  petition  of  Timothy  Hall,  for  authority  to  sell  certain 
real  estate,  have  had  the. same  under  consideration,  and  now  beg 
leave  to  ,  >. 

REPORT: 

That  Mr.  EbU  is  tke  administrator,  with  th^  will  annexed,  of 
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tba  estate  of  CathanDe  Fisk,  late  of  Keeoe,  ()eceased— -that  wmi 
will  was  du\y  approved  on  the  third  dqr  of  October,  1837-* 
that  among  other  legacies  in  said  will,  is  a  bequest  lo  EUsa  P. 
Withington,  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  ^^to  be  paid  to  ber 
annually  during  ber  natural  life."  Said  will  contains  the  follow- 
ing further  provision:  '^My  executor  shall  cause  that  no  deed  of 
my  real  estate  shall  be  given  to  any  purchaser,  which  will  in  any 
manner  exclude  the  said  estate  from  being  holden  for  the  regular 
payment  of  this  annuity  to  Eliza  'P.  Withington." 

The  will  then  provides  for  the  investment  of  the  property 
of  the  testatrix  after  the  annuity  may  cease,  for  the  purpose 
of  the  payment  out  of  the  interest,  or  principal  if  neces- 
sary, of  certain  contingent  bequests,  anfd  then  provides  as  follows: 
^^Should  the  said  property  not  be  expended  within  the  term  of 
fifty  years  after  my  decease,  I  will  and  bequeath  the  residue  of 
the  said  property  lo  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  indigent  sufferers 
in  a  hospital  for  insane  people — the  one  which  may  be  first  estab- 
lished for  that  purpose  in  the  State  of  New  Hantpshire.''* 

The  amount  of  personal  proper^  now  in  the  hands  of  the  ad- 
ministrator, is  about  seven  hundred  dollars. 

'  The  real  estate  was  appraised  at  six  thousand  six  hundred  dol- 
lars. It  has  since  depreciated  in  value,  and  probably  could  not 
now  be  sold  for  more  than  forty -five  hundred  dollars;  and  ilie  ad- 
ministrator is  of  opinion,  that  the  probable  income  of  the  real  es- 
tate will  not  exceed  one  hundred  iiollars  a  year,  and  that  tbe  funds 
for  tbe  payment  of  the  annuity,  arising  from  the  personal  estate, 
and  the  income  of  the  real  estate,  will  soon  become  exhausted. 

The  committee  believe,  that  the  interest  of  the  State  will  be 
subserved  by  a  sale  of  the  real  estate  in  either  of  the  modes  potnt- 
ed  out  in  the  bill  herewith  submitted.  Should  it  be  sold  subject 
to  the  annuity,  the  amount  paid  ioto  the  treasury  will  in  all  prob- 
ability be  much  more,  than  any  claims  for  legacies  which  maybe- 
come  necessary  after  the  annuity  ceases.  Should  tbe  State  as- 
sume the  payment  of  the  annuity,  the  interest  on  the  money,  paid 
into  tbe  treasury,  will,  as  the  committee  believe,  be  sufficient  to 
pay  the  annuity — leaving,  when  the  annuity  ceases,  the  whole 
principal  to  be  disposed  of  according  to  the  terms  of  the  wiU — 
and  that  principal  will  ultimately  be  paid  to  tbe  New  Hampshire 
Asylum  lor  the  Insane,  to  be  expended  as  the  will  provides. 

Tbe  committee  reporf  the  bill  herewith- submitted.

The  x^ommittee  on  the  Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
petitioQ  of  Daniel  Batchelder  and  others,  of  Haverhill,  praying 
foe  additional  legislation  to  prevent  taking  illegal  fees,  on  the 
grouod-lhat  the. present  law  is  not  duly  enforced, 

REPORT: 

That  it  appeared  before  your  committee,  that  five  bills  of  in- 
dictment have  been  found  in  the  county  gf  Grafton,  against  per- 
sons for  taking  illegal  fees,  one  of  wJiich  has  been  prosecuted  to 
final  judgment,  and  resulted  m  a  Verdict  gf  acquittal  by  the  jury; 
two  others,  on  a  full  knowledge  of  the  facts,  havebeen  or  are  to 
be  dismissed,  on  the  ground,tbat  they  cannot  be  sustained.  The 
others  have  not  yet  been  tried,  but  delayed  for  sufficient  cause. 
It  further  appeared,  that  the  Attorney  General  and  Solicitor  have 
ever  been  ready  to  discharge,  and  have  discharged,  their  official 
duty  in  prosecuting- such  officers;  and  in  the  opinion  of  youreom- 
njiltee,  the  intimation  of  bribery  contained  in  the  petition,  is  with- 
out the  slightest  foundation  in  truth,  and  that  said  officers  have 
dischaiged  their  duty  with  energy,  vigilance  and  perseverance, 
and  that  the  present  laws  are  sufficient  to  protect  all  against  the 
abuses  complained  of  by  the  petitioners.  They  have  therefore 
instructed  u)e  to  report  the  following  resolution.

nK>tiOQ  of  educatioo  in  our  primarj  schoob.  It  is  by  the  educatbo 
of  the  whole  people,  and  by  that  means  only,  that  our  liberties 
can  he  preserved,  an  equality  of  advantages  and  privileges  secured 
to  all,  crime  repressed,  and  morality  inculcated.  It  woiJld  tend 
to  elevate  the  humble,  abase  the  proud,  and  thus  draw  nearer  to- 
gether, if  not  bring  closely  together,  the  two  extremes  of  society; 
and  more  than  any  other  measure  which  a  Legislature  could  adopt, 
would  it  contribute  to  the  prosperity  of  a  state;  for  an  intdligettC 
people  is  always  a  wealthy  people. 

But  the  committee  doubt  the  expediency  of  requiring  that  a 
greater  sum  than  the  sdectmen  are  now  obliged  to  assess,  should 
be  raised  for  that  purpose.  That  sum  now  amounts  to  |^  100,060 
for  the  whole  State;  and  the  literary  fund,  annudly  distributed 
for  the  same  purpose,  exceeds  $8,000;  an  a^regale  amount  am- 
ply sufScient,  if  judiciously  expended,  to  accomplish  all  that  an 
ardent  patriot  could  desire.  It  is,  as  the  committee  believe,  be- 
cause that  money  has  not  been  judiciously  expended,  that  more 
good  has  not  been  accomplished;  and  they  doubt  whether,  if 
more  were  raised,  more  good  would  be  done,  unless  the  attentton 
of  the  whole  people  was  first  attracted  to  the  subject  by  the  ex- 
hortations of  philanthropists,  or  by  the  enactment  of  wise  laws 
adapted  to  collect  information  in  regard  to  the  present  condition 
of  our  primary  schools;  to  exhibit  to  the  various  portions  of  .the 
State  the  modes  of  instruction  and  management  prevalent  in  all 
other  portions,  that  each  might  profit  from  the  experience  of  oth- 
ers, and  that  those  negligent  of  their  duty,  or  not  knowing;  how 
best  to  perform  it,  might  be  inspired  to  emulate  and  equd  tbose^ 
if  any  such  should  be  found,  who  knew  their  whole  dnty  and  coo- 
'  scientiously  performed  it,  and  adapted  also  to  awaken  an  interest 
in  the  subject,  and  cause  it  to  pervade  the  whole  State. 

The  committee  therefore  submit  to  the  House  the  foUowine; 
resolution.

Resohedy  That  it  is  not,^  at  present,  expedient  so  to  alter  ifae 
laws  of  this  State,  as  to  require  the  selectmen  of  the  several  towns 
to  assess  more  money  for  fne  support  of  primary  schools. 
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BBPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE 

PRISON. 

The  commutee  on  the  State  Prison,  to  whom  was  referred  so 
much  of  His  Excellency  the  Governor's  message,  as  relates  to 
the  State  Prison,  having  had  the  same  under  .  consideration^  have 
directed  me  to  make  the  following  report. 

STEPHEN  B.  PEASLET,  for  the  Committee. 

REPORT: 

That  your  committee  hAve  had  under  consideration  the  subject 
matter  embraced  in  His  Excellency  the  Governor's  message,  re-  ' 
lating  to  the  fitting  up  of  a  chapel  in  the  old  prison,  agreeably  to 
a  resolution  passed  by  the  Legislature  in  June  last,  and  that  the 
committee  have  made  examination  of  the  same,  and  find  that  the 
,  provisions  of  the  resolution  have  been  carried  into  effect,  and  are 
of  opinion,  that  all  the  benefit  anticipated  to  result  from  the  same 
will  be  fully  realized,  inasmuch  as  it  now  is  not  only  an  appropri- 
ate and  convenient  place  of  worship  for  the  convicts  of  the  pris- 
on, but  is  also  convenient  to  accommodate  from  one  to  two  hun- 
dred other  persons,  who  may  be^  disposed  to  attend  at  the  hours 
of  worship. 

Another  convenience  resulting  from  this  arrangement  is,^  that 
the  old  cliapel  is  found  to  be  a  convenient  place  for  the  sick  and 
infirm  who  are  in  want  of  medical  and  other  extra  attendance, 
which  renders  their  situation  more  comfortable,  wlih  less  trouble 
and  inconvenience  to  the  officers  of  the  prison. 

Your  doromittee  have  made  some  inquiry  into  the  expense  ari- 
sing in  consequence  of  the  foregoing  arrangement,  and  were  in- 
formed by  the  warden,  that  the  account  of  expense,  in  part,  was 
kept  promiscuously  with  other  expenses  of  the  prison,  which 
would  be  attended  with  some  difficulty  to  make  an  accurate  esti- 
mate of  the  expense  arising  from  that  arrangement;  and  as  the 
whole  would  be  embraced  in  th^  annual  report  of  the  warden  to 
the  Governor  in  June  next,  and  by  him  transmitted  to  the  Legis 
lature;  therefore  your  committee  thought  proper  not,  at  this  time? 
to  attempt  an  investigation  of  that  part  of  the  subject.

The  reports  are  now  in  the  hands  of  the  persons  who  have 
contractea  for  the  bindings  and  it  was  expected  would  have  been 
delivered  to  mo  on  or  before  ihe  20ih  day  of  Nov.,  1844;  but 
the  maps,  plates  and  sections  were  not  received  from  the  engra- 
ver until  the  2d  day  of  Nov.  last  past,  and  I  have  been  informed 
by  Morrill,  Silsby  &  Co.,  that  they  have  been  imable  to  procure 
the  covers,  or  ''jackets,"  so  called,  whrrh  are  to  be  used  in  ihe 
binding  of  the  work— -there  being  none  at  this  lime  in  the  cotmiry 
— that  they  are  daily  in  ijie  expectation  of  receiving  them  by  arri- 
vals from  England^  and  tliat  it  is  expected  the  binding  will  be 
completad  during  the  present  month. 

Another  resolution,  approved  the  same  day,  directed  the  print- 
ing of  500  additional  copies  of  the  reporf,  ''to  be  had  on  sale  at 
the  same  price  as  those  furnished  for  the  State,  provided  they  are 
subscribed  for  before  their  publication."

Agreeably  to  your  Excellency's  commission,  dated  June  IStb, 
I844». authorizing  and  directing  me  to'/^  make  a  survey  of  the 
towaof  Pittsburg,  in  this  Siate»  lot  the  same,  aqd^make  a  map 
thereof,  and  return  the  same  to  the  Secretary  of  State  as  soon  as 
practicable,  agreeably  to  a  resolution  of  the  Legislature,  approv- 
ed June  18,  1844,"  I.b^^e  in  part,  and  so  far  as  has  been  prac- 
ticable, within  the  lime  that,  bd?  sipce  transpired,  performed  the 
duties  thus  imposed  upon  me.  .     ,  ,. , 

I  started  from  Lancaster  on  the  fifteeqtb  day.pf  August,  1844, 
in  conipagy  witli  James  W.  Weeks  of  Tjancaster,  whonp  J  em- 
ployed for  survey,  and  William  D.  Weeks  and  Edwin  Smith, 
cbainmen,  and  Alpheus  {lutchins  and  Jabez  Currier,  packmen. 
On  Monday,  the  nineteenth  day  of  August,  we  began  the  survey 
of  the  outlines  of  Pittsburg.  ^  We  commenced  at  the  mouth  of 
Hall's  strean^  and  run  easterly,  raakiug  an  exact  ifurvey  oi  Con- 
necJcut  river,  and  the  northeasterly  shores  of  the  lakes,  to  the 
northwest  corner  of  Ca^-lisle's  .grant,  thence  along  the  north- 
erly line  of  said  Carlisle's  grant,  to  the  easterly  line  of  the 
State  of  Maine;  tbeqce  northerly  along  said  Maine  line,  tp  the 
bigblapds,«dividii|g  the  United  States  from  Canada;  thence  fol- 
lowing the  highlands  in  a  southwesterly  direction,  to  Third  lake. 
At  this  point  our  provisions  failing,  we  postponed  further  opera- 
tions in  this  quarter  for  the  present,  and  returned  to  the  ^^settle-: 
meats,  after  being  on  the  purvey  seventeen  days,  and  absent  froin 
inhabitants  fourteen  days. 

After  recruiting.and  ^al^ng  the  pec^ssary  .  arran^e^ments,  on 
Monday  the  niotb;da3f  o(  S^ptemb^r^  w^  returned  to  the  place  at 
which  we  had  previously  began,  our  survey  on  Monday  the 
nineteenth  of  August,  and  proceeded  up  Hall's  sUream,  following < 
the  middle  branch  to  the  height  of  land  ;  thence  following  the 
highlands  dividing  the  United  States  from  Canada,^  northeasterly 
to  the  point  where  our  survey  terminated,  near  'Hiird  lake,  on 
Wednesday  the  fourth  day  of  September.  This  completed  the 
survey  of  the  outlined*  The  whole  cirppit.of  the  tiprjitory,  with- 
out calculating  the  small  bends  Jp  ^e  ethers,  lake  shore  and  high- 
laods,  is  eighty-seven  roiles.^  The^  whole  survey  was  completed 
after  having  been  out  jiaali,  twenty-nine  days. 

Following  the  Connecticut  river  eastward  from  the.  ipouth  of 
EIair«  ^aain  to  lake  Coni^pticut,   we  foun4  (be^disiance  to  he 
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fifteen  miles  and  ooe  butidred  eigbty  rodi.  Ule  Comiecutat, 
upon  a  line  running  through  the  middle  of  it,  is  four  miles  two 
hundred  sixtj  rqdis  in  length.  From  Jake  Comieeticai  to  SecMd 
lake,  is  four  miles  two  btmdred  twenty  rods.  Second  lake  is 
about  two  miles  and  thirty  rods  in  length  and  one  mile  in  bresdtb. 
From  Second  lake  to  the  northwest  comer  of  Carlisle^  grant,  is 
three  miles  one  hundred  fifty  rods.  Prom  the  northwest  eoroer 
of  Carlisle's  grant  to  the  easterly  Ime  of  the  State  of  Maiiie,  is 
six  miles  one  hundred  rods.  Along  tbe  line  of  the  State  of  Maine 
northerly  to  tbe  highlands,  is  seven  miles  one  hundred  rods. 
Along  the  said  highlands,  dividing  the  United  States  from  Ccaa- 
da,  southwesterly,  to  an  angle  to  the  east  of  Third  lake,  is  seven 
miles  one  hundred  and  sixty  rods.  From  the  mouth  of  HalPs 
stream,  up  said  stream  to  the  Forks,  or  to  where  the  east  and 
middle  branches  unite,  is  five  miles  and  fifty  rods.  From  the 
mouth  up  the  middle  branch  to  the  highlands,  we  fomid  to  be 
thirteen  and  one  half  miles.  To  follow  up  the  east  brancb  from 
the  mouth  to  theliighlands,tbe  distance  would  be  about  seventeen 
and  one  half  miles.  Following  the  bighland  easterly  from  tbe 
bead  of  middle  branch  of  Hall's  stream  to  iroite  with  otir  former 
survey,  to  the  east  of  Third  lake,  the  distance  we  found  ro  be 
twenty-three  miles  two  hundred  rods.  Thus  making  the  distance 
thus  estimated,  eighty-six  miles  two  hundred  forty  rods,  wbicb  is 
a  trifle  less  than  eighty-seven  miles.  This  b  owing  to  taking  a 
direct  course  through  the  lakes,  instead  of  following  tbe  north- 
west shores  as  the  survey  was  made. 

Tbe  land  along  Connecticut  river  and  lake,  we  found  to  be  of 
an  excellent  quality,  producing,  where  it  is  cidiivated,  grass, 
grain  and  vegetables,  common  to  nonbera  latitudes,  in  abnod- 
ance,  but  after  arriving  at  Second  lake,  it  was  osualhr  poor  and 
broken  and  of  no  value  for  cultivation.  In  passing  from  Tbird 
lake  to  the  settlements  at  the  outlet  of  take  Connectictit,  we  tree* 
eled  for  five  or  six  miles  over  a  tract  of  most  beauiifbl  hnd,  diet 
cannot  be  otherwise  than  valoable^to  tbe  State.  Tbe  elevation 
of  the  land  on  Hall's  and  Indian  streams,  is  slight  above- that  io 
Canaan,  Vt.,  and  Connecticut  river.  The  intervales  are  exten- 
sive and  fertile,  the  upkinds  are  generaHy  of  an  excellent  qoafity, 
and  free  from  stone. 

In  making  the  survey  of  Hall's  stream,  we  followed  the  mid- 
dle branch,  which  is  laid  down  as  the  boundary  on  some  of  tbe 
Canadian  maps.  Ahbough  it  does  not*  contain  as  much  water  as 
either  the  east  or  west  brancli,  yet  it  heads  farther  to  the  north- 
west. It  has  been  sugf!;ested  tbtft  the  commissioners  for  sectKng 
tfie  boundary,  may  establish  it  on  the  ei^  branch.     UlUm  AooM 
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b%  Om  iHM,  (v4bo1i  «iU  noi  ht  ir  Mr  ittMeiU  ace  aueodtd  to  is 
well  a$  the  Qaeen's,)  it  hiU  reduce  tbe  quaotiij  of  land  some  ten 
4Hr  iiieea  thodsiBd  acrea  leaa  than  wtiat  it  contaiiied  io  mr  sur- 
▼ey.  If  our  line  is  establidied  on  the  aortbwest  branch  of  Hall's 
stream, which  I  hare  no  doubt  is-our  just  and  lepl  boundary,  under 
the  kte  treaty,  it  will  add  to  our  territory  from  fifteen  to  twenty 
-thousand  acres  of  land,  in  addition  to  what  is  already  contained  in 
ray  sorvey*  The  land  that  would  thus  be  added  to  our  territory, 
is  a  harse  portion  what  now  constitutes  the  township  of  Hereford, 
Lower  Canada,  it  being  a  tract  of  excellent  land,  partly  settled, 
wkh  a  road  through  the  same,  leading  to  Eaton  in  Uanada.  The 
Commisaioners  will  be  employed  in  running  this  line  next  season, 
and  if  our  interests  aie  properly  attended  to,  this  valuable  acqui- 
sition may  be  secured  to  the  United  States,  and  added  to  tbe  ju* 
risdiction  of  New  Hampshire*  We,  while  making  our  surveys, 
made  ireqnent  and  carefiil  observations^  respecting  the  aforesaid 
«tst  braiKdit>f  Hall's  sueam,  so  that  it  is  laid  down  on  the  map 
with  a  good  degree  of  accuracy. 

On  um  height  nt  the  brad  of  the  east  branch  of  Hall's  stream, 
we  foond  an  extensive  quarry  of  slate,wbich  appears  to  be  valau- 
ble,  and  on  tbe  mountains  northeast  of  Third  lake,  extensive  beds 
of  sandstone  make  their  appearance.  Tbe  most  perfect  ore  is  on 
the  high  hills  near  to  and  east  of  Third  lake,  and  also  about  one 
and  one  half  miles  southwest  from  the  corner  of  the  State  o( 
Maine.  • 

Ib  following  the  line  between  New  Han^psbire  and  Maine,  we 
found  it  so  badly  marked  that  it  was  only  with  the  closest  atten- 
tion to  tbe  compass,  that  it  could  be  traced.  I  would  therefore 
suggest  the  propriety  of  some  measw^  being  taken  tahuve  it 
mttfKed  anew,  and  monuments  erected  at  the  termination  of  each 
mile. 

After  completing  the  survey  of  tbe  outlines  of  Pittsburg  and 
making  a  rough  sketch  of  ths  same,  we  on  Thursday,  September 
iwenty-sixth,  commenced  kying  off  a  uract  to  be  lotted.  We 
began  at  a  birch  tree  standing  on  the  east  side  of  the  middle 
branch  of  Hall's  stream,  two  hundred  rods  north  of  tbe  Forks, 
or  where  the  east  and  middle  branchy  unite^  and  ran  east  by  the 
compass,  eight  miles  ;  thence  south  nine  hundred  two  rods,  to  a 
stake  and  stones  standing  on  tbe  northerly  side  of  Connecdcut 
river  and  about  twenty  rods  east  of  tbe  mouth  of  Perrv's  stream. 
Thus  inchidinff  within  the  two  last  mentioned  lines  and  Connecti- 
cut river  and  HalPs  stream,  about  twenty-two  thousand  seven 
hundred  acres,  which  are  divided  into  lots  of  two  hundred  and 
six  acres  eaph.    For  quality  of  land  and  sixe  of  lots  on  river,  re- 
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ferel^ce  fe  bad  to  tk»  map  of-Piltokii^,  whkA  is  stibwitad,  w- 
gBiher  with  ibis  report. 

The  tract  of  land  bouoded  wi  the  south  by  the  north  hoe  rf 
the  lots  by  me  laid  out,  east  by  the  east  braodi  of  Hall't^sireaiB, 
north  by  the  boundary  line  between  Pittebu^  and  L^wer  Caaa- 
da,  and  west  by  Indian  stream,  containing  by  estimation  beiwooi 
forty  and  fifty  thousand  acres,  is  of  a  most  excellent  qualUy.  It 
is  generally  level,  there  being  large  meadows  along  HallVand  In- 
dian streams,  and  the  upland  well  limbered  with  birch,  beech, 
maple,  spruce  and  some  pine.  There  is  very  little  fall  from  the 
head  of  Hall's  stream  to  Connecticut  river.  The  north  line  of 
thb  tract  is  about  eight  miles  distant  from  Eaton,  a  townsh^  m 
Lovrer  Canada,  containing  a  very  considerable  village,  and  about 
eighty  miles  from  Montreal. 

The  whole  number  of  inhabitants  in  the  town  of  Pittsburg  b 
^iWeen  four  and  five  hundred,  and  is  yearly  increasing- 

When  the  survey  is  ^nished,  I  shill  endeavor  to  present « 
more  full  and  complete  report  of  the  whole.
